To  THB  Honorable  and  Rsvb&bivd, 

The  Oyebsbers  of  Habyabd  Colleoe. 

The  undersigned,  the  President  of  the  University, 
submits  the  following  as  his  first  Annual  Report 
on  the  general  condition  of  its  several  departments. 

As  he  did  not  enter  on  the  duties  of  his  present 
office  until  the  commencement  of  the  Second  Term, 
he  deems  it  proper  to  limit  himself,  in  this  instance, 
to  giving  a  brief  narrative  of  the  principal  events 
and  transactions  of  the  year. 

The  order  and  distribution  of  the  studies  in  the 
Divinity  School  are  given  in  the  Appendix.  It  is 
also  understood  that  the  committee  appointed  to 
visit  the  School  will  make  a  full  report  on  its  gen- 
eral condition  and  prospects.  From  the  Treasurer's 
Report  of  the  past  year,  it  will  be  seen  that  its  funds 
have  been  increased  by  two  bequests.  The  two  Pro- 
fessors, who  have  the  whole  care  of  this  institution, 
have  been  unremitting  in  their  labors,  and  these  lap 
bors  have  been  attended  with  good  success  ;  but  the 
want  of  an  additional  Professor,  so  often  mentioned, 
is  still  felt  As  soon  as  the  question  on  separating 
this  department  of  the  University  from  the  College 


is  finally  settled,  however  settled,  its  friends  will  be 
ready,  it  is  hoped,  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
supply  the  defect 

A  bill  in  equity,  filed  in  September,  1852,  is  still 
pending,  which  submits  to  the  Judges  of  the  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court  the  propriety  and  expediency 
of  separating  the  trusts  of  the  Divinity  School  from 
those  of  Harvard  College,  Upon  this  bill  a  public 
notice  was  given,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  Court, 
in  addition  to  a  service  upon  the  Attorney-General 
of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Society  for  Promoting 
Theological  Education,  and  such  other  persons  as 
appeared  to  have  any  private  right  or  interest  in  the 
question.  No  appearance  has  been  made  by  any 
party  to  object  to  the  prayer  of  the  bill,  and  its 
statements  have  been  ordered  by  the  Court  to  be 
taken  for  confessed  The  case  may  be  expected  to 
be  reached,  and  heard  in  its  order,  at  the  next  law 
term  for  the  County  of  Suffolk;  and  such  decree 
will  then  probably  be  made  as  the  Court  in  its  dis* 
cretion,  and  upon  consideration  of  all  the  circum- 
stances, may  think  applicable. 

For  a  summary  statement  of  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion given  in  the  Law  School,  reference  must  again 
be  made  to  the  Appendix.  This  School  has  become 
a  national  institution ;  not  a  third  of  its  present 
members  are  from  Massachusetts,  and  but  little  more 
than  half  from  the  New  England  States.  The  num- 
ber of  students  at  this  time  is  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight,  being  considerably  greater  than  it  ever  was 


before.  The  growth  of  the  School  having  made  it 
necessary  to  provide  more  ample  means  of  superin- 
tendence and  instruction,  a  third  Professorship  has 
been  established,  and  Edward  G.  Loring,  Esq.  has 
been  chosen  to  fill  it  All  the  votes  of  the  Corpora^ 
tion  on  this  subject  will  be  submitted  to  the  Over- 
seers for  confirmation  at  their  next  meeting. 

By  the  Beport  of  the  Treasurer  it  will  be  seen 
that  Dr.  George  C.  Shattuck  has  liberally  endowed 
one  of  the  Professorships  in  the  Medical  School ; 
and  the  Corporation,  out  of  respect  to  so  generous  a 
benefactor  of  the  College,  have  directed  that  the 
Professorship  shall  hereafter  bear  his  name.  The 
infirm  health  of  Dr.  Ware  making  it  necessary  that 
he  should  have  assistance.  Dr.  Morrill  Wyman  has 
been  appointed  Adjunct  Hersey  Professor  of  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic,  and  the  election  will 
be  submitted  at  the  proper  time  for  confirmation  by 
this  Board.  Further  details  respecting  the  privi- 
leges and  prospects  of  this  important  department  of 
the  University  are  given  in  the  Appendix. 

The  great  advantages  enjoyed  by  students  in  the 
Lawrence  Scientific  School  are  becoming  more  widely 
known,  and  the  number  of  students  is  in  conse- 
quence increasing :  last  year  it  was  forty-seven ;  now, 
sixty-nine.  One  of  the  great  events  of  the  year  is 
the  purchase  of  Professor  Agassiz's  Geological  and 
Zoological  Museum,  the  funds  for  this  purpose  having 
been  contributed,  for  the  most  part,  by  the  friends  of 
the  College,  as  stated  in  the  Treasurer's  Report    This 


collection  on  one  subject,  that  of  American  fishes, 
already  exceeds  by  far  any  other  in  the  world ;  the 
distinguished  naturalist  by  whom  it  has  been  found- 
ed, is  also  redoubling  his  efforts  to  enlarge  and  com- 
plete it.  Within  the  last  few  months,  he  has  opened 
an  extensive  correspondence  with  persons  in  all 
parts  of  the  country,  with  a  view  to  bringing  to- 
gether into  one  place  American  specimens  from  all 
localities  ;  and  his  applications  have  met  with  a 
degree  of  favor  and  success  beyond  his  most  san- 
guine expectations.  By  the  time  a  suitable  build- 
ing can  be  provided  for  the  display  of  these  treas- 
ures, there  is  no  doubt  that  the  collection,  from  its 
nature  and  magnitude,  will  be  regarded  as  not  only 
of  scientific,  but  national  importance. 

The  work  at  the  Observatory  has  gone  on  without 
interruption.  A  portion  of  the  time  has  been  de- 
voted to  obtaining,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Whip- 
ple, photographic  delineations  of  the  heavenly  bodies. 
The  calculations  of  the  results  of  the  Coast  Survey 
Chronometer  Expedition  for  determining  the  differ- 
ence of  longitude  between  Greenwich  and  this  Ob- 
servatory have  been  continued,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Government.  The  places  of  about  three  thousand 
stars  have  been  added  to  Mr.  Bond's  new  Catalogue ; 
in  doing  which,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  sub- 
ject the  comparison  stars  to  re-observation,  and 
several  important  errors  have  been  detected  in  re- 
spect to  them.  A  Catalogue  of  five  thousand  stars, 
observed  here  in  the  years  1852-53,  is  now  nearly 


ready  for  the  press,  forming  a  oomplete  zone  of  all 
stars,  to  the  eleventh  magnitude  inclusive,  situated 
between  the  equator  and  twenty  minutes  north  decli- 
nation. It  is  hoped  that  this  Catalogue,  together 
with  other  valuable  papers,  will  soon  be  given  to  the 
public,  forming  the  first  volume  of  the  Annals  of  the 
Astronomical  Observatory  of  Harvard  College. 

During  the  past  year  some  of  the  unfinished  apart- 
ments in  the  west  wing  of  the  Observatory  have 
been  fitted  up  and  furnished  for  the  use  of  students. 
For  the  same  purpose,  a  cylindrical  pillar  for  the 
variation  transit  has  been  erected  in  the  west  transit- 
room,  and  a  granite  tripod  for  the  support  of  the 
five-foot  equatorial,  in  the  west  dome;  the  instru- 
ments have  also  been  properly  mounted  and  adjusted. 
With  these  additional  accommodations,  the  Observa- 
tory is  in  a  better  condition  than  at  any  former  period 
for  the  reception  of  students  in  Practical  Astronomy. 

The  Appendix  contains  full  details  of  the  instruc- 
tion given  to  Undergraduates  in  all  the  departments, 
whether  by  recitations  or  public  lectures.  It  is 
proper  to  say  of  this  part  of  the  University,  the 
College  proper,  that  it  has  participated,  as  much  as 
any  other  similar  institution  in  the  country,  in  the 
great  educational  movement  of  the  day.  The  ad- 
vantages enjoyed  by  the  students,  whether  regard  be 
had  to  the  number  and  qualifications  of  the  teachers, 
or  to  the  processes  and  apparatus  of  teaching,  were 
never  greater  than  at  this  moment. 

Habits  of  order  and  study  have  been  maintained 
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without  any  material  change  in  the  methods  of 
discipline,  or  in  the  spirit  with  which  they  have 
been  carried  into  effect  for  a  long  time.  Fewer  sus- 
pensions and  dismissions  take  place  now  than  for- 
merly ;  but  it  is  because  the  Faculty  avail  themselves 
more  frequently  of  the  provision  in  the  Statutes  and 
Laws  of  the  College,  authorizing  them  to  acquaint 
the  parent  or  guardian  of  a  student,  who  is  not  ful- 
filling the  purposes  of  his  residence  here,  with  his 
character  and  conduct,  that  such  student  may  be 
voluntarily  withdrawn.  In  this  way,  though  there 
is  less  of  the  appearance  of  high  college  censures, 
there  is  more  of  the  reality :  the  same  ends  are  ac- 
complished with  less  pain  or  offence. 

Professor  Felton,  after  twenty-four  years  of  unre- 
mitting service  to  the  College,  has  asked  and  obtained 
leave  of  absence  for  a  year,  with  a  view  to  pass  the 
same  in  Europe.  He  left  early  in  April,  and  his 
place  since  that  time  has  been  filled  by  Mr.  Sopho- 
cles. The  Alford  Professorship  of  Natural  Religion, 
Moral  Philosophy,  and  Civil  Polity  having  become 
vacant  by  the  election  of  the  undersigned  to  the 
Presidency,  Francis  Bowen,  A.M.  was  appointed  his 
successor,  and  entered  on  the  duties  of  the  office  at 
the  commencement  of  the  Second  Term  of  the  last 
academic  year.  At  the  same  time  Beginald  Heber 
Chase,  A.B.,  was  appointed  Tutor  iu  Latin  in  the 
place  of  Mr.  Thomas  Chase,  resigned;  and  on  the 
1st  of  April  following,  Nathaniel  Hooper,  A.M.  was 
appointed  Tutor  in  Greek  during  Professor  Felton*s 
absence. 
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The  Public  Library  of  the  University  is  an  object 
of  earnest  solicitude.  Large  and  valuable  additions 
have  been  made  to  it  during  the  last  year,  by  the 
liberality  of  individuals  and  public  bodies;  among 
the  rest,  by  that  of  the  Governor  of  Utah,  who  has 
directed  that  a  complete  collection  of  Mormon  pub- 
lications, whether  printed  in  this  country  or  in  Eu- 
rope, shall  be  sent  as  soon  as  they  can  be  procured, 
and  many  of  them  have  already  been  received.  In 
one  instance,  referred  to  more  particularly  in  the 
Eeport  of  the  Treasurer,  above  a  thousand  dollars 
was  contributed  by  a  few  friends  of  the  College,  in 
order  to  supply  the  defects  of  the  Library  in  early 
English  poetry,  and  in  works  illustrative  of  the  early 
history  of  the  English  tongue. 

But  every  other  division  and  subdivision  of  the 
Library  is  also  defective ;  and  even  if  all  were  now 
filled  and  brought  up  to  the  demand  of  the  times, 
not  a  year  would  pass  away  before  all  would  be 
seriously  defective  again.  What  the  College  needs,  as 
a  place  of  earnest  study  directed  by  teachers  aiming 
to  be  on  a  le^el  with  the  highest  problems  of  the  day, 
is  a  large  fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  suffi- 
cient to  obtain  every  important  work  in  every  branch 
of  learning  and  inquiry,  wherever  published,  and 
as  soon  as  published.  To  expect  high  and  various 
scholarship,  as  scholarship  is  now  understood,  with- 
out providing  such  means  and  facilities,  is  to  expect 
an  impossibility. 

It  ought  to  be  mentioned  among  the  interesting 
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events  of  the  year,  that  in  consequence  of  the  ex- 
tinction of  one  branch  of  the  Dunster  family,  and 
through  the  generous  consideration  of  Mr.  Nathaniel 
Smith,  of  Pembroke,  the  College  has  come  into  pos- 
session of  a  silver  tankard  once  the  property  of  its 
first  President,  and  also  of  five  or  six  volumes  con- 
stituting the  only  remnant  of  what  was  once  his 
private  library.  A  marble  bust  of  President  Kirk- 
land,  having  been  procured  and  presented  to  the  Col- 
lege by  a  few  of  his  friends,  has  been  placed  in  the 
Public  Library  of  the  University. 

The  Class  of  1814,  as  appears  from  the  Treasurer's 
Beport,  have  established  a  Scholarship  on  a  liberal 
foundation;  the  first  one  instituted  in  compliance 
with  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Alumni. 

President  Everett,  in  his  Annual  Eeport  for  1847, 
called  the  attention  of  the  friends  and  governors  of 
the  College  to  the  pressing  need  of  a  new  ChapeL 
All  the  moral  and  practical  considerations  urged  at 
that  time  yvith  so  much  force  for  this  measure,  still 
exist;  to  which  must  now  be  added  another  even 
more  imperative,  the  want  of  room.  Not  only  are 
all  the  seats  appropriated  to  the  students  now  filled 
at  morning  and  evening  prayers,  but  also  all  the 
pews  on  the  floor  of  the  Chapel,  though  these  are  in 
many  respects  unsuitable  and  inconvenient.  If  the 
number  of  students  goes  on  increasing  as  it  has  done 
of  late,  it  will,  within  two  or  three  years,  be  impos- 
sible to  find  accommodation  for  them  in  the  present 
Chapel.     Still  another  consideration  of  great  practi- 
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cal  moment  is,  that  the  space  now  occupied  by  the 
Chapel  in  University  Hall  is  required  for  additional 
recitation-rooms  and  lecture-rooms ;  so  much  so,  that 
unless  it  can  be  found  there,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
erect  a  new  buUding  for  the  purpose. 

As  will  appear  from  the  correspondence  appended 
to  this  Report,  the  Corporation  have  accepted,  with 
reluctance  and  regret,  Mr.  Eliot's  resignation  of  the 
office  of  Treasurer,  held  by  him  since  1842.  They 
think  themselves  fortunate  in  having  obtained  the 
consent  of  William  T.  Andrews,  Esq.  to  serve  as  his 
successor,  and  his  election  to  that  important  office 
will  be  submitted  at  the  proper  time  for  confirmation 
by  this  Board. 

The  undersigned  is  unwilling  to  close  his  Annual 
Seport  without  reminding  the  Overseers  of  the  loss 
which  they,  the  Church,  and  the  whole  community, 
have  sustained,  during  the  past  year,  in  the  death  of 
a  member  of  this  Board,  the  venerable  Dr.  Sharp. 
Three  persons  have  also  died,  in  near  succession  to 
each  other,  who  were  formerly  distinguished  Profes- 
sors in  the  University,  John  Farrar,  Andrews  Nor- 
ton, and  Simon  Greenleaf,  whose  names  will  long  be 
cherished  in  this  community  for  their  eminent  ser- 
vices to  letters,  science,  and  religion.

Summary  SrATEBfENT  op  the  Course  op  Ikbtruction  pur- 
sued IN  THE  SEVERAL  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  UkIYERSITT 
BURXNO  THE  ACADEMICAL  TeAR  1852-58. 


I.    PROFESSIONAL  SCHOOLS. 

1.  Divinity  School. 

The  Diyinity  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Bev.  Convers  Francis,  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Pulpit 
Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care;  and  the  Rev.  George  R. 
Noyes,  D.D.y  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental Languages,  and  Dexter  Lecturer  on  Sacred  Literature. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies 
three  years.  The  School  consists  of  three  Classes ;  the  Jun- 
ior, Middle,  and  Senior. 

Each  Professor  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the  Classes 
through  the  year.  The  course  of  instruction  is  divided  be- 
tween them  as  follows.  To  the  Parkman  Professor  are  allotted 
the  branches  of  Natural  Religion,  Christian  Ethics  and  Prac- 
tical Divinity,  Ecclesiastical  History,  Church  Polity,  the  Com- 
position and  Deliverv  of  Sermons,  and  the  Duties  of  the  Pas- 
toral Office.  To  the  Hancock  Professor,  the  Evidences  of 
Christianity,  Dogmatic  Theology,  the  Principles  of  Criticism 
and  Literpretation,  the  Criticism  and  Interpretation  of  the  Old 
and  tiie  New  Testaments,  and  the  Hebrew  Language. 
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The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  preach  on  Sunday  evening 
during  part  of  the  year  in  one  of  the  churches  of  this  city. 
There  is  also  a  weekly  exercise  in  extemporaneous  speaking, 
attended  by  the  whole  School. 

The  present  number  of  students  (September,  1853)  is  26. 


2.  Law  School. 

The  Law  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of  Joel 
Parker,  LL.D.,  Roy  all  Professor  of  Law,  and  Theophilus 
Parsons,  LL.D.,  Dane  Professor  of  Law,  during  the  year 
1852-53,  as  it  had  been  for  the  four  previous  years. 

Lectures  were  delivered  by  the  Royall  Professor  upon 
Bailments,  Domestic  Relations,  Real  Property,  Constitutional 
Law  and  the  Jurisprudence  of  the  United  States,  and  Equity 
Jurisprudence,  Evidence,  and  Practice  ;  by  the  Dane  Professor 
on  Blackstone's  Commentaries  and  Kent's  Commentaries,  and 
on  Bills  and  Notes,  Shipping  and  Admiralty,  and  Partnership ; 
and  by  Edward  G.  Loring,  University  Lecturer,  upon  Wills 
and  Administration,  Devises,  and  Sales. 

The  number  of  Lectures  has  been,  as  heretofore,  ten  in  each 
week.  They  are  accompanied  with  examinations  of  the  stu- 
dents upon  the  topics  of  the  text-books,  principally  by  present- 
ing to  them  for  their  opinions  cases  taken  from  the  books,  or 
framed  to  illustrate  the  principles  stated.  Experience  has  con- 
firmed the  Faculty  in  the  belief,  that  this  is  the  most  useful 
method  of  examination. 

Two  Moot  Courts  have  been  held  each  week  by  the  Profes- 
sors and  Lecturer.  The  great  value  of  these  exercises,  both 
to  the  students  directly  engaged  as  coultisel,  and  to  those  who 
attend  and  take  notes,  is  so  great  and  so  certsdn,  that  the  Fac- 
ulty have  continued  to  hold  them  thus  frequently ;  although 
formerly  they  were  held  but  once  a  week,  and  the  present 
number  cannot  be  kept  up  without  great  exertions  and  some 
inconvenience.  The  interest  in  them  manifested  by  the  stu- 
dents, the  thoroughness  of  their  preparation,  and  the  excel- 
lence of  the  results,  have  suffered  no  diminution. 

The  Clubs  formed  by  the  students  for  the  discussion  of  cases 
and  for  debate  have  been  numerous,  active,  and  very  useful. 

The  prizes  for  Dissertations  have  been  continued.  And  the 
committee  who  made  the  award  again  expressed  the  most 
decided  approbation  of  the  essays  offered  to  them. 

The  average  number  of  students  attending  in  the  several 
terms  was  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five,  from  twenty- 
three  of  the   United   States,  Nebraska  Territory,   and  the 
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District  of  Colombia,  from  ihe  Sandwich  Islands,  and  from 
Prussia. 

The  number  of  those  to  whom  the  degree  of  LL.B.  was 
^ven  at  Commencement,  was  fifty-one. 


8.  Medical  ScHoot. 

This  School  was  tmder  the  superintendence  of 

Walter  Channing,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Med- 
ical Jurisprudence ; 

Jacob  Bigelow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Materia  Medica,  and 
Lecturer  on  Clinical  Medicine ; 

John  Ware,  M.D.,  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of 
Physic ; 

J.  B.  S.  Jackson,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Patholo^cal  Anatomy ; 

Oliver  W.  Holmes,  M.D«,  Parkman  Professor  of  Anatomy 
and  Physiology ; 

Henry  J.  Bigelow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Surgery ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  A.M.,  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

The  Medical  School  was  conducted  by  the  above-named  Pro- 
fessors, at  the  Medical  College  in  North  Grove  Street,  Boston. 
The  instruction  was  given  by  courses  of  Lectures,  delivered  by 
each  of  the  Professors.  The  Lectures  begin  annually  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  November,  and  continue  four  months,  or 
seventeen  weeks.  The  students  also  attend  the  practice  of 
the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  Lectures  given  in  the  respective  courses 
was  as  follows:  — 

Dr.  Channing  gave  three  Lectures  a  week,  and  Exam^ 
inations. 

Dr.  J.  Biselow  gave  seventt/^two  Lectures  on  Materia  Med- 
ica, and  on  Ulinical  Medicine. 

Dr.  Ware  gave  four  Lectures  a  week  during  the  first  half  of 
the  Course,  and  Dr.  Jackson  the  same  number  during  the  last 
half,  on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  amounting  in  aU 
to  sixti/. 

Dr.  Jackson  gave  fifteen  Lectures  on  Pathological  Anatomy. 

Dr.  Holmes  gave  eighty  Lectures  on  Anatomy  and  Physiol- 
ogy, and  ten  Demonstrations  in  Microscopic  Anatomy,  amount- 
ing in  ail  to  ninety. 

Dr.  H.  J.  Bigelow  gare  each  week  three  Lectures,  with  one 
clinical  viidt  at  the  Hospital,  of  one  hour  and  a  half  each. 

Professor  Cooke  gave  three  Lectures  a  week  on  Chemistry. 

The  number  of  students  attending  Medical  Lectures  in  the 
sesffion  of  1852-63  was  119.

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The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusively  to  Medical  Stu- 
dents, Undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 


4.  Lawrence  Scientific  School. 

This  institution  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

William  C.  Bond,  A.M.,  Director  of  the  Observatory ; 

Louis  Agassiz,  LL.D.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Zoology  and 
Geology ; 

Benjamin  Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy 
and  Mathematics ; 

Asa  Gray,  M.D.,  Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History  ; 

Joseph  Levering,  A.M.,  Hollis  Professor  of  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy ; 

Jeflfries  Wyman,  M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy ; 

Henry  L.  Eustis,  A.M.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Engineering ; 

Eben  Norton  Horsford,  A.M.,  Rumford  Professor,  and  Lec- 
turer on  the  Application  of  the  Sciences  to  the  Useful  Arts, 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty ; 

George  P.  Bond,  A.B.,  Assistant  Observer  ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  Erving  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Min- 
eralogy. 

The  course  of  instruction  embraces  the  use  of  astronomical 
instruments ;  systematic  practical  exercises  in  the  several  Labo- 
ratories of  Professors  Agassiz,  Wyman,  Gray,  and  Horsford ; 
instruction  in  Engineering  under  the  direction  of  Professor 
Eustis;  occasional  excursions  to  localities  and  manufacturing 
establishments  of  scientific  interest  in  the  neighborhood ;  reci- 
tations ;   and  Lectures. 

The  Lectures  have  been  as  follows. 

On  Geology,  and  on  the  Structure  and  Classification  of  the 
Animal  Kingdom,  by  Professor  Agassiz.  Scientific  excursions 
were  made  about  once  a  fortnight. 

On  the  Differential  Calculus,  twice  a  week,  thirty  Lectures ; 
and  on  Analytical  Mechanics,  three  times  a  week,  forty-five 
Lectures,  by  Professor  Peirce. 

On  Electro-statics  and  Electro-dynamics,  forty  Lectures,  by 
Professor  Levering. 

On  Human  and  Comparative  Physiology,  illustrated  by  dis- 
sections and  microscopic  observations,  by  Professor  Wyman. 

The  Lectures  were  attended  by  members  of  the  Scientific 
and  Law  Schools. 

The  number  of  Special  Students  in  all  branches  of  science 
was  forty-seven,  exclusive  of  the  members  of  the  other  Profes- 
sional Schools,  and  of  the  Undergraduates,  who  attended  the 
Scientific  Lectures. 
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IL    ACADEMICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


1.  Religious  Instruction. 

Instraction  in  the  Evidences  of  Natural  and  Revealed  Relig- 
ion, formerly  given  by  the  UoUis  Professor  of  Divinity,  is  now 
assigned  to  the  President.  During  the  First  Term  he  hears 
the  Freshman  Class  in  Paley's  Evidences  of  Christianity ; 
during  ihe  Second  Term  he  hears  the  Senior  Class  in  Butler's 
Analogy.  He  also  reads  before  the  Senior  Class,  during  the 
Second  Term,  a  course  of  public  Lectures  on  the  Evidences  of 
Natural  and  Revealed  Religion. 

The  Rev.  Convers  Francis,  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of 
Pulpit  Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care,  and  the  Rev.  George 
R.  Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental Languages,  conduct  the  morning  and  evening  service  of 
the  Chapel.  They  also,  in  conjunction  with  the  President,  sup> 
ply  the  pulpit  of  the  Chapel  on  Sundays. 

At  present  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  students  have  leave 
of  absence  from  Cambridge  to  pass  ounday  at  home ;  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  attend  worship  in  the  College  Chapel ;  eighty-five 
attend  other  churches  in  Cambridge. 


2.  Philosophy. 

The  means  of  instruction  in  this  Department  are  recitations, 
familiarly  illustrated  at  the  time  by  the  Professor,  public  Lec- 
tures, and  written  forensic  exercises. 

During  the  first  Term  of  the  last  Academic  Year,  the  De- 
partment was  under  the  care  of  Professor  Walker.  The  Junior 
Class  recited  three  times  a  week  in  Reid's  Essays  on  the  Intel- 
lectual Powers  of  Man.  The  Senior  Class  recited  three  times 
a  week  in  Whewell's  Elements  of  Morality. 

During  the  Second  Term,  the  Department  was  under  the 
charge  of  Francis  Bowen,  A.M.,  Alford  Professor.  Instruc- 
tion was  given,  as  before,  to  the  Junior  Class  in  Moral  Philos- 
ophy ;  to  the  Senior  Class  in  Political  Economy  and  Constitu- 
tional Law.  The  Juniors  recited  three  times  a  week,  the  text- 
book being  Walker's  edition  of  Stewart  on  the  Active  and 
Moral  Powers.  The  Seniors  recited  five  times  each  week,  the 
text-books  being  Wayland's  Political  Economy  and  the  first 
volume  of  Kent's  Commentaries  on  American  Law.  Both 
classes  recited  in  divisions,  so  that  each  recitation  occupied 
two  hours. 
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Forensics  were  read,  throughout  the  year,  every  Thursday 
afternoon,  by  the  Seniors  and  Juniors  altematelj^,  half  of  one 
of  these  Classes  attending  each  week. 


3.  Rhetoric  and  Oratort. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  Francis 
J.  Child,  A.M.,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  as- 
sisted in  the  teaching  of  Elocution  by  James  Jenmson,  A.M. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  was  ^ven  to  the  three  upper 
Glasses,  by  exercises  in  Reading,  Speaking,  and  English  Com- 
position, by  recitations  in  Orammar,  Rhetoric,  and  Lo^c,  and 
by  Lectures. 

The  Sophomores  recited  twice  a  week  from  Campbell's  Rhet- 
oric and  Latham's  English  Orammar,  during  the  First  Term. 

One  third  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical  exercise 
upon  them,  every  week,  during  the  First  Term,  and  one  fourth 
during  the  Second  Term. 

To  the  Juniors  instruction  was  given  by  exercises  in  Compo- 
sition and  Speaking,  and  by  recitations,  three  times  a  week, 
during  the  Second  Term,  from  Whately's  Logic. 

They  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical  exercise  upon 
them,  once  in  four  weeks,  through  the  year. 

They  decliumed,  by  sections  of  nine,  every  week,  before  the 
Class  and  the  instructors. 

To  the  Seniors  instruction  was  given  by  exercises  in  Com- 
position, once  in  four  weeks.  Their  exercises  in  Speaking  oc- 
cupied a  like  time,  and  were  conducted  in  the  same  manner,  as 
those  of  the  Juniors.  They  also  attended  recitations  firom 
Whately's  Rhetoric  twice  a  week,  during  the  First  Term. 

A  course  of  twelve  Lectures  was  given  to  the  Senior  Class, 
(m  the  English  language. 

The  inspection  of  performances  for  Commencement  and 
other  Public  Exhibitions  is  committed  to  this  Department. 

Instruction  was  given  in  the  Second  Term,  to  small  volun- 
tary classes,  in  Anglo-Saxon,  and  the  rudiments  of  Icelandic. 

The  foregoing  statement  relates  to  the  duties  of  the  Pro- 
fessor. 

In  addition  to  the  exercises  in  Declamation  already  men- 
tioned, there  is  a  separate  course  of  instruction  in  Elocution, 
which  is  wholly  under  the  care  of  the  Instructor  in  Elocution. 

Nine  Seniors  and  nine  Juniors  attended  him  every  week 
in  an  exercise  preparatory  to  the  weekly  Declamation  of 
their  respective  Classes. 
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The  Sophomores  attended  him  once  ererj  week,  during 
the  year.        • 

He  superintended  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the 
Public  Exhibitions  of  the  year ;  the  final  rehearsal  for  each 
being  also  attended  bj  the  rrofessor. 


4.  History. 

Instruction  was  ^ven  in  this  Department,  during  the  last 
year,  by  James  Jennison,  A.M.,  Tutor  in  History  ;  in  the 
First  Term,  to  the  Junior  and  Freshman  Classes,  and  in  the 
Second  Term,  to  the  Sophomore  Class.  Each  Class  had  two 
recitations  a  week,  and  a  public  Examination  at  the  end  of  the 
Term.  The  text-book  used  with  the  Junior  Class  was  Smyth's 
Lectures  on  Modem  History ;  with  the  Freshman  Class,  Ar- 
nold's History  of  the  Later  Roman  Commonwealth ;  and  the 
Sophomore  Class  recited  from  selected  portions  of  Gibbon's 
History  of  the  Decline  and  Fall  of  tlie  Roman  Empire,  and 
Hallam's  View  of  the  State  of  Europe  during  the  Middle  Ages. 


5.  Latin. 

During  the  past  year  this  Department  was  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  George  M.  Lane,  A.M.,  Uniyersity  Professor  of 
Latin,  assisted  by  Thomas  Chase,  A.M.,  and  Reginald  H. 
Chase,  A.B.,  Tutors.  The  instruction  of  the  three  higher 
Classes  was  conducted  by  Professor  Lane,  that  of  the  Fresh- 
man Class  by  the  Tutors. 

Instruction  was  giyen  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Lincoln's 
Selections  firom  Liyy,  the  Odes  of  Horace,  Cicero's  Tusculan 
Disputations,  and  in  writing  Latin. 

To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Satires  of  Horace  and  the 
Brutus  of  Cicero,  one  hour  every  fortnight  being  devoted  to 
writing  Latin  in  the  First  Term,  and  one  hour  every  month  in 
the  Second. 

To  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Annals  of  Tacitus,  Book  First, 
and  the  Rudens  of  Plautus,  and  in  writing  Latin  prose  and 
verse  once  a  fortnight. 

To  the  Seniors,  in  Cicero  de  Natnra  Deorum  and  the  Sec- 
ond Book  of  Tacitus's  Annals,  and  in  writing  Latin  prose  once 
a  fortnight,  during  the  First  Term,  for  which  recitations  in  the 
text-book  were  substituted  in  the  Second  Term. 
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In  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Classes  the  Latin  was  a 
required  study.  • 

The  number  of  the  Juniors  who  elected  tiie  Latin  was  forty- 
one  ;  the  number  of  the  Seniors  was  forty-one. 

A  course  of  Lectures  on  Latin  Literature  was  delivered  by 
the  Professor  to  the  whole  of  the  Junior  Glass  in  the  Second 
Term. 


6.  Greek. 

The  Greek  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Cornelius 
Conway  Felton,  LL.D.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek  Literature, 
and  Evangelinus  A.  Sophocles,  A.M.,  Tutor  in  Greek.  Dur- 
ing most  of  the  Second  Term  Professor  Felton's  place  was  filled 
by  Mr.  Sophocles,  and  the  Freshman  Class  were  instructed  by 
Nathaniel  Hooper,  A.M.,  Tutor  in  Greek. 

The  Freshman  Class  were  instructed  by  the  Greek  Tutor. 
They  were  divided  into  three  Alphabetical  Sections.  The 
text-books  during  the  First  Term  were  the  Greek  Historians 
(Thucydides)  ;  during  the  Second  Term,  the  Greek  Histo- 
rians (Herodotus).  There  were  eleven  recitations  each  fort- 
night. 

Exercises  in  Greek  Composition  were  written  once  in  each 
month. 

The  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors  were  instructed  by 
the  Professor. 

The  Sophomores  were  divided  into  two  Alphabetical  Divis- 
ions, each  reciting  three  times  a  week.  The  text-books  were 
the  Greek  Historians,  during  the  First  Term,  and  the  Ajax  of 
Sophocles,  and  the  Clouds  of  Aristophanes,  during  the  Second 
Term. 

The  number  of  Juniors  who  elected  the  Greek  was  twenty- 
two.  The  text-books  were  the  Agamemnon  of  ^schylus,  for 
the  First  Term,  and  the  Gorgias  of  Plato,  for  the  Second. 

The  number  of  Seniors  who  elected  the  Greek  was  eighteen. 
The  text-books  were  ^schines  de  Corona,  for  the  First  Term, 
and  Demosthenes  de  Corona,  for  the  Second. 

Every  member  of  each  of  these  Classes  wrote  an  exercise 
once  in  each  month,  except  that,  in  the  Second  Term,  the 
Seniors,  instead  of  that  exercise,  had  an  additional  lesson  in 
the  text-book. 

The  Seniors,  Juniors,  and  Sophomores  attended  three  exer- 
cises each  week. 

The  Professor  gave  public  Lectures  on  Greek  Literature  to 
the  Junior  Class  once  a  week  during  the  First  Term. 
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•  7.  Hebrew. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev. 
George  R.  Noves,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and 
other  Oriental  Languages ;  being  conducted  by  recitations  and 
oral  instruction,  given  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class  three 
times  each  week,  during  the  year.  Attendance  on  this  branch 
is  optional.  During  the  past  year,  nine  chose  this  branch  of 
study.  • 


8.  Modern  Languages. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  Henry  W. 
Longfellow,  A.M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish 
Languages,  and  Professor  of  the  Belles-Lettres.  There  were 
in  the  Department  three  Instructors :  Francis  Sales,  A.M., 
Instructor  in  ^Spanish;  Bernard  Rolker,  A.M.,  Instructor  in 
German;  M.  Emile  Amoult,  Instructor  in  French.  The  in- 
struction in  Italian  was  given  by  Professor  Longfellow. 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  Department  are,  —  1.  All 
the  Modem  Languages  are  optional,  excepting  French.  2.  A 
student  commencing  the  study  of  any  language  is  not  permitted 
to  leave  it  before  the  close  of  the  year.  3.  The  students  are 
formed  into  Sections,  and  are  carried  forward  according  to  their 
proficiency,  without  reference  to  Classes.  4.  The  days  of  in- 
struction are  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

The  French  Language  was  taught  to  the  whole  Sophomore 
Class.  The  Class  was  divided  into  three  Sections,  two  of  which 
pursued  nearly  the  same  studies,  not  having  any  previous 
knowledge  of  the  language.  The  third  Section  was  composed 
of  such  students  as  had  already  studied  French.  One  hour  a 
day,  three  days  in  the  week,  throughout  the  year,  was  devoted 
by  the  instructor  to  each  Section.  The  instruction  was  given 
by  translation  from  text-books,  written  exercises,  and  practice 
in  speaking  at  each  recitation. 

The  Q-erman  Language^  being  an  optional  study,  is  confined 
to  the  Junior  and  Senior  Glasses.  The  whole  number  of  stu- 
dents attending  the  German  was  ninety,  of  whom  forty-one  be- 
longed to  the  Senior  Class  and  forty-seven  to  the  Junior,  and 
two  to  the  Divinity  School.  They  attended  the  instructor 
three  times  a  week  during  the  year,  in  two  divisions.  Besides 
translating  from  German  into  English  from  text-books,  the  stu- 
dents wrote  exercises  from  English  into  German  for  each  reci- 
tation, making  three  written  exercises  a  week  for  each  student, 
which  were  corrected,  and  then  recited  orally. 
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The  number  of  students  who  attended  the  instructor  in  the 
Spanish  Language  was  seventeen  from  the  Senior  Glass, 
twenty-six  from  the  Junior  Class,  and  one  from  the  Sophomore 
Class.  They  were  divided  into  three  Sections,  each  of  which 
recited  to  the  instructor  three  times  a  week  throughout  the 
year.  Two  hours  were  also  devoted  weekly  by  the  instructor 
to  correcting  written  exercises. 

Students  of  the  Senior  Class  only  elect  the  Italian  Language. 
Thirty-four  chose  this  study,  and  attended  Professor  LongfeUow 
three  times  a  week  during  the  year.  The  instruction  was  given 
by  translation  from  text-books,  written  exercises,  and  practice 
in  speaking.  During  the  First  Term,  a  course  of  lectures 
was  delivered  on  Goethe's  Faust,  and  during  the  Second,  on 
Dante's  Inferno. 

The  number  of  those  who  studied  the  Modem  Languages 
was,  in  French,  72 ;  German,  90 ;  Spanish,  44 ;  Italian,  84 ; 
total,  240. 


9.  Mathbmatics. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  was  conducted  by  Benjamin 
Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy  and  Mathe- 
matics, and  Charles  F.  Choate,  A.M.,  Tutor. 

Instruction  in  the  Freshman  year  was  by  recitations  from 
Peirce's  Geometry*  which  w^s  completed  in  the  First  Term. 
Peirce's  Trigonometry  occnpied  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Instruction  was  continued,  in  the  Sophomore  year,  by  reci- 
tations in  Peirce's  Algebra  and  Peirce's  Analytical  Geome- 
try ;  and  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years,  by  Instruction  in  the 
Imaginary,  Integral,  and  Residual  Calculuses,  and  in  the  Math- 
ematical Theory  of  Mechanics  and  Astronomy. 

The  Freshman  Class  were  heard  in  three  Sections,  on  three 
days  of  the  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  through 
the  year,  allowing  one  hour  to  each  recitation. 

The  Sophomore  Class  were  heard  in  two  Sections,  three  days 
in  the  week,  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  through 
the  year. 


10.  Physics. 

During  the  past  Academical  Year,  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment was  conducted  by  Joseph  Levering,  A.  M.,  HoUis 
rrofessor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 
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The  Senior  Glass  attended  recitations  three  times  a  week 
during  the  First  Term,  and  read  and  reviewed  Miiller's  Phys- 
ics.    This  Class  was  examined  at  the  end  of  the  First  Term. 

The  Junior  Class  attended  recitations  three  times  a  week 
during  the  First  and  Second  Terms  ;  and  read  Ilerschel's 
Outlines  of  Astronomy,  and  the  parts  on  Thermotics,  Magnet- 
ism, Electricity,  and  Electro-magnetism  in  Lardner's  Course  of 
Natural  Philosophy.  This  Class  was  examined  at  the  end  of 
each  Term. 

Each  Class  was  divided  into  two  Divisions ;  and  each  Divis- 
ion remained  with  the  instructor  one  hour  at  every  exercise. 

The  Senior  and  Junior  Classes  attended  the  usual  course  of 
Lectures  on  Physics  and  Experimental  Philosophy.  This 
course,  which  extends  through  two  years,  consists  of  about 
eighty  Lectures  of  one  hour  each ;  or  two  Lectures  to  each  Class 
for  every  week  of  the  last  Term. 


11.  Chemistby  and  Mineralogy. 

During  the  First  Term  of  the  last  Academical  Year,  the 
Sophomore  Class  were  instructed  in  Chemistry  by  Josiah  P. 
Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor.  The  Class  recited  twice  a 
week,  from  Stockhardt's  Chemistry,  and  attended  once  a  week 
a  course  of  Experimental  Lectures  parallel  with  the  text-book. 

During  the  Second  Term  the  Freshman  Class  recited  twice 
a  week  in  Chemistry.  They  finished  the  first  half  of  Stock- 
hardt's  Chemistry,  and  attended  a  course  of  eighteen  Lectures 
on  the  subjects  of  the  text-book.  A  course  of  twenty-four  Lee- 
tares  on  Organic  Chemistry  was  also  given  during  this  term  to 
members  of  the  Senior  Class. 


12.  Zoology  and  Botany. 

This  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Asa  Gray,  M.  D., 
Usher  Professor  of  Natural  History. 

Throughout  the  First  Term,  the  whole  Junior  Class  were 
instructed  in  Animal  Physiology,  by  recitations  from  Agassiz 
and  Gould's  Principles  of  Zoology,  with  informal  Lectures. 
These  exercises  were  attended  by  the  Class  once  a  week, 
namely,  on  Tuesday  afternoons,  in  two  sections,  each  recitation 
occupying  an  hour.  By  an  arrangement  for  the  purpose,  this 
instruction  was  ^ven  by  Professor  J.  Wyman. 

4 
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Throughout  the  Second  Term  the  whole  Sophomore  Class 
were  instructed  in  Vegetable  Physiology,  by  recitations  from 
Gray's  Botanical  Text-Book,  and  with  informal  Lectures. 
These  exercises  were  attended  by  the  Class  in  two  Sections, 
twice  a  week,  namely,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings. 

A  course  of  Lectures  on  Geographical  and  Systematic  Bot- 
any, consisting  of  two  Lectures  per  week  throughout  the  Sec- 
ond Term,  was  delivered  to  those  students  of  the  Junior  Class 
who  elected  the  study.  From  the  middle  of  May  to  the  end 
of  the  Term,  private  lessons  were  ^ven  by  the  Professor,  three 
times  a  week,  at  the  Botanic  Garden,  to  three  or  four  members 
of  the  Class,  who  chose  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege, 
and  to  five  Scientific  Students. 


13.  Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

During  the  Urst  Term,  a  course  of  Lectures  on  the  Anat- 
omy and  Physiology  of  the  human  body  was  delivered  to  the 
members  of  the  Senior  Class,  by  Jeffries  Wyman,  M.D.,  Hor- 
sey Professor  of  Anatomy.

TREASURER'S  STATEMENT. 


In  presenting  his  statement  for  the  closing  year  of  his  ser- 
vice, the  Treasurer  has  reason  to  congratulate  the  friends  of 
the  College,  as  well  on  the  hopes  of  the  future  as  on  the  cer- 
tainties of  the  past.  In  the  qualifications  of  his  successor 
there  are  the  highest  pledges  of  success  and  progress  in  the 
department  that  has  been  particularly  under  his  care  ;  and  it 
is  impossible  for  a  retiring  officer  to  feel  less  doubt  than  in 
the  present^case,  that  all  that  has  been  erroneous  will  be  cor- 
rected, and  all  that  is  good  will  be  made  better. 

The  donations  received  during  the  last  year  have  been 
varied  and  valuable,  consisting  of  the  following  particulars. 
There  have  been  two  bequests  to  the  Theological  School, 
both  of  which  were  for  the  purpose  of  giving  pecuniary  aid 
to  the  students ;  one,  of  a  hundred  dollars,  from  the  late  Dr. 
Calvin  Thomas  of  Tyngsborough,  and  the  other,  of  $  867.94, 
the  residuum  of  the  estate  of  Lewis  Gould  of  Ashby.  — ^  A 
marble  bust  of  Dr.  Kirkland,  of  high  cost  and  finish,  has  been 
given  by  several  of  his  friends  and  pupils.  —  The  sum  of 
( 1,100  was  collected  by  Dr.  Wales,  at  the  instance  of  Professor 
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Child,  for  increasing  the  stock  of  ancient  English  literature 
in  the  Library.  —  The  Class  of  1814  have  established  a  Schol- 
arship  on  the  plan  of  the  association  of  the  Alumni,  by  the 
liberal  gift  of  $  2,300.00.  This  is  the  fourth  foundation  for 
this  purpose  within  a  very  few  years ;  and  it  is  a  subject  of 
sincere  congratulation  that  the  plan  which  was  suggested  has 
met  with  so  much  favor  from  the  graduates  of  the  College. 
It  must  also  be  remembered  with  gratitude,  that  the  State 
government  has,  within  the  last  year,  given  a  substantial  proof 
of  its  willingness  to  do  something  to  promote  the  progress  of 
knowledge  in  other  ways  than  by  the  instrumentality  of  com- 
mon schools ;  and  has  established  forty  scholarships,  which 
are  to  be  obtained  only  upon  the  best  proof  of  sufficient 
qualification,  and  which  will  be  available  in  either  of  the 
three  Colleges  in  the  Commonwealth,  at  the  option  of  the 
pupil,  or  his  friends.  This  is  a  substantial  aid  of  the  best 
kind,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  believe  that  other  institutions  will 
be  benefited  by  our  efibrts  for  securing  this  common  object. 

A  subscription  to  the  amount  of  $  10,000  has  J^een  raised 
among  the  constant  and  generous  friends  of  the  College,  and 
of  all  good  learning,  for  the  pifrpose  of  securing  the  posses- 
sion of  the  large  and  very  valuable  collection  of  objects  of 
natural  history  of  Professor  Agassiz,  gathered  by  himself,  and 
designed  to  illustrate  his  favorite  pursuits,  and  to  be  the 
safe  foundation  of  extended  knowledge  in  those  departments 
of  science.  The  College  cannot  be  too  warmly  congratu- 
lated on  the  valuable  results  that  may  be  expected  from  its  ob- 
taining this  product  of  Professor  Agassiz's  labors,  which  will 
soon  be  to  others  the  means  of  progress  in  the  science  in 
which   he  has  rendered  himself  so  eminent. 


The  last  donation  to  be  mentioned  is  the  very  important 
one  of  $  14,000,  received  from  Dr.  George  C.  Shattuek,  for  the 
purpose  of  founding  a  Professorship  of  Pathological  Anatomy 
in  the  Medical  School,  forming  a  part  of  our  University.  This 
gift  combines  many  subjects  of  congratulation.  It  is  present- 
ed by  a  distinguished  friend  whose  name  is  to  be  found  on  the 
register  of  another  College ;  thus  showing  his  estimate  of  a 
school  which  was  not  his  own,  increasing  its  advantages,  and 
enabling  it  to  secure  permanently  services  which  are  impor- 
tant in  the  advancement  of  medical  science  among  us.  It  is 
for  an  object,  too,  the  value  of  which  will  be  acknowledged, 
not  merely  by  the  professional  man,  but  by  every  one  who 
has  become  acquainted  with  the  infinite  diversity  and  com- 
plication of  the  manifestations  of  disease. 

The  number  and  variety  of  donations  and  bequests  in  the  last 
year  give  reason  for  the  best  hopes,  and  indeed  expectations, 
for  the  future ;  —  especially  when  considered  in  connection 
with  similar  gifts  during  the  eleven  years  that  have  passed 
since  a  choice  of  Treasurer  was  made.  The  funds  of  the 
College,  yielding  a  revenue  for  general  or  specific  purposes, 
have  increased,  in  that  term  of  eleven  years,  about  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  a  great  many  gifts  have 
been  made,  some  of  larger  and  some  of  smaller  sums,  but 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  nearly  a  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars more,  for  particular  purposes  which  have  been  effected  by 
them,  such  as  the  purchase  of  books,  instruments,  and  collec- 
tions, and  the  erection  of  buildings.*     While  all  this,  as  well 

*  The  Obserratory  has  cost  $25,419.17  more  than  has  been  receired  for  the 
erection  of  it ;  bnt  against  this  seeming  loss  is  to  be  set,  not  merely  the  soperiority 
of  the  establishment  to  what  was  originally  contemplated,  but  the  great  rise  in  the 


as  the  steady  increase  in  the  nmnber  of  students  in  all  de- 
partments, is  a  subject  for  congratulation,  it  is  still  not  to  be 
forgotten,  that  more  than  has  ever  been  done  by  the  commu- 
nity is  needed,  to  make  our  College  the  rival  of  similar  insti- 
tutions in  other  countries.  It  is  the  care  of  governments,  and 
of  generous  individuals,  elsewhere,  to  provide  for  the  support 
and  instruction  of  those  who  are  not  able  to  procure  such 
instruction  for  themselves,  and  some  of  the  richest  rewards  of 
science  have  been  the  result  of  these  benefactions.  We  are 
not  without  evidence  of  the  opinion,  both  of  government  and 
wealthy  individuals,  here  too,  that  assistance  is  necessary  to 
enable  education  to  be  as  widely  extended  as  it  will  be  usefuL 
But  there  is  no  adequate  conviction  in  the  public  mind,  as 
yet,  either  of  the  advantage  to  the  community  of  sufficient 
institutions  for  general  instruction,  or  of  the  amount  of  re- 
sources which  are  necessary  to  effect  the  object  If  ever  the 
time  should  come  when  the  advantages  to  a  people  of  a 
thorough  education  in  all  branches,  for  those  who  have  a  taste 
for  each,  shall  be  fully  perceived,  it  will  be  no  longer  necessary 
to  say  a  word  in  favor  of  schools,  academies,  colleges,  or  uni- 
versities. They  will  be  deemed  matters  of  necessity,  without 
which  a  nation  cannot  be  long  prosperous,  nor  be  entltied  to 
the  renown  of  a  high  degree  of  civilization.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  we  and  our  children  may,  hereafter,  be  enabled  to  reap 
the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  proficiency  in  other  sci- 

ralae  of  the  real  estate  which  was  wisely  purchased  for  it  hj  President  Qaincy. 
In  case  of  necessity,  a  portion  of  this  apparent  loss  coald  be  recovered  by  disposing 
of  some  of  the  land  reserved ;  though  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  liberality  of 
the  pablic  will  prevent  the  necessity  of  diminishing,  or  endangering  in  any  degree, 
the  osefalness  of  an  institution  which,  in  its  present  condition,  is  honormble  lo  all 
who  have  interested  themselves  in  its  sacoess. 


ences,  as  we  have  already  done  from  the  progress  of  our  fa- 
thers in  the  science  of  politics. 

In  taking  leave  of  the  office  which  he  has  held  for  eleven 
years,  the  Treasurer  has  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  his 
obligations  to  the  members  of  the  Corporation  with  whom  he 
has  been  associated,  for  their  favorable  reception  of  his  labors 
and  suggestions ;  —  to  the  Steward,  for  his  accuracy  in  all 
transactions,  and  his  cooperation  in  all  efforts  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  interests  of  the  College ;  —  and  to  Mr.  Edward 
Richardson,  whose  aid  in  the  care  of  the  business  relations  of 
the  College  for  the  term  of  nine  years  and  upwards  has  been 
of  the  most  valuable  kind.  With  all  the  members  of  the 
government  his  intercourse  has  been  of  the  pleasant  nature 
of  an  interchange  of  good  offices ;  and  his  only  regret  at 
quitting  his  post  is,  that  he  has  not  been  able  to  accomplish 
more  for  the  common  object  of  the  College  and  all  its  officers 
and  patrons,  the  advancement  of  human  knowledge.  He  is 
happy  to  believe  that  the  institution  was  never  stronger  in  the 
esteem  of  the  public  at  large  and  the  confidence  of  its  friends, 
in  the  zeal  and  ability  of  its  officers,  and  in  the  favor  of  all 
patrons  of  sound  learning.

We  have  in  like  manner  satisfied  ourselves  that  all  the  entries  for  moneys 
expended  by  the  Treasurer,  or  in  any  way  charged  to  the  College,  are  well 
vouched ;  such  of  them  as  are  not  supported  by  counter  entries  being  proved 
by  regular  vouchers  and  receipts.

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REPORT. 


To  THE  Honorable  and  Reverend, 

The  Ovesseees  op  Haevaed  College. 

The  undersigned,  the  President  of  the  University, 
submits  the  following  as  his  second  Annual  Report 
on  the  general  condition  and  prospects  of  the  insti- 
tution in  its  several  departments. 

In  the  Divinity  School,  as  will  appear  from  the 
Appendix,  the  means  of  instruction,  the  order  and 
distribution  of  the  studies,  and  the  number  of  the 
students,  remain  substantially  as  they  were  when  the 
last  Beport  was  submitted.  Nearly  seven  hundred 
volumes,  formerly  belonging  to  the  late  Rev.  Dr. 
Parkman,  have  been  given  to  the  Theological  Library 
by  his  widow,  with  a  view  to  carry  out  what  was 
understood  to  be  the  intention  of  her  husband ;  thus 
adding  another  to  the  repeated  bene&ctions  for  which 
the  School  is  indebted  to  the  Parkman  family.  The 
bill  in  equity  for  separating  this  School  from  the 
University  has  not  been  reached,  as  was  expected, 
during  the  past  year;  but  it  is  among  the  first  in 
order  to  come  up  for  final  adjudication  at  the  next 
law  term  for  the  County  of  Suffolk. 

The  Law  School  continues  to  flourish,  as  will  ap- 


pear  from  the  details  given  in  the  Appendix.  The 
numher  of  students  was  larger  last  year  than  at  any 
former  period,  as  was  also  the  number  of  graduates. 
Notwithstanding  the  increased  expenses  of  living, 
the  pressure  of  the  times,  and  other  adverse  influ- 
ences, the  number  of  students  in  attendance  has 
fallen  off  but  little,  standing  at  present  at  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-three.  They  are  drawn,  as  heretofore, 
from  almost  every  State  and  Territory  in  the  Union. 
To  sustain  the  character  and  reputation  of  the  School, 
and  to  increase,  or  even  to  retain,  its  present  num- 
bers, it  is  believed  that  more  superintendence  and 
instruction  are  required  than  can  be  given  by  two 
Professors.  The  proposition  made  last  year  for  the 
establishment  of  a  new  Professorship  having  been 
withdrawn,  the  Corporation  have  re-appointed  Ed- 
ward G.  Loring,  Esq.  as  Lecturer,  and  this  election 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Overseers  at  the  proper 
time. 

Important  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  Med- 
ical School.  Dr.  Walter  Channing  has  resigned  the 
Professorship  of  Obstetrics  and  Medical  Jurispru- 
dence, after  long  and  faithful  service  to  the  College, 
and  David  Humphreys  Storer,  M.D.  has  been  chosen 
his  successor.  Dr.  Jacob  Bigelow  has  resigned  the 
Professorship  of  Materia  Medica,  and  the  Lecture* 
ship  of  Clinical  Medicine,  both  which  offices  he  has 
filled  for  many  years  with  distinguished  ability  and 
success.  The  last-mentioned  resignation  is  to  take 
efliect  at  the  termination  of  the  present  course  of 


Lectures.  The  Corporation  have  elected  Edward 
Hammond  Clarke,  M.D.  to  succeed  Dr.  Bigelow  as 
Professor  of  Materia  Medica.  They  have  also  voted 
that  a  Professorship  of  Clinical  Medicine  be  estab- 
lished in  place  of  the  present  Lectureship,  and  chosen 
George  Cheyne  Shattuck,  M.D.  to  be  the  first  Pro- 
fessor. All  these  proceedings  of  the  Corporation 
will  be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Overseers,  that  they 
may  concur  in  the  same,  if  they  see  fit. 

The  number  of  students  attending  the  Scientific 
School  continues  to  increase,  especially  in  the  En- 
gineering Department  Last  year  the  whole  number 
was  seventy ;  now  it  is  eighty.  The  rapid  and  con- 
stant accumulation  of  the  Geological  and  Zoological 
collections  by  Professor  Agassiz  has  made  it  neces- 
sary to  give  up  to  his  use  exclusively  the  building 
which  was  erected  a  few  years  ago  for  him  and 
Professor  Eustis,  and  to  provide  temporary  accom- 
modations for  Professor  Eustis  elsewhere.  Since  the 
purchase  of  these  collections  by  some  of  the  friends 
of  the  College,  mentioned  in  the  last  Report,  ad- 
ditions have  been  made  by  Professor  Agassiz,  at  an 
expense  of  several  thousand  dollars,  which  belong, 
of  course,  to  him.  Meanwhile,  the  Corporation  have 
no  funds  at  their  disposal,  either  at  present  or  pros- 
pectively, for  the  support  of  this  noble  institution, 
so  necessary  to  science,  and  so  honorable  to  the 
country.  The  liberal  endowment  of  the  Geological 
and  Zoological  Museum,  being  now  deemed  one  of 
the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  University,  a  letter 
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on  the  subject,  from  the  distinguished  naturalist  to 
whom  we  are  chiefly  indebted  for  what  has  been 
done  thus  far,  will  be  appended. 

The  Committee  for  visiting  the  Observatory  will 
report  at  large  on  the  condition  and  prospects  of 
that  important  department  of  the  University.  The 
first  volume  of  the  Annals  of  the  Astronomical  Ob- 
servatory of  Harvard  College  is  nearly  through  the 
press,  and  will  soon  be  given  to  the  public. 

A  full  account  is  given  in  the  Appendix  of  the 
order  and  distribution  of  the  studies  in  the  Academi- 
cal Department.  Much  to  the  regret  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  of  all  the  friends  of  the  College,  Pro- 
fessor Longfellow  has  resigned  the  Professorship  of 
Modem  Languages  and  Literature ;  his  connections 
with  the  College  ceasing  with  the  close  of  the  last 
academical  year.  Another  vacancy  has  been  oc- 
casioned in  the  same  department  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  Sales,  Instructor  in  Spanish,  which  took  place 
on  the  16th  of  February,  after  this  venerable  and 
faithful  servant  of  the  College  had  been  a  teacher 
here  for  nearly  forty  years.  Instruction  in  the  Mod- 
em Languages  is  now  given  exclusively  by  foreign 
teachers ;  Santiago  Cancio-Bello,  LL.B.,  having  been 
appointed  Instructor  in  Spanish,  in  place  of  Mr.  Sales, 
and  Mr.  Luigi  Monti,  Instructor  in  Italian.  James 
Mills  Peirce,  A.B.,  has  been  appointed  Tutor  in 
Mathematics,  in  place  of  Mr.  Choate,  resigned.  An 
additional  Tutoi*ship  in  Mathematics  has  also  been 
instituted,  which  is  filled  by  Charles  William  Eliot, 


A.B.  All  these  appointments  were  submitted  to 
the  Overseers  at  their  semiannual  meeting  in  June, 
and  received  their  concurrence. 

The  number  of  the  Undergraduates  has  been  steadi- 
ly on  the  increase  for  several  years,  and  was  never 
so  great  as  at  the  present  time.  Order  and  disci- 
pline have  been  maintained,  without  having  occasion 
to  resort  in  many  cases  to  the  higher  penalties  pro- 
vided in  the  laws. 

There  is  no  objection  which  weighs  so  heavily 
against  an  education  at  Cambridge  as  the  expense ; 
and  the  only  practicable  way  of  reducing  it  would 
seem  to  be  by  the  institution  of  Scholarships.  It  is 
to  be  regretted  that  the  plan  of  Class  Scholarships, 
recommended  by  the  Alumni,  has  not  been  more 
generally  carried  into  effect.  In  this  coimection  the 
College  is  called  upon  gratefully  to  acknowledge 
another  liberal  gift  of  the  late  Dr.  George  C.  Shat- 
tuck,  who  has  bequeathed  ten  thousand  dollars,  the 
income  of  which  is  to  be  appropriated  to  lessen  the 
expenses  of  indigent  and  meritorious  students.  On 
this  foundation  the  Corporation  have  established  four 
Scholarships,  called  the  Shattuck  Scholarships,  which 
are  to  be  granted,  year  after  year,  to  Undergraduates, 
by  a  vote  of  the  President  and  Fellows,  on  recom- 
mendation by  the  Faculty. 

The  funds  of  the  College  have  also  been  enriched 
by  another  liberal  endowment  during  the  past  year. 
By  the  vdU  of  the  late  Miss  Caroline  Flummer,  of 
Salem,  fifteen  thousand  dollars  are  given  as  the  foun- 
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dation  of  a  Professorship  for  the  practical  inculcation 
of  Christian  morals,  "  and  more  especially  to  aid  and 
instruct  the  students  in  what  most  nearly  concerns 
their  moral  and  physical  welfare,  their  health,  their 
good  hahits,  and  their  Christian  character  " ;  the  in- 
cumhent  "  acting  towards  them,  hy  personal  inter- 
course and  persuasion,  the  part  of  a  parent,  as  well 
as  that  of  a  teacher  and  friend." 

The  wants  and  claims  of  the  Library  must  be 
urged  again  on  a  generous  and  thoughtful  com- 
munity. As  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Corpo- 
ration for  the  purchase  of  books  are  so  inadequate, 
a  large  proportion  of  the  additions  to  the  Library 
during  the  past  year  has  been  given  by  associations 
and  individuals.  Among  these  the  American  Sun- 
day School  Union,  through  the  generous  exertions 
of  Frederick  A.  Packard,  Esq.,  has  given  a  complete 
series  of  their  publications,  consisting  of  above  nine 
hundred  volumes.  The  Massachusetts  Sabbath  School 
Society  has  also  done  the  same,  their  collection  con- 
sisting of  between  six  and  seven  hundred  volumes. 
To  Charles  Sanders,  Esq.,  of  Cambridge,  the  Library 
is  indebted  for  a  copy  of  the  costly  and  magnificent 
work  of  Lepsius  on  the  Antiquities  of  Egypt  Grate- 
ful, however,  as  the  College  should  be,  and  is,  for 
liberal  contributions  to  the  Library  from  various 
quarters,  it  will  not  do  to  depend  on  such  means  for 
a  regular  and  timely  supply  of  the  best  books  which 
appear  in  every  department  of  science  and  letters.  A 
college  library  is  for  the  teachers  more  than  for  the 
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taught,  that  the  teachmg  in  all  the  branches  may  be 
of  the  highest  order ;  never  falling  behind  from  igno- 
rance of  the  latest  discoveries  in  an  age  more  fruitful 
than  any  which  has  preceded  it  in  original  investiga- 
tions. What  is  wanted,  therefore,  sorely  wanted,  is 
a  large  Library  Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be 
sufficient  to  procure  every  work  of  real  value  pub- 
lished in  any  part  of  the  world,  and  as  soon  as  pub- 
lished. 

A  marble  bust  of  President  Everett,  by  Powers, 
the  gift  of  the  late  Hon.  Thomas  H.  Perkins,  has 
been  placed  in  the  Library. 

From  the  munificent  bequest  of  the  late  Samuel 
Appleton,  Esq.,  for  public  objects,  the  trustees  have 
appropriated  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection 
of  a  College  Chapel,  on  conditions  which  will  appear 
in  the  Correspondence  appended  to  this  Beport  It 
is  hoped  that  this  noble  benefaction  will  not  only 
supply  an  urgent  need  of  the  College  for  room  at 
the  daily  prayers,  but  lead  to  other  measures  having 
reference  to  moral  and  religious  instruction  and  in- 
fluence in  the  University.

I.    A  Letter  from  Professor  Agassiz. 

Cambridge^  December  22, 1854. 

Dear  Sir  :  — 
The  interest  you  have  shown  in  my  proiseedings  ever  smce 
I  have  been  connected  with  the  University  induces  me  to 
address  you  on  behalf  of  the  Museum.  I  am  fully  aware  that 
the  times  are  not  favorable  to  urge  such  a  subject  on  the 
attention  of  the  Corporation.  I  am  equally  satisfied  that  I  am 
not  justified  in  pressing  it  as  an  immediate  want  either  of 
the  Scientific  School  or  the  Undergraduate  Department.  I 
would  not,  therefore,  present  it  as  requiring  immediate  atten- 
tion, or  as  having  a  prominent  claim,  with  direct  reference  to 
the  present  state  of  our  institution.  But  if  it  lies  in  the 
plan  of  the  friends  of  our  College  to  secure  for  it  in  the 
future  the  same  prominent  position  it  has  thus  far  held  among 
the  institutions  of  learning  in  the  United  States ;  if  we  may 
hope  to  see  the  general  standard  of  such  institutions  elevated ; 
if  they  are  ever  to  take  a  leading  position  among  the  estab- 
lishments destined  to  advance  the  sum  of  knowledge  among 
men,  and  would  not  remain  satisfied  with  the  humbler  position 
of  difiusing  the  knowledge  already  acqmred ;  if  the  Univer- 
sities of  America  are  ever  to  return  to  the  Old  World  a  sum 
of  information  equal  to  that  they  have  imported  from  the  elder 
civilized  communities,  —  then  I  say  that  a  general  Museum,  on 
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tiie  plan  of  the  Jardin  des  Plantes,  founded  upon  the  broad 
basis  of  its  nsefolncss  to  the  country  at  large,  may  be  one  of  the 
most  desirable  means  of  effecting  these  objects,  and  securing, 
at  the  same  time,  to  the  University  at  Cambridge  a  controlling 
influence  upon  the  progress  of  science  in  the  United  States.  It 
is  upon  this  ground  alone  I  would  solicit  your  kind  influence  to 
urge  the  establishment  of  such  an  independent  institution.  What 
has  been  done  thus  far  is  something  really  worth  having ;  and 
yet,  with  reference  to  the  general  object  I  have  alluded  to  above, 
it  may  hardly  be  called  a  beginning.  You  know,  better  than 
any  one  connected  with  the  College,  what  I  have  done  thus  far, 
and  what  I  might  do,  if  I  should  be  provided  with  the  means  of 
gomg  on  with  my  plans,  for  you  have  seen  the  collections  I 
have  brought  together ;  you  know  the  vast  amount  of  dupli- 
cates I  have  on  hand,  which  might  be  employed  in  doubling 
the  extent  of  the  collection  by  exchanges,  and  in  many  depart- 
ments in  multiplying  tenfold  the  number  of  its  species.  You 
have  also  been  informed  of  the  extensive  correspondence  I 
have  entered  upon,  to  secure  a  constant  new  supply  from  all 
parts  of  the  country,  and  from  distant  lands.  I  have  also 
shown  you  the  vast  amount  of  materials  I  have  collected  to 
illustrate  the  natural  history  of  the  United  States,  chiefly  in 
those  departments  which  have  been  most  neglected  thus  far 
by  American  naturalists. 

I  feel  I  can  say,  without  being  accused  of  improper  con- 
fidence, that  the  attention  and  devotion  I  give  to  the  promo- 
tion of  these  studies  would  render  the  means  which  might  be 
placed  at  my  command  for  their  advancement  productive  of 
more  immediate  and  more  extensive  results  than  they  would  be 
mider  ordinary  circumstances,  since  I  have  no  other  ambition 
than  to  devote  the  remainder  of  my  life  to  this  one  object. 

When  I  reflect  upon  the  independent  position  of  the  Jardin 
des  Plantes,  entirely  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  natural 
sciences  in  all  their  branches,  and  attempt  to  estimate  the 
immense  influence  that  single  institution  has  had  upon  the 
advancement  of  science  in  every  part  of  the  world,  I  cannot 
suppress  the  hope  that  the  time  may  come  when  our  Museum 
may  no  longer  be  considered  as  a  mere  appendage  to  the 
Scientific  School  or  the  College,  but  become  in  itself  the  ob- 
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ject  of  the  special  benevolence  and  liberality  of  our  citizens 
at  large. 

With  these  suggestions,  I  intrust  the  whole  subject  to  your 
provident  care.

Summary  Statement  of  the  Course  of  Instruction  pur- 
sued IN  the  several  Departments  of  the  University 
DURiNa  THE  Academical  Year  1853-54. 


I.    PROFESSIONAL  SCHOOLS. 

1.  Divinity  School. 

The  Diviiuty  School  waa  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Bev.  Convers  Francis^  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Pulpit 
Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care;  and  the  Rev.  George  R. 
Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental Languages,  and  Dexter  Lecturer  on  Sacred  Literature. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies 
three  years.  The  School  consists  of  three  Classes ;  the  cJun- 
ior,  Middle,  and  Semor. 

Each  Professor  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the  Classes 
through  the  year.  The  course  of  instruction  is  divided  be- 
tween them  as  follows.  To  the  Parkman  Professor  are  allotted 
the  branches  of  Natural  Religion,  Christian  Ethics  and  Prac- 
tical Divinity,  Ecclesiastical  History,  Church  Polity,  the  Com- 
position and  Delivery  of  Sermons,  and  the  Duties  of  the  Pas- 
toral Office.  To  the  Hancock  Professor,  the  Evidences  of 
Christianity,  Dogmatic  Theology,  the  Principles  of  Criticism 
and  Interpretation,  the  Criticism  and  Interpretation  of  the  Old 
and  the  New  Testaments,  and  the  Hebrew  Language. 
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The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  preach  on  Sunday  evening 
during  part  of  the  year  in  one  of  the  churches  of  this  city. 
There  is  also  a  weekly  exercise  in  extemporaneous  speaking, 
attended  by  the  whole  School. 

The  present  number  of  students  (December,  1854)  is  25. 


2.   Law  School. 

The  Law  School  has  continued,  during  the  year  1853-54, 
under  the  superintendence  of  Joel  Parker,  LL.D.,  Royall  Pro- 
fessor of  Law,  and  Theophilus  Parsons,  LL.D.,  Dane  Professor 
of  Law. 

During  this  year  Lectures  have  been  delivered  by  the 
Royall  Professor  upon  Bailments,  the  Law  of  Real  Property, 
Equity  Jurisprudence,  Equity  Evidence  and  Practice,  and  the 
Constitutional  Law  of  the  States  and  of  the  United  States ; 
by  the  Dane  Professor,  upon  Blackstone's  Commentaries,  Kent's 
Commentaries,  the  law  of  Bills  and  Notes,  of  Shipping  and 
Admiralty,  Criminal  Law,  and  the  law  of  Partnership ;  and  by 
Hon.  Edward  G.  Loring,  Lecturer,  upon  the  Law  of  Wills 
and  Devises,  of  Sales,  of  Husband  and  Wife,  Parent  and 
Child,  and  Guardian  and  Ward. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  arrangements  of  the 
exercises  since  the  last  Report  Ten  Lectures  are  delivered 
in  each  week,  and  in  the  course  of  each  Lecture  such  exam- 
inations are  made,  by  inquiry  of  the  students  as  to  points  and 
cases  presented  to  them  in  relation  to  the  subject-matter  of 
the  Lecture,  as  is  thought  best.  Longer  experience  has  more 
firmly  convinced  the  Faculty  that  no  other  mode  of  examina- 
tion would  be  so  well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  School. 

Two  Moot  Courts  are  held  each  week,  each  court  by  one 
of  the  Professors  or  bv  the  Lecturer.  They  have  been  re- 
markably well  attended  during  the  present  year,  and  their 
great  utility,  not  only  to  the  students  engaged  as  counsel, 
but  to  all  who  attend,  and  especially  to  those  who  profit  by 
the  opportunities  they  offer  to  learn  to  take  notes  with  ac- 
curacy and  fidelity,  is  not  doubted  either  by  the  Faculty  or 
by  the  students. 

The  Clubs  of  the  students  for  discussion  and  debate,  and 
the,  argument  of  cases,  have  every  facility  and  encouragement 
offered  them  by  the  Faculty,  ana  have  been  numerous,  and 
carried  on  with  great  energy  and  suc^sess. 

The  prizes  for  Dissertations  have  been  given  as  before ;  and 
agwn  the  committee  for  awarding  them  have  expressed  very 
strong  approbation  of  the  essays  offered.

The  average  number  of  students  attending  in  the  course  of 
the  year  was  about  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  They  came 
from  twenty-seven  of  the  United  States,  the  Nebraska  Terri- 
tory, and  from  Nova  Scotia. 

The  degree  of  LL.B.  was  conferred  at  Commencement  upon 
sixty  students. 


8.  Medical  School. 

This  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

Walter  Channing,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Obstetrics  and  Med- 
ical Jurisprudence ; 

Jacob  !BigeIow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Materia  Medica,  and 
Lecturer  on  Clinical  Medicine ; 

John  Ware,  M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Prac- 
tice of  Physic ; 

J.  B.  S.  Jackson,  M.D.,  Shattuck  Professor  of  Morbid  Anat- 
omy; 

Morrill  Wyman,  M.D.,  Adjunct  Hersey  Professor  of  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic  ; 

Oliver  W.  Holmes,  M.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Anatomy 
and  Physiology ; 

Henry  J.  Bigelow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Surgery ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  A.M.,  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

The  Medical  School  was  conducted  by  the  above-named  Pro- 
fessors, at  the  Medical  College  in  North  Grove  Street,  Boston. 
The  instruction  was  given  by  courses  of  Lectures,  delivered  by 
the  several  Professors.  The  Lectures  begin  annually  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  November,  and  continue  four  months,  or 
seventeen  weeks.  The  students  also  attend  the  practice  of 
the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  Lectures  ^ven  in  the  respective  courses 
was  as  follows:  — 

Dr.  Channing  gave  three  Lectures  a  week,  and  Exam- 
mations. 

Dr.  J.  Bigelow  gave  about  seventy-eiffht  Lectures  on  Materia 
Medica,  and  on  Clinical  Medicine. 

Dr.  Ware  gave  four  Lectures  a  week  during  the  first  ten 
weeks  of  the  course,  and  Dr.  Wyman  the  same  number  during 
the  last  half,  on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  amount- 
ing in  all  to  sixty. 

Dr.  Jackson  gavemn^^^  Lectures  on  Patholo^cal  Anatomy. 

Dr.  Holmes  gave  eighty  Lectures  on  Anatomy  and  Physiol- 
ogy, and  ten  Demonstrations,  or  more,  in  Microscopic  Anatomy, 
amounting  in  all  to  ninety.  ^ 
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Dr.  H.  J.  Bigelow  gave  three  Lectures  each  week,  with  one 
clinical  visit  at  the  Hospital,  of  one  hour  and  a  half  each. 

Professor  Cooke  gave  three  Lectures  a  week  on  Chemistry. 

The  number  of  students  attending  Medical  Lectures  in  the 
session  of  1853-54  was  118. 

The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusively  to  Medical  Sta« 
dents,  Undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 


4.  Lawbence  Scientific  School. 

This  institution  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

William  C.  Bond,  A.M.,  Director  of  the  Observatory ; 

Louis  Agassiz,  LL.D.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Zoology  and 
Geology ; 

Benjamin  Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy 
and  ^Mathematics ; 

Asa  Gray,  M.D.,  Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History ; 

Joseph  Lovering,  A.M.,  Hollis  Professor  of  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy ; 

Jeffiies  Wyman,  M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy ; 

Henry  L.  Eustis,  A.M.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Engineering ; 

Eben  Norton  Horsford,  A.M.,  Rumford  Professor,  and  Lec- 
turer on  the  Application  of  the  Sciences  to  the  Useful  Arts, 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty ; 

George  P.  Bond,  A.B.,  Assistant  Observer ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  Erving  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Min- 
eralogy. 

The  course  of  instruction  embraces  the  use  of  astronomical 
instruments ;  systematic  practical  exercises  in  the  several  Labo- 
ratories of  Professors  Agassiz,  Wyman,  Gray,  and  Horsford ; 
instruction  in  Engineering  under  the  direction  of  Professor 
Eustis;  occasional  excursions  to  localities  and  manufacturing 
establishments  of  scientific  interest  in  the  neighborhood ;  reci- 
tations ;  and  Lectures. 

The  Lectures  have  been  as  follows. 

On  Geology,  and  on  the  Structure  and  Classification  of  the 
Animal  Kingdom,  by  Professor  Agassiz,. between  forty  and 
forty-five  Lectures  each  term.  Scientific  excursions  were 
made  about  once  a  fortnight. 

On  the  Differential  Calculus,  twice  a  week,  thirty  Lectures ; 
and  on  Analytical  Mechanics,  three  times  a  week,  forty-five 
Lectures,  by  Professor  Peirce. 

On  Electro-statics  and  Electro-dynamics,  forty  Lectures,  by 
Professor  Loveriqg. 
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Thirty  Lectures  on  Comparative  Physiology,  illustrated  by 
dissections  and  microscopic  obseryationSy  by  Professor  Wyman. 

The  Lectures  were  attended  by  members  of  the  Scientific 
and  Law  Schools  and  by  the  Undergraduates. 

The  number  of  Special  Students  in  all  branches  of  science 
was  ninety-twoy  ezclusive  of  the  members  of  the  other  Profes- 
sional Schools,  and  of  the  Undergraduates,  who  attended  the 
Scientific  Lectures. 


IL    ACADEMICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  Religious  Instruction. 

Instruction  in  the  Evidences  of  Natural  and  Revealed  Relig- 
ion, formerly  ^ven  by  the  Hollis  Professor  of  Divinity,  is  now 
assigned  to  the  President.  During  the  First  Term  of  the  last 
year  he  heard  the  Freshman  Class  in  Paley's  Evidences  of 
Christianity;  during  the  Second  Term  he  heard  the  Senior 
Class  in  Butler's  Analog. 

The  Rev.  Convers  Francis,  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of 
Pulpit  Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care,  and  the  Rev.  George 
R.  Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental Languages,  conduct  the  morning  and  evening  service  of 
the  Chapel.  They  also,  in  conjunction  with  the  President,  sup- 
ply the  pulpit  of  the  Chapel  on  Sundays. 

At  present  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  students  have  leave 
of  absence  from  Cambridge  to  pass  Sunday  at  home ;  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  attend  worship  in  tiie  College  Chapel; 
seventy-four  attend  other  churches  in  Cambridge. 


2.  Philosophy. 

The  means  of  instruction  in  this  Department  are  recitations, 
&miliarly  illustrated  at  the  time  by  ihe  Professor,  public  Lec- 
tures, and  written  forensic  exercises. 

During  the  last  Academic  Year,  the  Department  wa^  under 
the  care  of  Francis  Bowen,  A.M.,  Alford  Professor.  During 
the  first  Term,  the  Junior  Class  recited  three  times  a  week 
in  Reid's  Essays  on  the  Intellectual  Powers  of  Man.  The 
Senior  Class  recited  three  times  a  week  in  Stewart's  Active 
and  Moral  Powers,  and  McCulloch's  edition  of  Smith's  Wealth 
of  Nations. 

During  the  Second  Term,  instruction  was  ^ven,  as  before. 
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to  the  Junior  Class  in  Intellectual  and  Moral  Philosophy ;  to 
the  Senior  Class  in  Political  Economy  and  Constitutional  Law. 
The  Juniors  recited  three  times  a  week,  the  text-books  being 
Bowen*s  Lowell  Lectures  and  Walker's  edition  of  Stewart  on 
the  Active  and  Moral  Powers.  The  Seniors  recited  three 
times  each  week,  the  text-books  being  McCuIloch's  Adam 
Snuth,  the  Federalist,  and  Documents  of  the  Constitution. 
Both  classes  recited  in  divisions,  so  that  each  recitation  occu- 
pied two  hours. 

Forensics  were  read,  throughout  the  year,  every  Thursday 
afternoon,  by  the  Seniors  and  Juniors  alternately,  half  of  one 
of  these  Classes  attending  each  week. 

Two  courses  of  Lectures,  one  on  Political  Economy,  and  the 
other  on  Constitutional  History  and  Law,  were  delivered  to 
the  Senior  Class. 


3.   Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  Francb 
J.  Child,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  assisted 
in  the  teaching  of  Elocution  by  James  Jennison,  A.M. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  waa  given  to  the  three  upper 
Classes,  by  exercises  in  Reading,  Speaking,  and  English  Com- 
position, by  recitations  in  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  and  Logic,  and 
by  Lectures. 

The  Sophomores  recited  twice  a  week  from  Campbell's  Rhet- 
oric and  Latham's  English  Grammar,  during  the  First  Term. 

One  fourth  of  the  Class  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  criti- 
cal exercise  upon  them,  every  week  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Juniors  instruction  was  given  by  recitations,  three 
times  a  week,  during  the  Second  Term,  from  Whately's  Lo^c. 

They  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical  exercise  upon 
them,  once  in  four  weeks,  through  the  year. 

They  declaimed,  by  sections  of  nine,  every  week,  before  the 
Class  and  the  instructors. 

To  the  Seniors  instruction  was  given  by  exercises  in  Com- 
position, once  in  four  weeks.  Their  exercises  in  Speaking  oc- 
cupied 3  like  time,  and  were  conducted  in  the  same  manner,  as 
those  of  the  Juniors.  They  also  attended  recitations  from 
Whately's  Rhetoric  twice  a  week,  during  the  First  Term. 

During  the  First  Term  the  Senior  Class  attended  Lectures 
on  the  English  language,  and  afterwards  read  selections  from 
Chaucer's  Canterbury  Tales. 

The  inspection  of  performances  for  Conmiencement  and 
other  Public  Exhibitions  is  committed  to  this  Department. 
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The  foregoing  Btatement  relates  to  the  duties  of  the  Pro? 
fessor. 

In  addition  to  the  exercises  in  Declamation  already  men- 
tioned, there  is  a  separate  coarse  of  instruction  in  Elocution, 
ifhich  is  wholly  under  the  care  of  the  Instructor  in  Elocution. 

Nine  Seniors  and  nine  Juniors  attended  him  evexy  week 
in  an  exercise  preparatory  to  the  weekly  Declamation  of 
their  respectiye  Classes. 

The  Sophomores  attended  him  once  every  week,  during 
the  year. 

He  superintended  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the 
Public  Exhibitions  of  the  year ;  the  final  rehearsal  for  each 
being  also  attended  by  the  rrofessor. 


4.  History. 

Instruction  was  ^vefa  in  this  Department,  during  the  last 
year,  by  James  Jennison,  A.M.,  Tutor  in  History  ;  in  the 
First  Term,  to  the  Junior  Class,  and  in  the  Second  Term,  to 
the  Senior  and  Freshman  Classes.  The  Junior  Class  had  two 
recitations  a  week  in  the  History  of  England ;  each  student 
using,  according  to  his  choice,  either  Hume's,  Mackintosh's, 
or  Ianga[d's  History  for  a  text-book.  The  Freshman  Class 
recited  iJso  twice  a  week  from  Weber's  Outlines  of  Universal 
History.  Guizot's  History  of  the  Origin  of  Representative 
Government  in  Europe  was  the  text-book  of  the  Seniors,  in 
which  they  had  three  recitations  a  week.  Each  Class  passed 
the  usual  fexamination  at  the  end  of  the  Term. 


5.  Latin. 

During  the  past  year  tins  Department  was  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  George  M.  Lane,  University  Professor  of  Latin, 
assisted  by  Regin^dd  H.  Chase,  A.B.,  Tutor.  The  instruction 
of  Ihe  three  higher  Classes  was  conducted  by  Professor  Lane, 
that  of  the  Freshman  Class  by  the  Tutor. 

Instruction  was  ^ven  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Lincoln's 
Selections  from  Livy,  the  Odes  of  Horace,  Cicero's  Tusculan 
Disputations,  and  in  writing  Latin. 

To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Brutus  of  Cicero  and  the 
Satires  of  Horace,  one  hour  every  month  being  devoted  to 
writing  Latin. 

To  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Annals  of  Tacitus,  Books  Second 
and  Third,  and  the  Pseudulus  of  Plautus,  and  in  writing  Latin 
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prose  and  verse  once  a  fortnight,  together  with  Lectures  on 
Latin  Literature. 

To  the  Seniors,  in  Lucretius  and  the  Oration  of  Cicero  for 
Gluentius,  and  in  writing  Latin  prose  once  a  fortnight. 

In  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Classes  the  Latin  was  a 
required  study. 

The  number  of  the  Juniors  who  elected  the  Latin  was  thirty- 
seven  ;  the  number  of  the  Seniors  was  twenty. 


6.  Greek. 

The  Greek  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Cornelius 
Conway  Felton,  LL.D.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek  Literature, 
and  Evangelinus  A.  Sophocles,  A.M.,  Tutor  in  Greek.  Dur- 
ing the  First  Term,  and  until  May  15  of  the  Second  Term, 
Professor  Felton's  place  was  filled  by  Mr.  Sophocles,  and  the 
Freshman  Class  were  instructed  by  [Nathaniel  Hooper,  A.M., 
Tutor  in  Greek. 

The  Freshman  Class  were  instructed  by  the  Greek  Tutor. 
They  were  divided  into  three  Alphabetical  Sections.  The 
text-books  during  the  First  Term  were  the  Greek  Historians 
(Herodotus)  and  Homer's  Odyssey ;  during  the  Second  Term, 
the  Greek  Historians  (Diodorus),  the  Odyssey,  and  the  Al- 
cestis  of  Euripides.  There  were  eleven  recitations  each  fort- 
night. 

Exercises  in  Greek  Composition  were  written  once  in  each 
month. 

The  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors  were  instructed  by 
the  Professor  from  May  15  to  the  end  of  the  Term. 

The  Sophomores  were  divided  into  two  Alphabetical  Sec- 
tions, each  reciting  three  times  a  week.  The  text-books  were 
the  Ajax  of  Sophocles  and  Homer's  Iliad,  during  the  first 
Term,  and  the  Birds  of  Aristophanes,  during  the  Second  Term. 

The  number  of  Juniors  who  elected  the  Greek  was  twenty- 
two.  The  text-books  were  the  Antigone  of  Sophocles,  for  the 
First  Term,  and  the  Gorgias  of  Plato,  for  the  Second. 

The  number  of  Seniors  who  elected  the  Greek  was  eighteen. 
The  text-boqks  were  -^schines  de  Corona,  for  the  First  Term, 
and  Demosthenes  de  Corona,  for  the  Second. 

Every  member  of  each  of  these  Classes  wrote  an  exercise 
once  in  each  month,  except  that,  in  the  Second  Term,  the 
Seniors,  instead  of  that  exercise,  had  an  additional  lesson  in 
the  text-book. 

The  Seniors,  Juniors,  and  Sophomores  attended  three  exer- 
cises each  week. 
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7.  Hebrew. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev. 
George  R.  Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  rrofessor  of  Hebrew  and 
other  Oriental  Languages ;  being  conducted  by  recitations  and 
oral  instruction,  given  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class  three 
times  each  week,  during  the  year.  Attendance  on  this  branch 
is  optional. 


8.  Modern  Languages. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  Henry  W. 
Longfellow,  A.M.,  Snuth  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish 
Languages,  and  Professor  of  the  Belles-Lettres.  During  the 
first  Term  there  were  in  the  Department  three  Instructors : 
Francis  Sales,  A.M.,  Listructor  in  ^  Spanish ;  Bernard  Rolker, 
A.M.,  Listructor  in  (German;  M.  Emile  Amoult,  Listructor  in 
French.  The  instruction  in  Italian  was  given  by  Professor 
Longfellow.  At  the  commencement  of  the  Second  Term,  San- 
tiago Cancio-Bello,  LL.B.  was  appointed  Instructor  in  Spanish, 
in  place  of  Mr.  Sales,  deceased ;  and  Mr.  Luigi  Monti  was  ap- 
pointed Instructor  in  Italian. 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  Department  are,  —  1.  All 
the  Modem  Languages  are  optional,  excepting  French.  2.  A 
student  commencing  the  study  of  any  language  is  not  permitted 
to  leave  it  before  the  close  of  the  year.  3.  The  students  are 
formed  into  Sections,  and  are  carried  forward  according  to  their 
proficiency,  without  reference  to  Classes.  4.  The  days  of  in- 
struction are  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

The  French  Langiiage  was  taught  to  the  whole  Sophomore 
Class.  The  Class  was  divided  into  three  Sections,  two  of  which 
pursued  nearly  the  same  studies,  not  having  any  previous 
knowledge  of  the  language.  The  third  Section  was  composed 
of  such  students  as  had  already  studied  French.  One  hour  a 
day,  three  days  in  the  week,  throughout  the  year,  was  devoted 
by  the  Instructor  to  each  Section.  The  instruction  was  given 
by  translation  from  text-books,  written  exercises,  and  practice 
in  speaking  at  each  recitation. 

The  O-erman  Language^  being  an  optional  study,  is  confined 
to  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes.  The  whole  number  of  stu- 
dents attending  the  German  was  eighty-six,  of  whom  thirty  be- 
longed to  the  Senior  Glass  and  fifty-six  to  the  Junior.  They 
attended  the  instructor  three  times  a  week  during  the  year,  in 
two  divisions.  Besides  translating  from  German  into  English 
from  text-books,  the  students  wrote  exercises  from  English  into 
German  for  each  recitation,  making  three  written  exercises  a 
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week  for  each  stadent,  which  were  corrected,  and  then  recited 
orally. 

The  number  of  students  who  attended  the  Instructor  in  the 
Spanish  Language  was  twenty-four  from  the  Senior  Class, 
and  thirty-eight  firom  the  Junior  Class.  They  were  divided 
into  two  Sections,  each  of  which  recited  to  the  Instructor 
three  timps  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Two  hours  were 
also  devoted  weekly  by  the  Instructor  to  correcting  written 
exercises. 

Students  of  the  Senior  Class  only  elect  the  Italian  Language, 
fifty-nine  chose  this  study,  and  attended  the  teacher  in  that 
Department  three  times  a  week  during  the  year.  The  instruc- 
tion was  given  by  translation  from  text-books,  written  exercises, 
and  practice  in  speaking. 

The  number  of  those  who  studied  the  Modem  Languages 
was,  in  French,  90 ;  German,  86 ;  Spanish,  62 ;  Italian,  59 ; 
total,  297. 


9.  Mathematics. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  was  conducted  by  Benjamin 
Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy  and  Mathe- 
matics, and  Charles  F.  Choate,  A.M.,  Tutor. 

Instruction  in  the  Freshman  year  was  by  recitations  from 
Legendre's  Geometry,  which  was  completed  m  the  First  Term. 
Peirce's  Trigonometry  occupied  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Instruction  was  continued,  in  the  Sophomore  year,  by  reci- 
tations in  Bourdon's  Algebra  and  Peirce's  Analytical  Geome- 
try ;  and  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years,  by  Instruction  in  the 
Imaginary,  Integral,  and  Residual  Calculuses,  and  in  the  Math- 
ematical Theory  of  Mechanics  and  Astronomy. 

The  Freshman  Class  were  heard  in  three  Sections,  on  three 
days  of  the  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  through 
the  year,  allowing  one  hour  to  each  recitation.' 

The  Sophomore  Class  were  heard  in  two  Sections,  three  days 
in  the  week,  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  through 
the  year. 


10.  Physios. 

During  the  past  Academical  Year,  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment was  conducted  by  Joseph  Levering,  A.M.,  HoUis 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  Senior  Class  attended  recitations  three  times  a  week 
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during  the  First  Term,  and  read  and  reviewed  Acoustics  and 
Optics  in  Lardner's  Natural  Philosophy.  This  Class  was  ex- 
amined at  the  end  of  the  First  Term. 

The  Junior  Class  attended  recitations  three  times  a  week 
during  the  first  and  Second  Terms  ;  and  read  HerschePs 
Outlines  of  Astronomy,  and  the  parts  on  Mechanics,  Hydro- 
statics, and  Pneumatics  in  Lardner's  Course  of  Natural  Phi- 
losophy.   This  Class  was  examined  at  the  end  of  each  Term. 

Each  Class  was  divided  into  two  Diviaons ;  and  each  Divis- 
ion remained  with  the  instructor  one  hour  at  every  exercise. 

The  Senior  and  Junior  Classes  attended  the  usual  course  of 
Lectures  on  Physics  and  Experimental  Philosophy.  This 
course,  which  extends  through  two  years,  consists  of  about 
sixty  Lectures  of  one  hour  each;  or  two  Lectures  to  each  Class 
for  every  week  of  the  last  Term. 


11.   Chemistrt  and  Mineralogt. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Josiah  P. 
Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor.  During  the  First  Term,  the 
Sophomore  Class  recited  twice  a  week,  from  the  last  half  of 
StSckhardt's  Elements  of  Chemistry,  and  attended  once  a  week 
a  course  of  Experimental  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry  of  the 
Metals  and  of  Organic  Compounds.  During  the  Second  Term 
the  same  Class  recited  twice  a  week,  &om  either  Dana's 
Manual  of  Mineralogy,  or  St.  John's  Elements  of  Geology, 
completing  the  whole  of  the  first,  and  about  one  half  of  the  last 
treatise.  They  also  attended,  in  small  divisions,  occasional 
Lectures  at  the  Mineral  Cabinet  on  the  subjects  of  the  text- 
books. 

During  the  Second  Term,  those  members  of  the  Senior  and 
Junior  Classes  who  elected  the  Department  received  instruction 
in  MineraloCT,  partly  from  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Crystal- 
lography, ai^  partly  from  a  course  of  over  thirty  Lectures  on 
Descriptive  Mineralogy.  The  last  course  was  ^ven  at  the 
Mineral  Cabinet,  and  connected  with  the  study  of  specimens. 


12.  Zoology  and  Botany. 

This  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Asa  Gray,  M.D., 
Usher  Professor  of  Natural  History. 

Throughout  the  First  Term,  the  whole  Junior  Class  were 
instmcted  in  Animal  Physiology,  by  recitations  from  Agassiz 
and  Gould's  Principles  of  Zoology.  GThese  exercises  were 
attended  by  the  Class  once  a  week,  namely,  on  Tuesday 
afternoons,  in  two  Sections,  each  recitation  occupying  an  hour.

Throughout  the  Second  Term  the  whole  Sophomore  Class 
were  instructed  in  Vegetable  Physiology,  by  recitations  from 
Gray's  Botanical  Text-Book,  with  informal  Lectures.  These 
exercises  were  attended  by  the  Glass,  in  two  Sections,  twice  a 
week,  namely,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings ;  each  recita- 
tion occupying  an  hour. 

A  coiurse  of  Lectures  on  Oeographical  and  Systematic  Bot- 
any, consisting  of  two  Lectures  per  week  from  the  first  of  April 
to  the  end  of  the  Term,  was  deUyered  to  those  students  of  the 
Junior  Class  who  elected  the  study.  The  average  attendance 
was  about  twenty-five,  besides  four  or  five  Scientific  Students. 
From  the  middle  of  May  to  the  end  of  the  Term,  private  les- 
sons were  given  by  the  Professor,  three  times  a  week,  at  the 
Botanic  Ghurden,  to  nine  members  of  the  Class,  who  chose  to 
avul  themselves  of  the  privilege,  and  to  four  Scientific  Stu- 
dents. 


18.  Akatokt  and  Phtsioiogy. 

During  the  Rrst  Term,  a  course  of  twenty-two  Lectures 
on  the  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Human  Body  was  de- 
livered to  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  by  Jefines  Wyman, 
M.D.,  Horsey  Professor,  of  Anatomy.      The  Lectures  were

TREASURER'S  STATEMENT. 
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TREASUEER'S    STATEMENT. 


In  presenting  his  first  statement  of  the  financial  con- 
cerns of  the  College,  the  Treasurer  feels  it  to  be  his  duty 
to  state  that  he  has  received  from  his  predecessor  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  (College  in  the  best  condition, 
and  that'  its  property  appears  to  have  been  judiciously 
invested  and  cared  for.  He  can  only  hope  that  he  may 
hand  over  these  important  interests  in  an  equally  healthy 
condition  to  his  successor,  and  to  this  end  he  will  en- 
deavor to  adhere  to  the  sound  rules  and  methods  which 
have  been  established  by  those  who  have  preceded 
him. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  shown  by  the  statement 
an  increase  of  the  funds  of  the  College  during  the  past 
year.  This  is  due  mainly  to  the  bene&ctions  of  enlight- 
ened friends  of  education,  which  deserve  to  be  honorar 
bly  mentioned ;  and,  first,  the  Hon.  Jonathan  Phillips, 
to  whom,  and  to  others  of  whose  name,  the  College  and 


the  public  are  so  much  indebted  for  acts  of  benefi- 
cence, has  bestowed  upon  this  institution  a  donation  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  and  directed  that  the  income  shall 
be  applied  in  aid  of  the  foundation  of  the  Professorship 
of  Greek  Literature,  After  the  lamented  death  of  Dr. 
George  C.  Shattuck,  it  was  found  that,  in  addition  to 
the  liberal  donation  of  the  precedmg  year,  for  the  en- 
dowment of  the  Professorship  of  Pathological  Anatomy, 
he  had,  by  his  last  will,  left  a  bequest  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  in  productive  manufacturing  stock,  for  the  sup- 
port of  scholarships  to  be  assigned  to  poor  and  deserving 
students  of  the  University ;  a  form  of  charity  most  valu- 
able in  its  operation,  and  much  needed,  in  consequence 
of  the  greatly  enhanced  cost  of  living  at  Cambridge.  A 
third  large  benefaction  came  from  Miss  Caroline  Plum- 
mer,  who,  in  her  last  will,  made  a  bequest  to  the  College 
of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  "  to  be  for  ever  appropriated 
for  the  support  of  a  Professor  of  the  Philosophy  of  the 
Heart  and  of  the  Moral,  Physical,  and  Christian  Life, 
in  Harvard  University." 

A  balance  appears,  also,  of  the  receipts  over  the  ex- 
penses, partly  owing  to  the  increase  of  special  endow- 
ments which  have  not  been  drawn  upon  during  the  past 
year,  and  partly  to  delay  in  ascertaining  and  paying 
some  heavy  bills  of  repairs  on  the  College  buildings  and 
property,  which  were  found  necessary,  beyond  the  aver- 
age expenditures  for  this  object     The  Treasurer,  how- 
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ever,  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  state,  that  the  whole  ex- 
penses have  not  exceeded  the  income  of  the  College. 

A  marble  bust  of  President  Walker  has  been  pro- 
cured by  several  friends  of  the  College  and  of  that  gen- 
tleman, and  presented  by  them,  to  be  placed  in  the  Li- 
brary. There  has  also  been  placed  in  the  same  reposi- 
tory the  bust  of  President  Everett,  —  the  bequest  of 
that  munificent  friend  of  the  College  and  of  all  good 
objects,  the  late  Hon.  Thomas  H.  Perkins.  The  widow 
of  the  late  Eev.  Dr.  Francis  Parkman  has  carried  out 
his  life-long  attachment  to  the  College  by  bestowing 
upon  the  Divinity  School  a  large  portion  of  his  books, 
amounting  to  six  hundred  and  seventy-three  volumes.

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REPORT. 


To  THE  Honorable  and  Reverend^ 

The  Overseers  of  Harvard  Colleoe. 

The  undersigned  submits  the  following  as  his  third 
Annual  Report  on  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the 
several  departments  of  the  University. 

Beginning  with  the  Academical  Department,  or 
the  College  proper,  he  is  happy  to  report  its  con- 
tinued prosperity,  whether  regard  be  had  to  the 
means  of  instruction,  or  the  number  and  conduct  of 
the  students.  The  whole  number  of  Undergraduates 
considerably  exceeds  what  it  ever  was  before,  amount- 
ing at  the  beginning  of  the  present  Term  to  three 
hundred  and  sixty-five.  Among  the  permanent  in- 
structors there  have  been  but  two  changes.  James 
Russell  Lowell,  A.M.,  has  succeeded  Mr.  Longfellow 
as  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish  Lan- 
guages and  Literatures,  and  Professor  of  Belles- 
Lettres ;    and  Frederic   D.   Huntington,   D.D.,   has 


been  appointed,  upon  a  new  foundation,  Preacher  to 
the  University,  and  Flummer  Professor  of  Christian 
Morals*  Professor  Lowell  is  now  in  Europe,  for 
purposes  connected  with  his  appointment ;  but  is  ex- 
pected to  return  so  as  to  begin  his  lectures  at  the 
commencement  of  the  next  academic  year.  Dr. 
Huntington  has  entered  upon  his  duties  under  the 
best  auspices.  Provision  has  also  been  made,  the 
present  year,  for  the  instruction  in  Vocal  Music  of 
such  students  as  choose  it. 

For  further  particulars  as  to  the  teachers  and 
studies,  and  the  distribution  of  studies,  reference  is 
made  to  the  Appendix. 

The  College  has  received  from  the  late  Hon.  Sam- 
uel B.  Walcott  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  held  in 
trust  for  the  purpose  of  founding  two  Scholarships 
on  certain  prescribed  terms  and  conditions.  One 
of  these  Scholarships  will  go  into  effect  in  about 
five  years;  the  other  at  a  later  period.  The  in- 
creased expenses  of  living  press  so  heavily  on  many 
of  the  students  as  to  make  it  hardly  possible  to  over- 
state the  importance  of  such  benefactions.  The 
proper  College  charges  make  but  a  small  part  of  the 
necessary  expenses  of  the  student  here,  so  that  any 
practicable  reduction  of  these  charges  would  not 
answer  the  purpose ;  the  relief  to  the  rich  would  be 
unimportant,  to  others  insufficient.  No  effectual 
remedy  can  be  found  except  in  the  way  pointed  out 
some  years  ago  by  the  Alumni.     What  we  want  is 


a  hundred  scholarships,  founded  either  by  Classes, 
as  contemplated  by  the  Alumni,  or  by  individuals, 
which  will  yield  from  one  hundred  to  three  hundred 
dollars  a  year ;  the  same  to  be  awarded,  not  on  the 
ground  of  indigence,  but  as  a  reward  of  merit.  This 
would  not  only  attract  numbers  to  the  College,  but 
be  an  attraction  to  those  especially  who  would  help 
to  give  it  a  high  moral  and  literary  tone. 

It  is  also  proper  to  notice  in  this  connection  the 
wise  liberality  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  establish- 
ment of  State  Scholarships,  a  full  share  in  the  bene- 
fits of  which  has  accrued  to  this  College. 

In  January,  1852,  a  committee  was  appointed  by 
this  Board  to  confer  with  the  Corporation  on  the- 
existing  relations  between  the  College  and  the  Di- 
vinity School.  On  this  suggestion,  and  with  the 
unanimous  consent  and  advice  of  the  Overseers,  a 
bill  in  equity  was  filed  by  the  Corporation  in  Sep- 
tember of  the  same  year,  submitting  to  the  Judges  of 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  the  propriety  and  expe- 
diency of  separating  the  trusts  of  the  Divinity  School 
from  those  of  Harvard  College.  The  final  decree  of 
the  Court,  which  is  adverse  to  the  petitioners,  has 
just  been  obtained,  and  is  appended  to  this  Eeport 

Meanwhile  the  School  has  been  under  the  super- 
intendence and  instruction  of  two  able  and  faithfril 
Professors;  the  Class  which  graduated  at  the  last 
Commencement  was  considerably  larger  than  usual ; 
and  the  pecuniary  resources  of  the  Institution,  how- 
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ever  inadequate,  are  still  as  good  as  at  any  former 

•  -  _ 

period.  The  appointment  of  a  Preacher  to  the  Uni- 
versity, by  relieving  the  Professors  from  all  part  in 
the  services  of  the  College  Chapel,  has  brought 
about  a  practical  separation  of  the  School,  almost  as 
complete  as  if,  like  the  Medical  School,  it  were  in 
another  city.  And  now  that  the  long-pending  ques- 
tion of  a  legal  separation  is  settled,  it  is  hoped  that 
its  friends  will  be  disposed,  without  further  delay,  to 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  provide  the  additional 
instruction  which  has  long  been  wanted,  and  to  put 
the  institution  in  all  other  respects  on  a  satisfactory 
footing. 

Governor  Washburn's  appointment  as  University 
Lecturer  in  the  Law  School,  which  took  place  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Second  Tierm  of  the  last  Academic 
year,  has  given  entire  satisfaction.  Though  from 
various  causes  the  number  of  students  has  fallen  off 
a  little,  almost  every  State  in  the  Union  is  still  rep- 
resented in  the  Law  School ;  and  the  spirit  prevail- 
ing there  was  never  better  than  at  present.  Every 
day  is  strengthening  the  conviction  in  the  minds  of 
those  most  nearly  connected  with  the  institution,  that 
its  continued  success  in  the  existing  state  of  things 
will  require  the  services  of  three  Professors. 

The  revised  Rules  and  Statutes  of  the  Medical 
School  have  gone  into  effect ;  one  of  the  most  notice- 
able of  the  new  provisions  being  that  a  separate  pub- 
lic Commencement  is  allowed  to  this  department  of 


the  University,  to  be  holden  at  the  Medical  College 
ia  Boston,  immediately  after  the  Lectures  for  the 
winter  have  closed.  Dr.  Shattuck,  Professor  of  Clin- 
ical Medicine,  and  Dr.  Clarke,  Professor  of  Materia 
Medica,  whose  appointments  were  confirmed  at  the 
last  annual  meeting  of  this  Board,  have  entered  on 
their  respective  duties;  which  are  the  only  impor- 
tant changes  in  respect  to  the  course  of  instruction. 
This  course  is  now  regarded  as  complete  and  entirely 
satisfactory. 

The  building,  in  Boston,  owned  and  occupied  by 
the  Medical  School,  has  been  subjected  during  the 
past  year  to  extensive  and  thorough  repairs. 

The  Hon.  Abbott  Lawrence,  in  1847,  endowed 
the  Lawrence  Scientific  School  with  fifty  thousand 
dollars;  the  largest  sum,  it  was  said  at  that  time, 
which  had  ever  been  bestowed  on  a-  place  of  edu- 
cation in  this  country,  in  one  gift,  by  a  living  ben- 
efactor. In  addition  to  this  he  has  paid  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars  a  year,  for  several  years,  in  order  to 
retain  the  services  of  the  distinguished  Professor  of 
Zo5logy  and  Geology;  and  at  his  death,  which  took 
place  on  the  18th  of  last  August,  he  bequeathed 
to  the  College  fifty  thousand  dollars  more,  in  trust, 
for  the  same  general  objects.  He  lived  to  see  that 
his  clear  and  practical  judgment,  as  regards  the 
wants  of  the  community,  and  the  best  means  of  satis- 
fying them,  would  not  be  disappointed.  With  one 
of  the  best  appointed  Chemical  Laboratories  in  the 
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world,  with  large  and  continually  increasing  Geologi- 
cal, Zoological,  Anatomical,  and  Mineralogical  Mu- 
seums and  Cabinets,  with  all  the  necessary  facilities 
for  the  study  of  Civil  Engineering,  Botany,  Physics, 
and  the  higher  Mathematics,  and  with  eminent  teach- 
ers devoted  severally  to  their  special  pursuits,  this 
institution  cannot  fail  to  be  a  great  public  blessing, 
and  an  imperishable  monument  to  the  name  it  bears. 
For  details  as  to  the  practical  working  of  the  School, 
reference  must  again  be  made  to  the  Appendix. 

At  the  instance  of  all  parties  interested  in  the 
success  of  the  Astronomical  Observatory,  the  Corpo- 
ration have  voted  that  its  Rules  and  Statutes  be 
revised,  and  so  far  modified,  as  to  make  it  a  distinct 
Department  in  the  University,  with  a  distinct  Fac- 
ulty ;  and  their  doings  on  this  subject  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Overseers  for  their  concurrence. 

Josiah  Quincy,  Jr.,  one  of  the  early  leaders  in  the 
American  Revolution,  died  April  26, 1775,  bequeath- 
ing to  Harvard  College  two  thousand  pounds  ster- 
ling, dependent  on  a  contingency  which,  happily  for 
the  CoUege  and  for  the  country,  did  not  occur.  This 
has  led,  as  stated  in  the  Treasurer's  Report,  to  a 
provision  for  the  publication  of  the  Annals  of  the 
Observatory,  with  an  express  understanding  that  it 
should  be  considered  as  the  carrying  out  of  the  pur- 
pose of  the  distinguished  patriot  above  mentioned, 
and  be  exclusively  and  for  ever  associated  with  his 
name.    The  new  arrangement  requiring  that  the  Reg- 


Illations  for  publishing  the  ObservationB  made  at  the 
Observatory,  adopted  by  the  Corporation,  February 
23,  1850,  and  inserted  in  the  President's  Beport  for 
1851,  should  be  revised  and  materially  altered,  they 
have  been  thrown  into  a  new  draft,  and  are  herewith 
appended.  One  half  of  the  first  volume  of  the 
Annals  has  already  appeared,  and  the  other  is  in 
press ;  meanwhile,  the  proper  work  of  the  Observa- 
tory has  been  going  on,  and  there  is  still  a  large 
accumulation  of  materials  for  publication. 

Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
Library  during  the  past  year,  including  a  collection 
of  works  in  Eomaic,  or  Modem  Greek,  probably  the 
largest  in  this  country.  The  liberal  bequest,  by  a 
sincere  and  valued  friend  of  the  College,  the  late  Mr. 
James  Brown,  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  ex- 
pended on  books  in  Natural  History,  will  do  much 
towards  bringing  up  this  particular  department  to  a 
level  with  the  times.  Still,  the  defects  of  the  Library, 
considered  as  a  University  Library,  are  so  manifold 
and  essential,  as  to  constitute  at  present,  in  the  eyes 
of  scholars  at  least,  the  most  pressing  want  of  the 
College. 

The  tmdersigned  cannot  conclude  his  Eeport  with- 
out again  adverting  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Lawrence, 
one  of  the  most  influential  and  honored  members  of 
this  Board,  whose  loss  has  been  so  widely  felt  and 
deplored  at  home  and  abroad,  and  nowhere  more 
sincerely  than  in  his  relations  to  the  University  at 
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Cambridge,  with  which  his  name  has  become  indis- 
solubly  connected  as  among  the  wisest  and  most 
munificent  of  its  benefactors.

I-  Opinion  of  thb  Supbkmb  Judicial  Coubt  on  the  Ques- 
tion   OF    SEPAKATINa    THB    DiVINITy    ScHOOL    FBOM    THB 

Univebsity. 

Boston^  December  31, 1855. 
Deab  Sib  :  — 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  we  transmit  a  copy  of  the 
opinion  pronounced  by  the  Supreme  Court,  dismissing  the  Bill 
m  Chancery  under  which  we  sought  a  separation  of  the  Di- 
vinity School  from  the  College. 

We  were  much  disappointed  in  tins  result,  having  enter- 
tained great  confidence  that  the  evidence  made  a  clear  case  of 
mcompetency  of  the  Corporation  as  trustees  to  fulfil  the  trust, 
not  anticipated  in  its  inception,  but  ascertained  by  long  and 
painful  experience,  arising  from  its  entire  incompatibility,  for 
the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  Bill,  with  their  paramount  obliga- 
tions to  tiiat  antecedentiy  assumed  by  them,  and  for  which 
alone  the  Board  was  ori^ally  created ;  and  also  by  reason  of 
the  substantial  failure  of  these  new  trusts  in  their  hands,  be- 
cause of  the  impossibility  of  accomplishing  the  end  for  which 
they  were  created  during  the  continuance  of  such  connection, 
as  ascertained  by  the  same  unhappy  experience,  and  we  sup- 
posed the  case  in  these  respects  to  be  one  analogous  to  that  of 
the  death  of  trustees,  —  or  of  inability  or  incapacity  taking 
place,  or  discovered,  after  their  appointment,  —  in  which  the 
Court  has,  as  we  suppose,  from  necessity,  a  power  to  substitute 
others  to  prevent  a  substantial  failure  of  the  trust. 
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We  had  supposed  too,  that  the  changeable  character  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers,  being  subject  to  reorganization  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Legislature,  —  and  which  has  been  essentially 
altered  since  these  donations,  —  was  material,  as  showing  that 
the  intent  of  the  donors,  if  the  particular  constitution  of  the 
College  government  formed  part  of  their  intent,  cannot  be  lit^ 
erally  carried  into  execution.  But  these  considerations  have 
not  had  the  effect  we  anticipated,  and  it  becomes  us  respect- 
fully to  acquiesce  in  the  decision  of  the  tribunal  appointed  to 
determine  such  questions,  and  in  whose  learning,  ability,  and 
integrity  we  have  all  so  much  cause  to  rejoice.

Opinion  op  the  Coubt. 

Dewey,  J.  The  present  case  is  one  of  a  deeply  interesting 
character,  whether  considered  with  reference  to  the  general 
principles  involved  in  it,  or  its  own  intrinsic  importance. 

The  case  has  been  argued  ex  parte^  no  counsel  appearing  in 
opposition  to  granting  the  prayer  of  the  complainants.  This, 
in  a  case  of  a  public  charity,  would  ordinarily  impose  upon  the 
Court  the  duty  of  greater  vigilance,  to  see  that  no  change  was 
made,  either  in  the  application  of  the  charity  or  the  manage- 
ment of  the  same,  that  would  be  unauthorized,  —  having  re- 
gard to  the  declared  intentions  of  the  donors. 

We  are  happy  to  say  in  reference  to  this,  that  we  have  been 
much  aided  by  the  very  elaborate  and  impartial  presentation, 
by  the  counsel  for  the  complainants,  of  all  the  important  adju- 
dicated cases  adapted  to  give  us  aid  on  the  questions  raised 
in  the  present  case,  and  by  their  frankly  and  candidly  opening 
before  us  the  various  objections  which  in  the  view  of  others 
existed  or  might  be  urged  against  grantmg  the  prayer  of  the 
complainants  and  making  the  proposed  change. 

In  the  consideration  by  the  Court  of  th^  case  before  us,  the 
first  inquiry  that  arises  is  as  to  the  form  of  the  Bill,  and 
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whether  it  is  proper  and  adapted  to  the  case  stated,  and  the 
relief  sought  Here  the  question  is  simply  whether  the  Bill, 
being  one  in  relation  to  a  public  charity,  should  not  have  been 
instituted  by  the  Attomey-Creneral,  at  the  relation  of  the  com- 
plainants or  others. 

It  is  true  that  such  is  the  usual  form  of  Sills  in  relation  to 
public  charities.  Such  is  the  form  of  most  of  the  Sills  in  the 
cases  cited  by  the  learned  counsel  as  bearing  upon  the  general 
questions  arising  upon  the  merits  of  this  Bill.  But  although 
such  is  the  more  usual  form,  we  do  not  perceive  any  objection 
to  tiiat  adopted  in  the  present  case,  looking  at  the  case  stated 
and  the  objects  of  this  Bill. 

The  prayer  of  this  Bill  is  not  founded  upon  any  allegations 
of  legal  incapacity  of  the  trustees  to  administer  the  charity,  or 
any  failure  to  execute  the  trust  by  reason  of  any  present  want 
of  actual  trustees,  nor  upon  any  allegation  of  abuse  of  trust  by 
the  present  trustees ;  but  its  avowed  purpose  is  simply  that  the 
trustees  may,  under  the  sanction  and  approval  of  this  Court, 
on  the  ground  of  expediency  and  of  the  difficulty  of  managing 
the  trust,  resign  their  trust  into  other  hands.  Such  being  the 
nature  of  the  Bill,  we  see  no  objection  to  the  trustees'  filing  it 
in  their  own  behalf,  making  the  Attorney-General,  as  repre- 
sentative of  the  Commonwealth,  a  party  defendant.  This  course 
seems  to  have  been  directiy  sanctioned  in  two  cases  cited  by 
the  counsel  of  the  complainants.  Governors  of  Christ's  Hos- 
pital V,  Attorney-General,  5  Hare,  257 ;  Clum  Hospital  v. 
Lord  Powys,  6  Jurist,  252,  cited  in  1  Chit.  Eq.  Dig.  479, 
pi.  11. 

The  next  inquiry  opens  a  much  wider  field,  —  the  power  of 
this  Court,  as  a  Court  of  Chancery,  to  regulate  and  control 
the  administration  of  public  charities,  and  to  what  extent  and 
under  what  circumstances  that  power  can  be  properly  ex- 
ercised. 

The  exercise  of  any  chancery  powers  by  this  Court,  beyond 
that  of  relief  in  cases  of  mortgages  and  penal  bonds,  is  of  com- 
paratively recent  origin,  and  has  ever  been  exercised  with  a 
cautious  hand,  and  ^rictiy  with  reference  to  the  class  of  cases 
named  in  the  statutes.     The  first  was  the  statute  of  1817, 
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c.  87,  which,  with  the  other  statates  enacted  prior  to  1836, 
was  superseded  by  the  Revised  Statutes,  c.  81,  §  8. 

Among  the  Subjects  of  chancery  jurisdiction  therein  enumer- 
ated, is  that  of  ^^  enforcing  and  regulating  the  execution  of 
trusts."  Upon  this  branch  of  equity  we  have  the  general 
jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  England.  Hadley  v. 
Hopkins  Academy,  14  Pick.  253 ;  Sanderson  v.  White,  18  Pick. 
328  ;  Parker  v.  May,  5  Gush.  341. 

To  some  extent,  the  exercise  of  these  powers  is  very  familiar 
to  us.  In  reference  to  cases  of  public  charities,  no  doubt  ex- 
ists as  to  the  authority  of  this  Court  to  compel  their  proper 
execution,  to  reform  all  abuses  of  trust,  to  supply  trustees 
where  there  are  none  in  existence  to  carry  into  effect  the  ob- 
jects of  the  gift.  But  the  prayer  of  this  Bill  invokes  the  ex- 
ercise of  powers  as  a  court  of  chancery  in  another  form,  and 
connected  with  a  subject  of  such  magnitude  and  interest  as 
requires  a  searching  and  anxious  inquiry  as  to  our  powers,  and 
the  proper  occasion  for  their  exercise. 

That  any  such  exercise  of  the  power  of  a  court  of  chancery 
over  a  public  charity,  of  the  character  and  under  the  circum- 
stances of  this  case,  and  to  the  extent  asked  in  this  Bill,  has 
ever  actually  been  sanctioned  by  a  decree  of  any  court  of 
chancery  in  any  of  the  States  of  this  Union,  is  not,  we  believe, 
suggested,  —  certainly  we  have  seen  no  such  precedent  in  the 
reported  cases.  It  is  the  English  cases  to  which  we  are 
referred,  and  which  are  supposed  by  the  plaintiff  to  furmsh 
authority  for  granting  the  prayer  of  this  bill. 

Upon  this  subject  the  whole  chapter  on  public  charities  in 
Story's  Commentaries  on  Equity  Jurisprudence  is  highly  in- 
structive, and  presents  in  the  notes  most  of  the  leading  cases 
on  the  subject.  2  Story  on  Equity,  c.  32.  Judge  Story, 
after  stating  various  general  propositions,  in  terms  apparentiy 
quite  liberal,  as  to  the  exercise  of  the  authority  of  a  court  of 
chancery  over  public  charities  on  occasions  justifying  such  in- 
terference, adds:  ^'  The  disposition  of  modem  judges  has  been 
to  curb  this  excessive  latitude  of  construction,  assumed  by  the 
Court  of  Chancery  in  early  times."  "The  doctrine  of  ctf 
presj  as  applied  to  charities,  was  formerly  pushed  to  a  most 
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extravagant  length."  "The  Court  will  not  now  decree  the 
execntion  of  the  trust  of  a  charity  in  a  manner  different  from 
that  intended,  except  so  far  as  it  is  seen  that  the  intention  can- 
not be  literally  executed."  Story  on  Equity,  §§  1174, 1176. 
Following  the  order  pursued  in  the  argument,  I  will  briefly 
refer  to  the  leading  cases  cited  by  the  learned  counsel  as  fur- 
nishing precedents  for  maintaining  the  bill.  The  case  of 
Attorney-General  v.  Boultbee,  2  Yes.  Jr.  880,  affirms  the 
principle,  that,  although  the  particular  intention  fails,  the  gen- 
eral intention  shall  be  executed,  cypres.  The  case  of  Attor- 
ney-General V,  Whitchurch,  3  Yes.  141,  is  to  the  same  effect, 
holding  that,  whenever  a  charity  cannot  be  executed  as  directed, 
but  may  be  executed  substantially  by  another  mode,  it  shall 
be  so  executed.  But  in  the  former  of  these  cases  the  Master 
of  the  BoHs  sidd :  "  The  Court  will  not  decree  execution  of  a 
trust  of  a  charity  in  a  manner  different  from  that  intended, 
except  80  far  as  they  see  that  the  intention  cannot  be  executed 
literally ;  but  another  mode  may  be  adopted,  consistent  with 
the  general  intention."    2  Yes.  Jr.  387,  888. 

The  case  of  Attorney-General  v.  Andrew,  3  Yes.  683, 
was  of  a  charity  given  to  the  trust  of  a  College  in  the  Univer- 
fflty  of  Cambridge,  England.  The  College  declined  adminis- 
tering the  trust,  and  the  Chancellor  found,  upon  the  evidence, 
that  the  College  had  never  accepted  the  trust,  and  that  they 
had  only  acted  as  trustees  so  far  as  was  necessary  to  preserve 
the  funds.  Upon  that  ground,  they  were  discharged  from  the 
trust;  but  the  Chancellor  expressly  repudiated  the  idea  of 
withdrawing  such  a  trust,  accepted  by  their  predecessors,  upon 
the  ground  that  the  College  were  put  to  inconvenience  or  sup- 
posed disadvantage,  by  continuing  to  administer  the  charity. 

The  case  of  Attorney-General  v.  Dixie,  2  Myl.  &  K.  342, 
was  a  devise  of  property  for  the  establishment  of  a  grammar 
school ;  and  the  frmds  proving  more  than  sufficient  for  such  a 
school,  the  Court  of  Chancery  allowed  other  branches  of  edu- 
cation to  be  introduced,  leaving  undisturbed  the  original  gram- 
mar school.  The  case  of  the  Attorney-General  v.  Haberdash- 
ers' Company,  3  Russell,  530,  is  to  the  same  point ;  there  be- 
ing no  change  of  the  ori^nal  school  and  no  change  of  trustees. 


The  cases  of  Greenwood  v,  Wakeford,  1  Bear.  676,  and 
Coventry  v,  Coventry,  1  Keen,  768,  were  cases  of  private 
trusts,  as  to  which  we  suppose  the  Court  of  Chancery  may 
properly  allow  a  change  of  trustees  upon  grounds  that  would 
be  entirely  inadequate  in  cases  of  public  charities,  the  one 
being  principally  financial,  the  other  clothed  with  general 
administrative  powers,  and  supervision  of  the  application  of  the 
public  charity.  The  cases  just  cited  are  the  same  referred  to 
in  Hill  on  Trustees,  190,  and  illustrate  and  qualify  what  mig^t 
otherwise  seem  a  more  general  proposition  enunciated  by  the 
writer. 

The  case  of  Attorney-General  v.  Ironmongers'  Co.,  2  Beav. 
818,  and  2  Myl.  &  K.  676,  was  a  case  arising  upon  a  failure 
of  one  class  of  objects  of  the  public  charity  of  Thomas  Betton ; 
and  the  only  question  was,  how,  upon  such  failure  of  one  of 
the  specified  objects,  that  portion  of  the  fund  should  be  applied. 
The  case  was  pending  for  a  long  period,  and  presents  the 
views  of  Sir  John  Leach,  Master  of  the  Bolls,  followed  by 
those  of  Lord  Brougham,  and  was  subsequently  cUscussed  by 
Lord  Langdale,  Master  of  the  Rolls,  and  finally  settled  by 
Lord  Chancellor  Cottenham.  The  case  is  an  interesting  one, 
as  a  discussion  of  i;he  question,  what  is  a  cy  pres  appropriation 
of  a  public  charity,  and  how  far  a  court  of  chancery  may  de- 
part from  the  declared  purpose  of  the  donor,  in  the  application 
of  his  charity,  where  there  is  a  failure  of  the  particular  objects 
named  by  him.  But  that  case  proposed  no  change  of  trustees, 
but  only  sought  the  direction  of  the  Court  as  to  the  ajpplication 
of  a  fund  unexpended  for  want  of  the  existence  of  tixe  object 
named  by  the  donor.  Various  philanthropic  schemes  had 
been  proposed  for  its  application,  but,  upon  the  final  disposition 
of  the  case  by  the  decree  of  Lord  Cottenham,  they  were  aU 
rejected,  and  it  was  held  that  it  must  be  applied  to  one  of  the 
other  specified  objects  of  the  charity,  to  which  a  portion  of  the 
same  was  given  by  the  donor. 

The  case  of  Ex  parte  Blackbume,  1  Jac.  &  Walk.  297,  was 
a  charity  for  poor  boys,  and  among  the  trustees  were  certain 
trustees  ex  officio ,  who  were  by  the  Court  of  Chancery  released 
from  the  charge  of  safe-keeping  and  management  of  the  funds 
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composing  the  charity,  on  the  ground  of  inconvenience  in  man- 
aging the  same.  But  the  change  authorized  by  the  Court  was 
only  to  the  extent  of  trusteeship  for  managing  the  funds, 
le^^ng  the  selection  of  the  persons  to  be  the  subjects  of  the 
bounty  to  be  made  by  the  original  trustees,  in  conformity  to 
the  declared  intent  of  the  donor. 

The  case  of  the  Reading  Dispensary,  10  Sim.  118,  arose  un- 
der the  statute  of  63  George  III.,  c.  101,  known  as  Sir  Samuel 
Romilly's  Act,  and  the  more  immediate  question  was  as  to  the 
authority  under  that  act,  to  transfer  charity  funds  from  the 
present  managers  to  another ;  but  the  remarks  of  Vice-Chan- 
cellor Shadwell  are  very  significant  upon  the  broader  question 
of  the  general  powers  of  a  Court  of  Equity  in  such  cases,  and 
will  not  be  found  to  ud  the  complainants. 

The  case  of  Attorney-General  v.  Caius  College,  2  Keen, 
150,  was  a  public  charity  given  to  establish  a  free  grammar 
school  in  Cambridge.  The  bill  alleged  an  abuse  of  trust  by 
the  College,  and  sought  to  have  the  funds  transferred  to  other 
trustees.  The  Court  refused  to  appoint  new  trustees,  though 
there  had  been  at  a  former  period  a  misapplication  of  the 
funds.  In  giving  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  Lord  Langdale, 
Master  of  the  Bolls,  said :  ^^  The  founders  of  many  charitable 
institutions  have  thought  fit  to  appoint  colleges  to  be  trustees 
of  their  foundations  ;  the  law  has  allowed  this  to  be  done,  and 
courts  of  equity  are  not,  in  my  opinion,  at  liberty  to  say  that 
this  shall  not  be  done,  upon  the  notion  that,  when  individ- 
uals are  trustees,  there  is  a  greater  personal  responsibility." 
2  Keen,  165. 

With  such  lights  as  are  thus  furnished  us,  we  enter  upon 
the  consideration  of  the  particular  case  before  us.  Here  the 
general  question  is,  whether  a  case  b  presented,  in  which  the 
Court  can,  in  the  exercise  of  any  chancery  powers  they  possess, 
properly  and  legally  withdraw  these  funds  from  the  present 
trustees,  and  appropriate  them  to  a  Divinity  School  not  con- 
nected with  Harvard  College,  and  to  be  administered  by  a 
board  of  independent  trustees.  Thb  question,  as  was  truly 
said  by  one  of  the  learned  counsel  for  the  complainants,  ^^  is 
one  purely  for  the  decision  of  the  Court,  upon  its  own  sole 
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responsibility,  in  the  exercise  of  one  of  its  highest  functions, 
upon  one  of  the  most  delicate  and  sacred  subjects  committed 
to  its  care."  We  feel  this  responsibility,  and  this  imposes 
upon  us,  in  the  first  place,  the  duty  to  look  carefully  to  ^e 
character  of  these  trusts,  their  origin,  and  the  leading  purpose 
of  the  donors.  This  involves  the  inquiry,  whether  the  leading 
object  in  raising  these  funds  was  to  furnish  theological  educa- 
tion in  Harvard  College  by  a  School,  a  branch  of  that  Uni- 
versity, and  whether  these  donations  were  not  given  by  the 
donors  to  the  special  trust  and  charge  of  those  composing  the 
government  of  Harvard  College,  and  under  the  expectation 
that  they  would  always  remain  under  their  supervision,  and 
have  the  security  arising  from  the  well-known  organization  of 
the  government  of  the  College. 

As  to  the  donations  made  for  theological  instruction  prior  to 
the  year  1815,  no  question  is  made,  and  it  is  conceded  that 
they  ought  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  government  of  Har- 
vard College.  It  is  only  necessary  to  refer  to  them  as  show- 
ing the  then  existing  state  of  things,  and  that  there  was  in  fact 
a  course  of  theological  instruction,  imperfect  it  may  have  been, 
then  pursued  in  connection  with  the  College.  Such  instruction 
was  then  given  at  the  College  to  a  few  students  in  divinity, 
under  the  direction  of  the  HoUis  Professor  of  Divinity.  See 
page  4  of  Report  of  Committee  of  Board  of  Overseers  in  1846. 

As  to  the  origin  of  the  measures  that  led  to  the  large  ad- 
dition to  the  funds  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  theological 
instruction,  that  was  made  in  1815  and  1816,  there  can  be  no 
controversy.  This  is  very  fully  stated  in  the  documents  spread 
before  us  by  the  complainants.  The  facts  may  be  found  also 
in  Quincy's  History  of  Harvard  University,  as  well  as  in  the 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  made  in  1846.  It  appears 
that,  soon  after  the  donation  of  Samuel  Parkman,  given  to  aid 
in  the  support  "  of  a  Professor  of  Theology  at  the  said  College,** 
and  under  the  date  of  December  18th,  1815,  a  circular  was 
issued  by  the  Corporation  of  Harvard  College,  representing 
the  necessity  of  raising  a  fund  for  increasing  the  means  of 
theolo^cal  education  in  the  institution.  This  circular  states 
the  object  to  be,  ^^  to  adopt  measures  for  increasing  the  means 
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of  theological  education  at  the  University.  In  order  to  enable 
stadents  in  divinity  to  reap  the  benefit  of  the  eminent  advan- 
tages which  the  College  possesses  for  this  purpose,  there  is 
need  of  funds  for  assisting  meritorious  students  in  divinity,  of 
limited  means,  to  reside  at  the  University  for  a  re([uisite  time." 

It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  movement  to  obtain  these 
funds  proceeded  directly  from  the  Corporation  of  Harvard  Col- 
lege. In  consequence  of  this  appeal  made  by  them  to  the 
public,  the  sum  of  about  thirty  thousand  dollars  was  soon 
raised,  and,  agreeably  to  their  suggestion,  a  voluntary  unincor- 
porated society,  under  the  title  of  "  The  Society  for  the  Pro- 
motion of  Theological  Education  at  Harvard  University,"  was 
established. 

These  funds  as  soon  as  obtained  were  used  by  the  govern- 
ment of  Harvard  College,  in  connection  with  other  funds  held 
by  the  College,  in  providing  instruction  in  tlieology.  In  1819 
the  Theological  School  received  a  formal  organization,  and  the 
HoUis  Professor  of  Divinity,  the  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew, 
and  the  Dexter  Professor  of  Sacred  Criticism,  were  designated 
as  the  instructors  in  the  theological  department  of  the  Uni- 
versity. By  the  provisions  of  the  articles  of  association  of  the 
Society  above  named,  certain  officers  of  that  Society  were  in 
certain  matters  to  act  jointly  with  the  Corporation  of  the  Col- 
lege ;  but  it  was  expressly  provided  in  these  articles,  that  the 
Professors  and  Instructors  in  the  Theological  School  were  to 
be  chosen  according  to  the  usages  in  the  University.  Subse- 
quentiy,  in  the  year  1824,  a  new  constitution  was  adopted  by 
the  Society,  introducing  provisions  giving  certain  officers  in 
that  Society  a  greater  participation  in  the  management  of  the 
Theolo^cal  School.  This  arrangement  continued  for  a  time, 
but  was  not  satisfactory  to  all  parties,  and,  after  some  further 
attempts  to  introduce  other  modifications,  it  was  deemed  expe- 
dient by  the  Society  to  transfer  whatever  separate  funds  they 
held  directly  to  the  Corporation  of  the  College ;  whereupon  the 
whole  management  of  the  Divinity  School  in  every  respect 
was,  in  1830,  vested  in  the  government  of  the  College,  and 
has  so  continued  ever  since. 

By  Article  10  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Society,  adopted  in 
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1824,  it  was  provided,  ^^  that,  if  at  any  time  hereafter  the  So- 
ciety shall  think  it  best  to  appropriate  the  funds  to  be  hereafter 
collected  to  a  theological  institution  disconnected  from  Har- 
vard College,  and  if  the  directors  of  this  Society  and  the  Presi- 
dent and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College  shall  assent  thereto,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Society  to  appropriate  all  the  funds 
hereafter  collected  to  such  other  theological  institution."  By 
the  deed  of  transfer  to  the  Corporation  in  1830,  the  power  to 
transfer  such  funds  as  were  collected  by  this  Society,  after 
1824,  to  a  separate  institution,  was  given  to  the  Corporation, 
the  amount  being  about  nineteen  thousand  dollars.  It  will  be 
seen  that  it  was  confined  strictly  to  ftmds  collected  by  the 
Society  after  1824.  In  1841,  a  donation  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars was  made  to  the  Corporation  of  the  College  through  the 
efforts  of  an  incorporated  society  established  in  1831,  ^'for 
promoting  theolo^cal  education,"  and  ^^  the  Berry  Street  Con- 
ference." This  fund  was  subject  to  the  condition,  that  in  case 
the  fund  of  nineteen  thousand  dollars,  above  mentioned,  should 
ever  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  a  theological  school 
separate  from  the  College,  this  donation  should  have  the  like 
appropriation. 

There  is  certainly  ground  for  the  argument  that  the  donors 
of  these  particular  sums  contemplated  the  possibility  of  their 
being  appropriated  to  a  theolo^cal  school  distinct  from  the 
College,  and  that  these  sums  might,  without  any  violation  of 
the  intention  of  the  donor,  be  so  transferred,  if  the  President 
and  Fellows  assent  thereto.  We  do  not  however  understand 
that  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  Bill  to  ask  any  such  limited  trans- 
fer, leaving  the  government  of  the  College  to  continue  to  ad- 
minister the  remaining  and  much  larger  donations,  which  they 
hold  from  other  sources,  in  trust  for  promoting  theological  edu- 
cation. We  are  therefore  brought  back  to  the  inqmry  as  to 
the  character  of  the  other  donations  given  to  them  in  trust  for 
promoting  theological  education. 

It  appears  that,  just  previous  to  the  circular  of  the  Corporar 
tion  issued  in  1815,  soliciting  donations  for  this  purpose,  Sam- 
uel Parkman  had  given  what  was  then  deemed  a  large  donation, 
to  be  applied  ^^  to  support  a  Professor  of  Theology  at  the  said 
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College " ;  and  he  had  further  declared,  ^'  that  it  be  con- 
sidered one  of  the  special  duties  of  said  professor  to  instruct 
and  take  charge  of  such  resident  graduates  at  the  sidd  College 
as  may  be  intended  for  the  ministry  ;  and  this  condition  shall 
form  a  part  of  any  statutes  which  may  be  made  by  said  Pres- 
ident and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College ;  it  being,  however, 
understood  that  this  shall  not  prevent  the  Corporation  from 
assigning  to  such  professor  any  other  duties,  relative  to  the 
general  instruction  of  the  students  in  said  College  in  theology, 
not  in  their  opinion  inconsistent  with  this  principal  design  "  ; 
thus  directiy  connecting  the  donation  with  the  College. 

Many  of  the  other  donations  made  subsequently  to  this  are 
equally  explicit.  The  large  bequest  of  Sarah  Jackson,  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  is  given  ^^  to  the  President  and  Fellows  of 
Harvard  College,  in  trust  to  hold  the  same  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  connected  with  said  College  "  ;  and 
accompanied  with  this  further  provision:  ^^I  direct  that  the 
sidd  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  for  ever  holden  in 
trust  as  aforesaid,  as  a  capital  stock,  and  to  be  called  the  Jack- 
son Foundation,  the  income  thereof  to  be  annually  appropriated 
for  the  support  of  poor  and  deserving  scholars,  students  in  s^d 
Theological  Seminary,  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  what- 
soever." That  of  Eliphalet  Porter  was  "  to  be  for  ever  ap- 
plied to  the  purpose  of  promoting  theolo^cal  education  in  the 
University  at  Cambridge " ;  and  that  of  George  Partridge 
was  ^ven  '^  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  institution  for  the 
promotion  of  theological  education  in  that  University."  As 
to  that  of  Thomas  Carey,  his  will  directs  ^^  that  the  President 
and  Fellows  of  said  College  appropriate  the  same  in  assistmg 
young  men  in  preparing  themselves  for  the  Christian  ministry." 
That  of  John  Foster  was  given  ^'  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
such  students  of  theology,  law,  and  medicine,  or  either  of 
them,  as  shall  be  poor,  to  pay  the  net  income  thereof  annually 
to  assist  such  and  so  many  of  the  said  students  as  sidd  Corpo- 
ration shall  consider  the  most  necessitous,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  meritorious." 

The  will  of  Benjamin  Bussey  (1842)  provides  for  the  con- 
veyance to  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College,  after 
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the  discharge  of  certain  precedent  trusts  and  annuities,  of  a 
large  and  valuable  estate,  which  estate  the  testator  declares 
^^  shall  be  taken  and  held  bj  said  President  and  Fellows  of 
Harvard  College  as  a  permanent  public  corporate  body,  special- 
ly charged  with  the  care  and  superintendence  of  the  higher 
branches  of  education."  He  then  proceeds  to  declare  the 
objects  of  his  bounty,  and,  after  making  an  appropriation  for 
an  agricultural  school,  to  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Col- 
lege government,  declares  that,  as  to  the  net  income  of  one 
half  of  all  the  estate  so  conveyed,  ^'  there  shall  be  annually 
appropriated  one  half  thereof  to  the  encouragement  and  promo- 
tion of  theological  education,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  en- 
couragement and  promotion  of  legal  education  in  said  College." 

Several  donations  are  given  in  more  general  terms;  some 
of  them,  "  to  the  Theological  School "  ;  some,  "  to  the  use  of 
the  Divinity  School  "  ;  others,  "  to  the  Theological  Institution 
at  Cambridge,"  or  "  to  the  Divinity  School  attached  to  said 
College." 

In  seeking  the  answer  to  the  inquiry  whether  these  funds, 
or  some  considerable  portion  of  them,  were  specially  intrusted, 
as  to  their  management  and  oversight,  to  the  government  of 
Harvard  College,  we  have  thus  looked  at  the  declarations  of 
trust  as  declared  by  the  donors.  In  pursuing  this  inquiry,  we 
naturally  look  at  the  character  of  the  trustees  thus  selected  by 
the  donors,  to  ascertain  whether  it  was  one  in  which  peculiar 
confidence  might  be  placed,  and  one  well  adapted  for  securing 
permanently  the  faithful  execution  of  such  trust.  We  find 
that  the  Government  of  Harvard  College  was  composed  of  the 
President  and  Fellows,  a  permanent  corporate  body,  its  mem- 
bers being  selected  from  our  most  distinguished  and  responsible 
citizens,  acting  in  connection  with  a  Board  of  Overseers  em- 
bracing the  highest  public  functionaries  in  the  Commonwealth, 
both  executive  and  legislative,  associated  with  thirty  other 
persons  selected  from  the  various  professions  and  other  avocar 
tions,  for  their  supposed  devotion  to  the  cause  of  sound  learn- 
ing. 

The  question  whether  the  Theological  School  was  intended 
by  the  donors  to  be  attached  to  Harvard  College  as  a  branch 
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of  the  University,  and  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  College,  was  somewhat  early  discussed,  in  conse- 
quence of  a  claim  urged  by  "  The  Society  for  promoting  The- 
ological Education  in  Harvard  College  "  to  have  a  greater  par- 
ticipation in  the  government  of  the  same.  The  subject  was 
referred  by  the  President  and  Fellows  to  a  committee  of  their 
Board,  consisting  of  Rev.  Dr.  Eirkland,  Hon.  Charles  Jack- 
son, and  Hon.  Francis  C.  Gray,  from  whose  report  we  make 
the  following  extract :  "  We  think  that  the  College  govern- 
ment cannot  with  propriety  alienate  one  of  the  chief  depart- 
ments of  the  institution  committed  to  their  care,  and  that  to 
do  so  would  defeat  the  declared  object  of  the  contributors 
to  the  theological  fund,  which  was  to  promote  theological  ed- 
ucation in  Harvard  University."  This  report,  made  on  the 
17th  of  May,  1827,  was  accepted  by  the  President  and  Fel- 
lows. 

The  character  of  these  donations  was  also  very  clearly  and 
distinctly  stated  in  the  Report  of  a  committee  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers  of  the  College,  made  in  1846  and  accepted  by  that 
Board.  In  this  Report,  the  sources  of  these  funds,  and  their 
connection  with  the  College,  are  fully  considered.  This  Report, 
after  stating  the  nature  of  these  funds,  and  the  sources  from 
which  they  were  derived  more  in  detail,  proceeds  to  state  the 
result  thus :  ^^  We  therefore  consider  all  gifts  and  grants  to  the 
Di\Tnity  School  at  Harvard  College,  or  at  Cambridge,  or  the 
Theological  Institution  at  Cambridge,  or  for  the  promotion  of 
theological  education  at  Harvard  College,  or  at  Cambridge,  or  any 
equivalent  expression,  indicating  this  object,  to  be  gifts  to  the 
President  and  Fellows  of  the  College  in  their  corporate  capacity, 
in  trust  for  the  purpose  expressed  by  such  designation.  These 
funds,  then,  all  stand  on  the  same  foundation,  with  the  question- 
able exception  of  a  comparatively  small  portion  of  them,  [allud- 
ing to  the  donations  of  nineteen  thousand  dollars  and  ten 
thousand  dollars  above  mentioned,]  and  they  are,  either  in 
express  terms,  or  by  necessary  implication,  donations  to  the 
College  government  in  its  corporate  capacity,  to  be  held  in 
trust  and  applied  conformably  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
that  institution,  and  subject  to  the  same  superintendence  and 
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revision  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  as  they  are  under  in  re- 
gard to  fands  appropriated  to  promote  improvement  in  all 
branches  of  knowledge  and  all  departments  of  education  es- 
tablished therein,  to  the  advancement  of  theological  science 
and  the  promotion  of  theological  education,  as  branches  of 
education  within  the  scope  and  purposes  of  an  university." 
See  Report  of  Committee  of  Board  of  Overseers  appointed  "  to 
consider  the  expediency  of  disconnecting  entirely  the  Theo- 
logical Department  from  the  College,"  accepted  by  the  Board, 
February  8th,  1846. 

Having  thus  ascertained  the  source  of  these  donations  com- 
posing this  pubUc  charity,  the  next  inquiry  is,  upon  what 
grounds  the  complainants  ask  for  the  interposition  of  this  Court 
as  a  Court  of  Chancery,  to  withdraw  this  trust  and  commit  it 
to  new  trustees,  and  to  be  by  them  applied  to  a  separate  and 
wholly  independent  Divinity  SchooL  For  such  reasons  we 
look  at  the  Bill  of  the  complainants,  and  the  grounds  there 
assigned. 

Upon  this  point  we  remark,  —  1st.  That  there  is  no  sug- 
gestion made,  nor  do  any  doubts  exist,  as  to  the  legal  capa- 
city of  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College  to  accept 
these  trusts  and  to  administer  them.  2d.  There  is  no  com- 
plaint, from  any  quarter,  that  this  public  charity  has  not  been 
thus  far  faithfully  administered  by  its  present  trustees.  3d. 
No  case  is  stated  for  our  interposition  by  reason  of  a  failure  of 
the  objects  of  this  charity,  of  the  precise  kind  indicated  by  the 
terms  of  the  gift.  4th.  No  failure  of  the  particular  trustees 
named  by  the  donor,  either  by  reason  of  the  non-existence  of 
the  persons,  or  by  reason  of  any  refusal  on  their  part  to  accept 
the  trust.  5th.  No  accumulation  of  funds  so  large,  that,  after 
exhausting  the  particular  specified  objects  of  the  charity,  the 
trustees  seek  the  direction  of  the  Court  to  apply  the  surplus, 
cy  pre%.  All  these  grounds  for  invoking  the  aid  of  the  Court, 
and  which  have  furnished  the  occasion  and  the  authority  for 
the  interference  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  the  cases  referred 
to  as  precedents,  are  wanting  in  the  present  biU. 

The  causes  assigned  are  of  a  different  character.  They 
may  be  thus  stated  in  brief,  or  as  a  summary  of  this  part  of 
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the  bill,  namely,  that  it  has  become  apparent  to  the  complainants 
that  the  College  and  the  Theological  School  cannot  be  con- 
venientlj  managed  by  one  and  the  same  Corporation ;  that  the 
exercise  of  the  trusts  of  the  public  charity  for  a  Divinity 
School  is  in  a  high  degree  inconsistent  with  and  injurious  to 
the  due  execution  of  another  and  prior  trust  vested  in  them  as 
Trustees  of  the  College ;  and  further,  that  the  united  manage- 
ment of  the  two  institutions  is  also  injurious  to  the  Divinity 
School,  and  the  present  trustees  cannot  acceptably  fulfil  the 
intents  and  purposes  of  the  donors  of  that  charity,  as  the  same  ' 
might  be  fulfilled  by  other  trustees,  and  by  a  separate  institu- 
tion wholly  disconnected  from  the  College.  These  positions 
are  in  the  Bill  accompanied  with  a  more  detailed  statement  of 
the  grounds  relied  upon  to  sustain  them.  1st.  It  is  said  that 
the  College  is,  to  some  extent  and  for  certain  purposes,  a  State 
institution ;  that,  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth, every  denonnnation  of  Christians  shall  be  equally  under 
the  protection  of  the  law,  and  that  no  subordination  of  any  one 
sect  or  denomination  to  another  shall  ever  be  established  by 
law ;  and  the  complainants  '^  submit  that  it  would  be  highly 
inconsistent  with,  and  manifestly  repugnant  to,  the  first  duties 
of  a  College  so  constituted,  and  established  in  a  State  tolerating 
entire  freedom  of  religious  opinion  and  practice,  to  set  up  and 
maintain  a  school  of  theological  instruction  designedly  and  di- 
rectly opposed  to  the  aforesaid  policy  of  the  State,  by  teach- 
ing exclusively  such  system  of  theology,  and  such  peculiar  views 
of  the  Christian  religion,  as  are  adopted  and  maintained  by  any 
peculiar  sect  or  denomination  of  Christians,  in  opposition  to  the 
systems  and  views  of  other  Christian  sects  and  denominations.'* 
2d.  That,  as  the  whole  community  are  divided  into  sects,  the 
professors  and  instructors  must  be  attached  to  some  sect,  and 
that  the  intent  and  purposes  of  the  donors  would  exclude 
teachers  holding  the  tenets  of  many  of  the  various  sects  of 
Christians  in  this  Commonwealth ;  that  few  persons  other 
than  TJnitarians  are  found  willing  or  desirous  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  advantages  of  the  Divinity  School ;  that  the  es- 
tablishment and  maintenance,  in  connection  with  the  College,  of 
such  Theological  School,  gives  to  the  College,  notwithstanding 
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every  effort  on  the  part  of  the  complainants  to  the  contrary, 
the  name  and  appearance  of  a  sectarian  and  Unitarian  College, 
whereby  great  prejudice  against  the  College  as  a  suitable 
place  for  the  general  education  of  youth  has  been  and  is  cre- 
ated among  those  sects  of  Christians  whose  views  and  senti- 
ments are  opposed  to  the  views  and  sentiments  of  Unitarians, 
whereby  the  general  usefulness  of  the  College  to  the  public  is 
seriously  impaired,  and  its  number  of  students  diminished. 
3d.  That  the  IKvinity  School,  from  not  bemg  managed  avow- 
edly and  designedly  as  a  school  for  instruction  in  conformity  to 
the  Unitarian  system,  is  less  resorted  to,  and  less  flourishing, 
than  it  might  be,  and  would  be,  if  it  assumed  a  more  marked 
distinctive  and  sectarian  character  than  the  present  trustees 
deem  it  their  duty  to  permit. 

In  respect  to  the  pomt  first  stated,  that  the  relation  of  the 
College  to  the  State,  and  the  great  principle  of  equal  rights  of 
all  religious  sects,  recognized  by  our  Constitution,  render  it  in- 
expedient that  a  Divinity  School  be  established  and  maintuned 
in  connection  with  the  College,  it  cannot  escape  our  observation, 
that  it  presents  no  newly  intervening  cause  for  the  exercise 
of  the  powers  of  this  Court.  It  rests  upon  an  objection  exist- 
ing in  full  force  in  1818  and  1824.  It  is  an  objection  as  ap- 
parent then  as  now.  Nevertheless,  the  President  and  Fellows 
of  the  College,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Board  of  Overseers, 
a  majority  of  whom  were  mdividuaJs  who  were  ex  officio  mem- 
bers, being  such  from  holding  high  State  offices,  did  deem  it 
proper  to  establish  the  Divinity  School  as  a  branch  of  the 
University,  and  they  and  their  successors  have  so  continued 
the  same  to  the  present  time. 

So  far  as  any  conditions  for  administering  these  funds  were 
prescribed  by  the  founders  of  the  Divinity  School,  or  those 
who  made  the  large  donations  of  1816  and  of  1824,  they  were 
certcdnly  broad  and  liberal,  and  open  to  all  to  enjoy  their  ben- 
efit, irrespective  of  sect.  They  were  to  be  applied  ^^  to  assist 
young  men  of  competent  talents,  pure  morals,  and  piety,  in 
preparbg  themselves  for  the  Christian  ministry,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  best  means  of  instruction  which  the  funds  of  the 
society  wQl  admit,  it  being  understood  that  every  encourage- 
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ment  be  given  to  the  serious,  impartial,  and  unbiassed  investi- 
gation of  Christian  trnth,  and  that  no  assent  to  the  peculiar- 
ities of  any  denomination  of  Christians  be  required  either  of 
the  ixistnictors  or  students."  And  it  is  in  accordance  with 
this,  and  the  statutes  and  ordinances  of  the  College,  that  the 
Divinity  School  has  been,  and  now  is,  administered. 

2.  A  further  ground  stated  in  the  Bill  is,  that  the  general 
usefulness  of  the  College  is  impured  by  the  prejudice  excited 
agunst  it  as  being  a  sectarian  College,  on  account  of  the  Di- 
mity School  attached  to  it  But  the  complainants  aver  that 
there  is  no  foundation  for  such  charge  against  the  College,  and 
that  its  officers  and  instructors  are  not  justiy  obnoxious  to  the 
imputation  of  makmg  the  College  a  sectarian  University,  and 
that  it  is  not  such. 

How  fitr  the  ground  of  an  unfounded  prejudice  agiunst  the 
College  can  be  made  the  basis  for  the  action  of  this  Court  in 
withdrawing  a  trust  from  those  to  whom  it  was  committed  by 
the  donors,  and  placing  it  in  the  hands  of  another  and  inde- 
pendent board  of  trustees,  is  certainly  a  matter  for  grave  con- 
nderation,  before  acting  upon  it.  As  an  original  question  of 
the  expediency  of  establishing  a  theological  school  in  connec- 
tion witli  the  College,  the  probability  of  such  prejudice  being 
created  thereby,  injurious  to  the  College  as  a  place  of  general 
education,  might  have  been  properly  urged,  and  might  have 
induced  the  government  of  the  College  to  decline  any  co- 
operation for  the  purpose  of  establishing  such  a  school.  What 
mi^t  at  that  period  have  been  expedient,  is  not  the  question 
we  are  now  called  upon  to  conrider.  We  are  dealing  with  an 
existing  establishment,  one  that  has  been  maintained  more 
than  a  third  of  a  century,  and  it  must  be  quite  obvious  that 
what  would  well  have  justified  the  refusal  to  establish  the  Di- 
vinity School  originally,  may  be  quite  insufficient  to  sever  a 
connection  sought  by  the  government  of  the  College,  and 
maintained  by  them  for  so  long  a  period,  and  made  the  object 
of  large  devises  from  time  to  time,  while  thus  connected  with 
the  University. 

As  to  the  alleged  inconveniences  and  embarrassments  sus- 
tained by  tiie  Dimity  School  from  bemg  under  the  govern- 
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ment  of  the  College,  we  perceive  no  new  intervening  cause 
occasioning  them,  that  did  not  exist  at  the  period  of  forming 
the  union.  All  the  reasons  promising  greater  usefulness  and 
success  to  a  divinity  school  conducted  as  a  separate  and  inde- 
pendent institution,  and  assuming  a  more  marked  and  distinc- 
tive sectarian  character,  existed  in  as  full  force  then  as  now. 
All  these,  we  must  presume,  were  dulj  weighed  with  the  ad- 
vantages that  would  result  in  giving  the  Divimty  School  char- 
acter and  patronage  from  its  being  a  branch  of  the  University, 
and  under  the  like  responsible  board  of  trustees.  In  the 
opinion  of  its  founders  and  donors,  the  greater  practical  good 
was  to  be  accomplished  through  such  connection.  They  se- 
lected this  instrumentality,  and  the  government  of  the  College 
approved  of  and  ratified  it  This  being  so,  it  is  not  for  this 
Court  to  pass  upon  the  question  of  the  expediency  of  the 
course  taken  by  the  donors  of  this  charity  in  ori^nally  con- 
necting the  Divinity  School  with  the  College. 

We  have  carefully  considered  the  evidence  offered  by  the 
complainants  in  support  of  the  views  presented  by  them  in 
their  Bill.  We  have,  on  this  subject,  the  statement  of  several 
witnesses  of  great  intelligence  and  respectability,  embracing 
gentlemen  of  various  professions,  and  attached  to  various  re- 
ligious denominations.  Amongst  the  witnesses  are  those  prac- 
tically conversant  with  the  subject,  from  their  past  and  present 
connection  with  the  administration  of  the  University.  These 
statements  present  strongly  the  opinion  of  the  witnesses  that 
inconveniences  and  embarrassments  do  practically  arise  from 
the  connection  of  the  Divinity  School  with  the  College,  and 
that,  in  their  opinion,  a  separation  would  be  highly  useful  to 
both.  Such  is  the  general  view  taken  of  the  expediency  and 
utility  of  the  proposed  change,  as  shown  by  the  testimony  in 
the  case. 

That  there  is  not  an  entire  unanimity  upon  the  subject 
among  those  that  have  been  connected  with  the  University, 
was  conceded  by  the  counsel  for  the  complainants,  and  they 
very  frankly  introduced  into  the  case  the  reply  of  ex-President 
Quincy,  who  presided  over  the  University  from  1829  to  1845, 
in  answer  to  the  inquiries  propounded  to  him  by  the  counsel, 
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as  to  the  expediency  of  the  separation  of  the  Divinity  School, 
as  asked  for  in  this  bill,  —  who  closes  an  elaborate  view  of  ihe 
whole  subject,  by  stating  his  opinion  to  be,  ^*  that  a  contina* 
ance  of  their  present  relations  to  each  other  is  best  for  the 
Divinity  School  and  the  College." 

Bat  assuming  it  to  be  shown,  by  the  evidence  in  the  case, 
that  inconveniences  and  embarrassments  do  arise  from  having 
the  Theological  School  attached  to  the  University,  and  under 
the  same  board  of  trustees,  and  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
witnesses,  it  would  be  highly  desirable,  and  for  the  interest  of 
both,  that  an  entire  separation  should  take  place,  the  further 
question  yet  remains,  which  the  Court  must  decide  upon  its 
own  sole  responsibility,  whether  any  case  is  shown  to  exist 
which  authorizes  this  Court  to  withdraw  these  funds  from  those 
to  whom  they  were  committed  by  ihe  donors  of  the  charity,  and 
transfer  tiiem  to  a  separate  and  independent  board  of  trus- 
tees, to  be  applied  in  maintaining  a  separate  school. 

In  the  cases  to  which  we  were  referred  by  the  counsel  for  the 
complunants,  we  have  found  no  precedent  nor  authority  for  the 
exercise  of  our  powers  as  a  Court  of  Chancery  to  the  extent 
we  are  now  asked  to  exercise  them,  upon  the  mere  proof  of 
inconvenience,  and  that  greater  usefulness  would  result  from 
^ving  the  charity  another  application. 

That  th6  doctrine  of  the  English  Court  of  Chancery  as  to 
executmg  the  general  intent  of  a  testator,  cy  preSj  is  much 
broader  than  any  that  has  been  adopted  in  Uie  American 
courts  generally,  seems  to  be  unquestioned.  4  Kent's  Com. 
(6th  ed.)  608,  note;  7  Ves.  (Amer.  ed.)  36,  note;  Fon- 
tain  V.  Bavenel,  17  How.  369. 

But  we  have  not  deemed  it  material  to  the  decision  of  the 
present  case,  to  enter  upon  the  consideration  of  that  difference, 
inasmuch  as  it  appears  that,  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  Eng- 
land, the  cj/  pres  doctrine  is  inadmissible  to  vary  the  constitu- 
tion of  a  charily  on  grounds  of  expediency  only.  Boyle  on 
Charities,  Book  2,  c.  3,  §  2,  and  cases  cited.  Upon  this  point, 
*  we  refer  to  the  case  of  Attorney-General  v.  Hartley,  2  Jac.  & 
Walk.  382,  383,  which  was  an  application  to  change  a  public 
charity.     Lord  Eldon  says :  "  I  observe  that  many  of  the  wit- 
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nesses  say,  that,  as  a  grammar  school,  this  i?i]l  be  of  no  benefit 
to  them.  Now  that  is  a  consideration  with  which,  if  the  loss 
of  benefit  is  not  improperly  produced,  I  have  nothing  to  do  ; 
for  if  the  founder  saw  fit  to  establish  a  grammar  school,  and 
if  afterwards,  from  different  notions  about  education  prevailing, 
it  became  of  much  less  public  benefit,  that  is  not  a  ground 
upon  which  a  judge  can  alter  it  He  that  created  it  had 
the  right  to  determine  its  nature.  I  can  give  no  remedy." 
And  in  Attorney-General  v.  Earl  of  Mansfield,  2  Russell,  520, 
Lord  Eldon  said :  ^^  There  is  no  power,  at  least  none  here, 
to  alter  the  foundation,  with  a  view  to  any  superior  benefit 
which  might  arise  from  an  institution  of  a  different  nature, 
however  desirable  it  might  be,  if  it  were  within  the  scope  of 
my  authority,  to  substitute  the  one  for  the  other." 

The  case  before  us  does  not  present  as  a  ground  for  our  in- 
terpontion,  that  there  are  not  present  trustees  to  discharge 
this  trust  The  complainants  fully  admit,  that,  having  accepted 
the  trusts,  they  must  continue  to  administer  them,  unless  dis- 
charged by  this  Court.  Nothing  appears  in  the  case  to  show 
that  the  public  charity  cannot  be  literally  executed,  agreeably 
to  the  expressed  intention  of  the  donors,  althou^  its  execution 
may  be  attended  with  less  beneficial  results  tiian  if  its  donors 
had  given  it  a  different  direction. 

Looking  at  the  origin  of  these  funds,  we  find  a  large  portion 
of  them  manifestiy  designed  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  theo* 
logical  education  at  Harvard  College,  and  by  a  school,  to  be  a 
branch  of  the  University.  We  find  these  funds  to  a  large  ex- 
tent so  specifically  placed  by  theb  donors  under  the  trust  and 
supervision  of  the  government  of  the  College,  that  they  must 
be  administered  by  them.  We  find  strong  reasons  for  believ- 
ing that  the  donors  had  specially  in  view  the  placing  these 
funds  under  the  care  and  supervision  of  a  well-known  perma- 
nent public  body,  the  Prendent  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  Col- 
lege, acting  with  the  concurrence  of  a  distinct  Board  of  Over- 
seers, and  that  they  were  well  authorized  in  the  expectation 
that  these  trusts  would  be  continued  in  the  same  board  of 
trustees. 

With  regard  to  this  portion  of  the  charity  funds,  the  grant- 
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ing  of  the  prayer  of  this  Bill  would  not  only  change  the  trus- 
teeSy  bat  would  also  vary  the  constitution  of  the  charity ;  and 
charity  funds,  given  for  a  specific  and  well-defined  purpose 
connected  with  the  Universityy  would  be  applied  elsewhere, 
and  to  a  Divinity  School  wholly  disconnected  with  the  College. 

These  remarks  are  applicable  to  that  portion  of  these  funds 
acquired  in  1816,  in  response  to  the  circular  of  the  government 
of  the  College,  of  December,  1815.  As  to  this  class  of  funds, 
in  ihe  provisional  arrangement  of  1824,  making  certain  stip- 
ulations as  to  the  right  to  apply  to  a  separate  Divinity  School 
the  funds  that  might  be  raised  through  the  efforts  of  ^^  The  So- 
ciety for  Promoting  Theological  Education,"  after  1824,  they 
were  treated  and  apparentiy  understood  by  all  parties,  as 
funds  not  in  any  event  to  be  withdrawn,  but  to  be  devoted 
to  theological  instruction  in  Harvard  College.  Thus  it  will  be 
seen,  that,  while  the  ori^  of  this  part  of  the  funds,  and  all 
tiie  circumstances  connected  therewith,  were  fresh  in  the 
mmds  of  the  parties  concerned,  and  when  they  contemplated 
the  possibility  of  a  separate  Divinity  School  being  established, 
yet  tiiese  funds  were  recognized  as  funds  not  to  be  withdrawn 
and  applied  to  a  separate  school.  The  view  we  have  above 
taken  applies  very  obviously  to  the  donation  of  Samuel  Park- 
man,  made  in  1818 ;  to  that  of  George  Partridge,  in  1829  ; 
that  of  Eliphalet  Porter,  in  1834  ;  that  of  Sarah  Jackson,  in 
1835 ;  that  of  John  Foster,  in  1840 ;  and  that  of  Benjamin 
Bussey,  in  1842 ;  the  terms  of  which  donations  have  been 
heretofore  referred  to. 

In  regard  to  that  of  Mr.  Parkman,  it  will  be  seen  from  its 
date,  that  it  was  ^ven  before  the  movement  made  to  raise 
fimds  for  the  more  enlarged  Divinity  School.  It  had,  as  is 
expressed  in  the  gift,  the  precise  purpose  ^*  to  support  a  Pro- 
fe»or  of  Theology  at  the  said  College." 

In  regard  to  the  other  donations  above  named,  it  is  no  less 
apparent  firom  the  terms  of  the  bequests,  or  donations,  that 
they  were  ^ven  to  the  exclusive  trust  of  the  government  of 
Harvard  College,  and  for  the  purpose  of  perpetuating  a  de- 
partment at  the  College  for  the  promotion  of  theological  sci- 
ence as  a  branch  of  university  education ;  and  it  is  further  to 
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be  remarked,  that  they  were  all  made  after  the  year  1827, 
and  after  the  vote  of  the  President  and  Fellows  accepting  a 
report  of  their  committee  declaring  that  the  theological  insti- 
tution ^'  ought  not  to  be  committed  to  another  corporation,  hav- 
ing a  distinct  legal  existence  independent  of  the  College,"  and 
"  that  the  College  government  cannot  with  propriety  alienate  . 
one  of  the  chief  departments  of  the  institution  committed  to 
their  care,  and  that  to  do  so  in  this  case  would  defeat  the  de- 
clared object  of  the  contributors  to  the  theolo^cal  fund,  which 
was  to  promote  theological  education  in  Harvard  University." 
See  vote  of  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College,  May 
24, 1827. 

As  to  the  purposes  of  these  donors,  there  can  be  no  doubt. 
The  government  of  the  College  have  accepted  the  trust  under 
the  circumstances  stated,  and,  in  respect  to  most  of  these  do- 
nations, have  long  been  in  the  administration  of  them  in  the 
precise  manner  prescribed  by  the  donors.  No  legal  impedi- 
ment exists  to  their  continuing  in  the  execution  of  the  trust, 
according  to  the  literal  intent  of  the  donors. 

No  case  is  shown  to  exist  for  the  application  of  the  doctrine 
of  cy  preSy  for  that  is  to  be  applied  in  giving  a  new  direction  to 
a  charity,  only  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  do  so  to  prevent 
the  charity  failing,  because  it  cannot  be  applied  agreeably  to 
the  literal  intention  of  the  donor. 

We  have  not  overlooked  the  suggestion  of  the  complainants' 
counsel,  that,  as  to  those  donations  of  the  marked  character 
we  have  alluded  to,  the  Court  might  avoid  the  objections 
taken  to  their  withdrawal,  by  directing  them  to  remun  under 
the  trust  of  the  complainants,  as  to  the  financial  care,  but  with 
authority  to  pay  over  the  income  to  the  trustees  of  a  separate 
school,  to  be  by  them  disbursed.  We  find  no  authority  for 
adopting  such  a  scheme  for  these  charities,  finding  the  trust  to 
embrace  the  higher  duty  of  supervision  of  the  administration 
of  these  funds,  and  the  mode  of  their  application, —-and  the 
purpose  of  the  donors  being  such  as  we  have  stated. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  before  us,  the  Court  are  of  opinion 
that  they  cannot,  in  the  proper  exercise  of  any  chancery  pow- 
ers they  possess,  direct  the  withdrawal  of  the  funds  above 
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described,  and  others  of  like  character,  from  the  sapervision 
and  trust  of  that  permanent  public  corporate  body,  to  which 
they  were  intrusted  by  their  donors  for  the  purpose  of  mm- 
tuning  a  Theolo^cal  School  as  a  branch  of  the  University,  and 
commit  them  to  an  independent  board  of  trustees,  to  be  ap- 
.propriated  to  maintaining  a  separate  Theolo^cal  School.  We 
feel  constramed,  therefore,  to  deny  Ae  prayer  of  the  com- 
plainants for  a  change  in  the  trust  in  relation  to  this  public 
charity. 

A  contrary  decision  would  furnish  a  precedent  dangerous 
to  the  perpetuity  and  sacredness  of  all  our  great  public  chari- 
ties, leaving  the  question  of  the  management  and  supervision 
of  our  public  charities  to  be  the  subject  of  change  with  every 
fluctuation  of  popular  opinion  as  to  what  may  be  die  more 
expedient  and  useful  mode  of  administering  them.

n.  Regulations  for  publishing  the  Observations  made 
AT  THE  Observatory  of  Harvard  College. 

1.  The  main  object  of  the  Observatory  being  to  advance 
and  diffuse  the  knowledge  of  Astronomy,  and  of  other  sciences 
intimately  connected  therewith,  it  is  requisite  tiiat  suitable 
provision  should  be  made  for  publishing  the  Observations  and 
tiie  Directors'  Annual  Reports,  either  wholly  or  in  part. 

2.  To  defray  the  expenses  of  such  publication,  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  CoUege  is  authorized  to  appropriate  annually  a  sum 
not  exceeding  the  whole  available  income  of  the  Quincy  Fund, 
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according  to  the  understood  wishes  and  intentions  of  the  found- 
er thereof. 

3.  The  publication  shall  be  entitled  Annals  of  the  Astro- 
nomical Observatory  of  Harvard  College  ;  the  volumes,  or 
parts  of  volumes,  shall  be  uniform  in  size,  quality  of  the  paper, 
and  style  of  execution ;  and  the  title-page  of  each  volume  shall 
bear  an  inscription  incBcating  from  what  source  the  means  of 
printmg  it  were  derived. 

4.  The  contracts  with  the  printers,  binders,  engravers,  and 
publishers,  and  the  superintendence  of  the  work  while  in  the 
press,  and  of  its  distribution  and  sale,  shall  devolve  on  the 
Director  of  the  Observatory,  who  shall  annually  render  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  College  an  account  of  the  expenditures  for 
the  same,  with  the  vouchers,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
copies  have  been  disposed  of,  and  of  the  number  he  has  on 
hand.  The  contracts  for  publishing  the  work,  the  quality  of 
the  paper,  printing,  engraving,  and  the  style  of  execution,  shall 
be  satisfactory  to  the  President. 

5.  The  Director  shall  annually  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the 
amount  received  for  the  sale  of  the  work,  provided  for  and 
published  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  by  him  be  credited  to  the 
Quincy  Fund.  Any  engraved  or  stereotype  plates  used  for 
the  work  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer,  or  of  the 
Director  at  the  Observatory. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director,  as  soon  as  practica- 
ble after  the  publication  of  a  volume,  to  cause  copies  of  the 
same  to  be  transmitted  to  the  several  Observatories  in  Amer- 
ica and  foreign  countries,  to  such  scientific  societies  in  various 
parts  of  the  world  as  publish  their  transactions,  and  to  individ- 
uals eminent  for  science,  or  distinguished  friends  and  benefac- 
tors of  the  Observatory ;  and  he  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
same  at  the  Observatory. 

7.  To  each  volume  received  in  exchange  for  the  copies 
provided  for  and  distributed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  affixed  a 
label  or  book-mark,  certifying  that  the  College  is  indebted  for 
it  to  the  Quincy  Fund ;  and  all  such  works  shall  be  deposited 
in  the  Library  of  the  Observatory.

SimMARy  Statement  of  the  Course  of  Instruction  pur- 
sued IN  THE  SEVERAL  DEPAJfTMENTS  OF  TIIE  UNIVERSITY 
DURING   THE  ACADElrflCAL  YeAR  1804-55. 


I.    PROFESSIONAL   SCHOOLS. 

1.  Divinity  School. 

The  Divimty  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Rev.  Con  vers  Francis,  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Pulpit 
Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care ;  and  the  Rev.  George  R. 
Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental Languages,  and  Dexter  Lecturer  on  Sacred  Literature. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies 
three  years.  The  School  consists  of  three  Classes ;  the  Jun- 
ior, Mddle,  and  Senior. 

Each  Professor  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the  Classes 
through  the  year.  The  course  of  instruction  is  divided  be- 
tween them  as  follows.  To  the  Parkman  Professor  are  allotted 
the  branches  of  Natural  Religion,  Christian  Ethics  and  Prac- 
tical Divinity,  Ecclesiastical  History,  Church  Polity,  the  Com- 
position and  Delivery  of  Sermons,  and  the  Duties  of  the  Pas- 
toral Office.  To  the  Hancock  Professor,  the  Evidences  of 
Christianity,  Dogmatic  Theology,  the  Principles  of  Criticism 
and  Interpretation,  the  Criticism  and  Interpretation  of  the  Old 
and  the  New  Testaments,  and  the  Hebrew  Language. 
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The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  preach  on  Sunday  evening 
during  part  of  the  year  in  one  of  the  churches  of  this  city. 
There  is  also  a  weekly  exercise  in  extemporaneous  speaking, 
attended  by  the  whole  School. 

The  present  number  of  students  (December,  1855)  is  16. 


2.  Law  School. 

The  Law  School  has  remained,  during  the  year  1854  -  55, 
under  the  superintendence  of  Joel  Parker,  LL.D.,  Royall  Pro- 
fessor of  Law,  and  Theophilus  Parsons,  LL.D.,  Dane  Professor 
of  Law. 

The  Royall  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Agency, 
Corporations,  the  Law  of  Real  Property,  Pleading  and  Prac- 
tice, and  Equity  Jurisprudence  and  Pleading. 

The  Dane  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Bhickstone's 
Commentaries,  Kent's  ComiAentaries,  the  Law  of  Evidence, 
the  Law  of  Contracts,  and  the  Law  of  Slipping  and  Admiralty. 

Emory  Washburn,  LL.D.,  University  Lecturer,  has  deliv- 
ered Lectures  upon  the  Law  of  Wills,  and  Administration, 
the  Law  of  the  Domestic  Relations,  Criminal  Law,  Bankruptcy 
and  Ldsolvency,  and  the  Law  of  Real  Property. 

No  important  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  exercises,  or  in  the  condition  of  the  School,  since 
the  last  Report  Ten  Lectures  are  delivered  in  each  week,  and 
in  the  course  of  each  Lecture  such  examinations  are  made,  by 
inquiry  of  the  students  as  to  points  and  cases  presented  to  them 
in  relation  to  the  subject-matter  of  the  Lecture,  as  is  thought 
best  We  repeat,  that  longer  experience  has  more  firmly  con- 
vinced the  Faculty  that  no  other  mode  of  examination  would 
be  so  well  adaptea  to  the  wants  of  the  School 

Two  Moot  Courts  are  held  each  week,  each  court  by  one 
of  the  Professors  or  by  the  Lecturer.  The  attendance  upon 
them,  and  the  interest  taken  in  them,  appears  to  increase  from 
year  to  year;  and  their  great  utility,  not  only  to  the  stu- 
dents engaged  as  counsel,  but  to  all  who  attend,  and  espe- 
cially to  those  who  profit  by  the  opportunities  they  ofier  to 
learn  to  take  notes  with  accuracy  and  fidelity,  is  not  doubt- 
ed either  by  the  Faculty  or  by  the  students. 

The  Clubs  of  the  stadents  for  discussion  and  debate,  and 
the  argument  of  cases,  have  every  facility  and  encouragement 
ofifered  them  by  the  Faculty,  and  have  been  numerous,  and 
carried  on  with  great  energy  and  success. 

The  prizes  for  Dissertations  have  been  given  as  before  ;  and 
again  the  committee  for  awarding  them  have  expressed  very 
strong  approbation  of  the  essays  offered. 
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The  average  number  of  stadents  attending  in  the  course  of 
the  year  was  about  one  hundred  and  twentjr*fiye.  They  came 
from  twenty-seyen  of  the  United  States,  the  Oregon  Terri- 
tory, the  District  of  Columbia,  and  from  Nova  Scotia. 

Tlie  degree  of  LL.B.  was  conferred  at  Commencement  upon 
fifty-^ight  students. 


3.  Medical  School. 

This  School  was  under  the  supeifntendence  of 

Jacob  Bigelow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Materia  Medica,  and 
Lecturer  on  Clinical  MecQcine ; 

D.  Humphreys  Storer,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Midwifery  and 
Medical  Jurisprudence ; 

J.  B.  S.  Jackson,  M.D.,  Shattuck  Professor  of  Morbid  Anat- 
omy; 

Morrill  Wyman,  M.D.,  Adjunct  Hersey  Professor  of  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic  ; 

Oliver  W.  Hohnes,  M.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Anatomy 
and  Physiology ; 

Henry  J.  Sigelow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Surgery ; 

Jomah  P.  Cooke,  A.M.,  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

The  Medical  School  was  conducted  by  the  above-named  Pro- 
fessors, at  the  Medical  College  in  North  Grove  Street,  Boston. 
The  instruction  was  ^ven  by  courses  of  Lectures,  delivered  by 
the  several  Professors.  The  Lectures  begin  annually  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  November,  and  continue  four  months,  or 
seventeen  weeks.  The  students  also  attend  the  practice  of 
the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  Lectures  ^ven  in  the  respective  courses 
is  as  follows:  — 

Dr.  J.  Bigelow  gave  about  neventy-eight  Lectures. 

Dr.  Storer  gave  tMriff-two  Lectures. 

Dr.  Jackson  gave  twenty  Lectures. 

Dr.  Wyman  gave  five  Lectures  a  week. 

Dr.  Holmes  gave  eighty  Lectures  on  Anatomy  and  Physiol- 
ogy, and  ten  Demonstrations,  or  more,  in  Microscopic  Anatomy. 

Dr.  H.  J.  Bigelow  gave  forty-eight  Lectures,  besides  twelve 
clinical  visits  at  the  Hospital. 

Professor  Cooke  gave  three  Lectures  a  week. 

The  number  of  students  attending  Medical  Lectures  in  the 
session  of  1854-55  was  104. 

The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusivelv  to  Medical  Stu- 
dents, Undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 
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4.  Lawbence  Scientific  School. 

This  institution  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

William  C.  Bond,  A.M.,  Director  of  the  Observatory ; 

Louis  Agassiz,  LL.D.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Zoology  and 
Geology ; 

Bemamin  Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy 
and  Mathematics ; 

Asa  Gray,  M.D.,  Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History ; 

Joseph  Levering,  A.M.,  Hollis  Professor  of  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy ; 

JeflFries  Wyman,  M.I).,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy  ; 

Henry  L.  Eustis,  A.M.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Engineering ; 

Eben  Norton  Horsford,  A.M.,  Rumford  Professor,  and  Lec- 
turer on  the  Application  of  the  Sciences  to  the  Useful  Arts, 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty ; 

George  P.  Bond,  A.B.,  Assistant  Observer  ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  Erving  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Min- 
eralogy. 

The  course  of  instruction  embraced  the  use  of  astronomical 
instruments ;  systematic  practical  exercises  in  the  several  Labo- 
ratories of  Professors  Agassiz,  Wyman,  Gray,  and  Horsford ; 
instruction  in  Engineering  under  the  direction  of  Professor 
Eustis;  occasional  excursions  to  localities  and  manufacturing 
establishments  of  scientific  interest  in  the  neighborhood ;  reci- 
tations ;   and  Lectures. 

The  Lectures  have  been  as  follows :  — 

On  Geology,  and  on  the  Structure  and  Classification  of  the 
Animal  Kingdom,  by  Professor  Agassiz,  between  forty  and 
forty-five  Lectures  each  Term.  Scientific  excursions  were 
made  about  once  a  fortnight. 

On  the  Difierential  Calculus,  twice  a  week,  thirty  Lectures ; 
and  on  Analytical  Mechanics,  three  times  a  week,  forty-five 
Lectures,  by  Professor  Peirce. 

On  Electrostatics  and  Electronlynamics,  forty  Lectures,  by 
Professor  Levering. 

Thirty  Lectures  on  Comparative  Physiology,  illustrated  by 
dissections  and  microscopic  observations,  by  Professor  Wyman. 

The  Lectures  were  attended  by  members  of  the  Scientific 
and  Law  Schools,  and  by  the  Undergraduates. 

The  number  of  Special  Students  in  all  branches  of  science 
was  seventy-seven,  exclusive  of  the  members  of  the  other  Pro- 
fessional Schools,  and  of  the  Undergraduates,  who  attended 
the  Scientific  Lectures. 
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II.    ACADEMICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  Religious  Instruction. 

Insiaruction  in  the  Evidences  of  Natural  and  Revealed  Relig- 
ion, formerly  given  by  the  Hollis  Professor  of  Divinity,  was 
assigned  to  the  President.  During  the  First  Term  of  the  last 
year,  he  heard  the  Freshman  Class  in  Paley's  Natural  The- 
ology ;  daring  the  Second  Term,  he  heard  the  Senior  Class 
in  Butler's  Analogy. 

The  Rev.  Convers  Francis,  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of 
Pulpit  Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care,  and  the  Rev.  George 
R.  Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental I^guages,  conducted  the  morning  and  evening  service  of 
the  Chapel.  They  also,  in  conjunction  with  the  President,  sup- 
plied the  pulpit  of  the  Chapel  on  Sundays. 

At  present  one  hundred  and  sixteen  students  have  leave 
of  absence  from  Cambridge  to  pass  Sunday  at  home ;  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six  attend  worship  in  the  College  Chapel  ; 
seventy-three  attend  other  churches  in  Cambridge. 


2.  Philosophy. 

The  means  of  instruction  in  this  Department  are  recitations, 
familiarly  illustrated  at  the  time  by  the  Professor,  public  Lec- 
tures, and  written  forensic  exercises. 

During  the  last  Academic  Tear,  the  Department  was  under 
the  care  of  Francis  Bowen,  A.M.,  Alford  Professor.  During 
the  First  Term,  the  Junior  Class  recited  three  times  a  week 
in  Reid's  Essays  on  the  Intellectual  Powers  of  Man.  The 
Senior  Class  recited  three  times  a  week  in  Stewart's  Active 
and  Moral  Powers,  and  McCuUoch's  Principles  of  Political 
Economy. 

During  the  Second  Term,  instruction  was  given,  as  before, 
to  the  Junior  Class  in  Intellectual  and  Moral  Philosophy ;  to 
the  Senior  Class  in  Political  Economy  and  Constitutional  Law. 
The  Juniors  recited  three  times  a  week,  the  text-books  being 
Bowen's  Lowell  Lectures  and  Walker's  edition  of  Stewart  on 
the  Active  and  Moral  Powers.  The  Seniors  recited  three 
times  each  week,  the  text-books  being  McCulloch's  Political 
Economy,  the  Federalist,  and  Documents  of  the  Constitution. 
Both  classes  recited  in  divisions,  so  that  each  recitation  occu- 
pied two  hours.

Foreiudcs  were  read,  throughout  the  year,  every  Thursday 
afternoon,  by  the  Seniors  and  Juniors  alternately,  half  of  one 
of  these  Classes  attending  each  week. 

Two  courses  of  Lectures,  one  on  Political  Economy,  and  the 
other  on  Constitutional  History  and  Law,  were  delivered  to 
the  Senior  Class  in  the  Second  Term. 


3.  Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  Francb 
J.  Child,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  assisted 
in  the  teaching  of  Elocution  by  James  Jennison,  A.M. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  was  ^ven  to  the  three  upper 
Classes,  by  exercises  in  Reading,  Speaking,  and  English  Com- 
position, by  recitations  in  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  and  Logic,  and 
by  Lectures. 

The  Sophomores  recited  twice  a  week  from  Vernon's  Anglo- 
Saxon  Guide  and  Latham's  English  Grammar,  during  the 
First  Term. 

One  fourth  of  the  Class  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  criti- 
cal exercise  upon  them,  every  week  ihroughout  the  year. 

To  the  Juniors  insbnction  was  given  by  recitations,  three 
times  a  week,  during  the  Second  Term,  from  Whately's  Logic. 

They  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical  exercise  upon 
them,  once  in  four  weeks,  through  the  year. 

They  declaimed,  by  sections  of  nine,  every  week,  before  the 
Class  and  the  instructors. 

To  the  Seniors  instruction  was  given  by  exercises  in  Com- 
position, once  in  four  weeks.  Their  exercises  in  Speaking  oc- 
cupied a  like  time,  and  were  conducted  in  the  same  manner,  as 
those  of  the  Juniors.  They  also  attended  recitations  firom 
Whately's  Rhetoric  twice  a  week,  during  the  First  Term. 

During  the  first  Term  the  Senior  Class  attended  Lectures 
on  the  English  Language,  and  afterwards  read  selections  from 
Chaucer's  Canterbury  Tales. 

The  inspection  of  performances  for  Commencement  and 
other  Pubhc  Exhibitions  is  committed  to  this  Department. 

The  foregoing  statement  relates  to  the  duties  of  the  Pro- 
fessor. 

Li  addition  to  the  exercises  in  Declamation  already  menr 
tioned,  there  is  a  separate  course  of  instruction  in  Elocution, 
which  is  wholly  under  the  care  of  the  Instructor  in  Elocution. 

Nine  Semors  and  nine  Juniors  attended  him  every  week 
in  an  exercise  preparatory  to  the  weekly  Declamation  of 
their  respective  Classes. 
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The  Sophomores  attended  him  once  every  week,  during 
the  year. 

He  superintended  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the 
Public  Exhibitions  of  the  year;  the  final  rehearsal  for  each 
being  also  attended  by  the  Professor. 


4.  History. 

Instruction  was  ^yen  in  this  Department,  during  the  last 
year,  by  James  Jenxuson,  A.M.,  Tutor  in  History  ;  in  the 
First  Term,  to  the  Junior  Class,  and  in  the  Second  Term,  to 
the  Senior  and  Freshman  Classes.  The  Junior  Class  had  two 
recitations  a  week  in  the  History  of  the  Fall  of  the  Roman 
Empire,  by  Sismondi.  The  Freshman  Class  recited  also  twice 
a  week  from  Smith's  History  of  Greece.  Guizot's  History  of 
the  Origin  of  Bepresentative  Government  in  Europe  was  the 
text-book  of  the  Seniors,  in  which  they  had  three  recitations 
a  week.  Each  Class  passed  the  usual  Examination  at  the  end 
of  the  Term. 


6.  Latin. 

During  the  past  year  this  Department  was  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  George  M.  Lane,  University  Professor  of  Latin, 
assisted  by  Regmtdd  H.  Chase,  A.B.,  Tutor.  The  instruction 
of  the  three  higher  Classes  was  conducted  by  Professor  Lane, 
that  of  the  Freshman  Class  by  the  Tutor. 

Listruction  was  given  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Lincoln's 
Selections  fi^m  Livy,  the  Odes  of  Horace,  Cicero's  Tusculan 
Disputations,  and  in  writing  Latin. 

To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Brutus  of  Cicero  and  the 
Satires  of  Horace,  one  hour  every  month  being  devoted  to 
writing  Latin. 

To  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Annals  of  Tacitus,  Book  I>lrst, 
and  the  Satires  of  Juvenal,  and  in  writing  Latin  prose  and 
verse  once  a  fortnight. 

To  the  Seniors,  in  the  Episties  of  Horace  and  the  Fourth 
Oration  of  Cicero  against  Yerres,  and  in  writing  Latin  prose 
once  a  fortnight. 

In  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Classes  the  Latin  was  a 
reqmred  study. 

The  number  of  the  Juniors  who  elected  the  Latin  was  forty- 
seven  ;  the  number  of  the  Seniors  was  twenty-three. 
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6.  Greek. 

The  Greek  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Cornelius 
Conway  Felton,  LL.D.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek  Literature, 
and  Evangelinus  A.  Sophocles,  A.M.,  Tutor  in  Greek. 

The  Freshman  Class  were  instructed  by  the  Greek  Tutor. 
They  were  divided  into  three  Alphabetical  Sections.  The 
text-books  during  the  First  Term  were  the  Alcestis  of  Euripi- 
des, and  Homer's  Odyssey  (three  books) ;  during  the  Second 
Term  the  Odyssey  (eight  books).  There  were  five  recitations 
a  week. 

The  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors  were  instructed*  by 
the  Professor. 

The  Sophomores  were  divided  into  two  Alphabetical  Sec- 
tions, each  reciting  three  times  a  week.  The  text-books  were 
the  Seven  against  Thebes  of  iEschylus,  and  the  Panegyricus  of 
Isocratcs,  during  the  First  Term,  and  the  Clouds  and  Birds  of 
Aristophanes,  during  the  Second  Term. 

The  number  of  Jimiors  who  elected  the  Greek  was  twenty- 
eight.  The  text-books  were  the  Antigone  of  Sophocles,  and 
the  Philippics  of  Demosthenes,  for  the  First  Term,  and  iBschi- 
nes  contra  Ctesiphontem,  for  the  Second. 

The  number  of  Seniors  who  elected  the  Greek  was  twenty- 
four.  The  text-bopks  were  ^schines  contra  Ctesiphontem,  for 
the  Urst  Term,  and  Demosthenes  de  Corona,  for  the  Second. 

Every  member  of  each  of  these  Classes  wrote  exercises 
equivalent  to  one  in  each  month,  except  the  Seniors,  in  the 
Second  Term. 

The  Seniors,  Juniors,  and  Sophomores  attended  three  exei^ 
cises  each  week.  The  Professor  also  delivered  a  course  of 
public  Lectures  to  the  Junior  Class,  on  Greek  Literature,  one 
lecture  being  delivered  each  week. 


7.  Hebrew. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev. 
George  R.  Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and 
other  Oriental  Languages ;  being  conducted  by  recitations  and 
oral  instruction,  given  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class  three 
times  each  week,  during  the  year.  Attendance  on  this  branch 
is  optional. 
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8.    MODEBN  LaNGUAGBS. 

This  Department  is  under  the  superintendence  of  James  B. 
Lowell,  A.M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish 
Languages,  and  Professor  of  the  Belles-Lettres.  There  are 
in  the  Department  four  Listructors:  Bernard  Bolker,  A.M., 
Listructor  in  German  ;  M.  Emile  Amoult,  Instructor  in 
French ;  Santiago  Cancio-Bello,.LL.B.,  Listructor  in  Spanish ; 
and  Mr.  Lui^  Monti,  Instructor  in  Italian. 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  Department  are,  —  1.  All 
the  Modem  Languages  are  optional,  excepting  French.  2.  A 
student  commencing  the  study  of  any  language  is  not  permitted 
to  leave  it  before  the  close  of  the  year.  3.  The  students  are 
formed  into  Sections,  ^d  are  carried  forward  according  to  their 
proficiency,  without  reference  to  Glasses.  4.  The  day^  of  in- 
struction are  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

The  French  Language  was  taught  to  the  whole  Sophomore 
Class.  The  Glass  was  divided  in{o  three  Sections,  two  of  which 
pursued  nearly  the  same  studies,  not  having  any  previous 
knowledge  of  &ie  language.  The  third  Section  was  composed 
of  such  students  as  had  already  studied  French.  One  hour  a 
day,  three  days  in  the  week,  throughout  the  year,  was  devoted 
by  tiie  Instructor  to  each  Section.  The  instruction  was  given 
by  tomslation  from  text-books,  written  exercises,  and  practice 
in  speaking  at  each  recitation. 

The  Crerman  Language^  being  an  optional  study,  is  confined 
to  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes.  The  whole  number  of  stu- 
dents attending  the  German  was  ninety-eight,  of  whom  forty- 
one  belonged  to  the  Senior  Glass  and  fifby-seven  to  the  Junior. 
They  attended  the  instructor  three  times  a  week  during  the 
year,  in  two  divisions.  Besides  translating  from  German  into 
English  from  text-books,  the  students  wrote  exercises  from 
English  into  German  for  each  recitation,  making  three  written 
exercises  a  week  for  each  student,  which  were  corrected,  and 
then  recited  orally. 

The  number  of  students  who  attended  the  Instructor  in  the 
Spanish  Language  was  seventeen  fit)m  the  Senior  Glass,  and 
twenty-nine  from  tiie  Junior  Glass.  They  were  divided  into 
two  Sections,  each  of  which  recited  to  the  Instructor  three 
times  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Two  hours  were  also  de- 
voted weekly  by  the  Instructor  to  correcting  written  exercises. 

Students  of  the  Senior  Class  only  elect  the  Italian  Language, 
Thirty-six  chose  this  study,  and  attended  the  teacher  in  that 
Department  three  times  a  week  during  the  year.  The  instruc- 
tion  was  ^ven  by  translation  from  textbook^,  written  exerciees, 
and  practice  in  speaking. 
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The  number  of  those  who  stadied  the  Modern  Languages 
was,  in  French,  75 ;  German,  98 ;  Spanish,  46 ;  Italian,  36 ; 
total,  255. 


9.  Mathematics. 

Instmction  in  this  Department  was  conducted  by  Benjamin 
Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy  and  Mathe- 
matics, and  Charles  W.  Eliot,  A.B.,  and  James  Mills  Peirce, 
A.B.,  Tutors. 

Instruction  in  the  Freshman  year  was  by  recitations  from 
Peirce's  Geometry,  which  was  complete!^  in  the  First  Term. 
Peirce's  Trigonometry  occupied  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Instruction  was  continued,  in  the  Sophomore  year,  by  reci- 
tations in  Peirce's  Algebra  and  Peirce's  Analytical  Geome- 
try ;  and  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years,  by  Instruction  in  the 
Ima^ary,  Integral,  and  Residual  Calculuses,  and  in  the  Math- 
ematical Theory  of  Mechanics  and  Astronomy. 

The  Freshman  Class  were  heard  in  four  Sections,  on  four 
days  of  the  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday,  and  Saturday, 
through  the  year. 

The  Sophomore  Class  were  heard  in  four  Sections,  three  days 
in  the  week,  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays,  through 
the  year. 


10.  Physics. 

During  the  past  Academical  Year,  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment was  conducted  by  Joseph  Lovering,  A.M.,  HoUis 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natiural  Philosophy. 

The  Senior  Class  attended  recitations  three  times  a  week 
during  the  First  Term,  and  read  and  reviewed  Optics  in  Lard- 
ner's  Natural  Philosophy.  This  Class  was  examined  at  the 
end  of  the  Furst  Term. 

The  Junior  Class  attended  recitations  three  times  a  week 
during  the  First  and  Second  Terms  ;  and  read  Herschel's 
Outlines  of  Astronomy,  and  the  parts  on  Heat,  Electricity, 
Magnetism,  and  Elecbro-Magnetism  in  Lardner's  Course  of 
Natural  Philosophy.  This  Class  was  examined  at  the  end  of 
each  Term. 

Each  Class  was  divided  into  two  Diviaons ;  and  each  Divis- 
ion remained  with  the  instructor  one  hour  at  every  exercise. 

The  Senior  and  Junior  Classes  attended  the  usual  course  of 
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Lectures  on  Physics  and  Experimental  Philosophy.  This 
course,  which  extends  through  two  years,  consists  of  about 
sixty  Lectures  of  one  hour  each;  or  two  Lectures  to  each  Class 
for  every  week  of  the  last  Term. 


11.    CitEMISTRY  AND  MiNERALOOT. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Josiah  P. 
Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor.  During  the  First  Term,  the 
Sophomore  Class  recited  twice  a  week,  from  the  first  half  of 
StSckhardt's  Elements  of  Chemistry,  and  attended  twenty 
Experimental  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry  of  the  Non-Metallic 
Elements.  During  the  Second  Term  the  same  Class  recited 
twice  a  week,  fi^m  the  remainder  of  the  same  book,  and 
attended  a  course  of  twenty  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry  of  the 
Metallic  Elements.  A  section  of  this  class  also  attended  an 
extended  course  of  Lectures  on  the  Practice  of  Chemical 
Analyous. 

During  the  first  Term,  those  members  of  the  Senior  Class 
who  elected  Mineralogy  as  an  extra  study  attended  a  course 
of  over  twenty  Lectures  on  Descriptive  Mineralogy.  This 
course  was  ^ven  at  the  Mineral  Cabinet,  being  connected  with 
the  study  of  specimens. 


12.    ZOOLOQT  AND  BOTANY. 

This  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Asa  Gray,  M.D., 
Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History. 

Throughout  the  first  Term,  the  whole  Junior  Class  were 
instructed  in  Vegetable  Phvsiology,  by  recitations ;  completing 
the  course  of  study  which  had  been  commenced  in  the  Second 
Term  of  the  Sophomore  year.  These  exercises  were  attended 
by  the  Class  once  a  week,  namely,  on  Tuesday  afternoons, 
in  two  Sections,  each  recitation  occupying  an  hour. 

Throughout  the  Second  Term  the  whole  Sophomore  Class 
were  instructed  in  Vegetable  Physiology,  by  recitations  from 
Gray's  Botanical  Text-Book,  with  informal  Lectures.  These 
exercises  were  attended  by  the  Class,  in  two  Sections,  twice  a 
week,  namely,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings ;  each  recita- 
tion occupying  an  hour. 

A  course  of  Lectures  on  Vegetation  and  the  offices  it  sub- 
serves, and  on  Systematic  Botany,  connsting  of  two  Lectures 
per  week  from  the  first  of  April  to  the  end  of  the  Term,  was 
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delivered  to  those  students  of  the  Junior  Class  who  elected  the 
study.  The  average  attendance  was  about  thirty.  From  the 
middle  of  May  to  the  end  of  the  Term,  private  lessons  were 
^ven  by  the  Professor,  four  times  a  week,  at  the  Botanic  Gar^ 
den,  to  twelve  members  of  the  Class,  who  chose  to  avul  them- 
selves of  the  privilege,  and  to  three  members  of  the  Senior 
Class.

TREASURER'S   STATEMENT. 


TREASUBER'S  STATEMENT. 


The  Treasurer  of  Harvard  College  herewith  submits 
the  statement  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  that  institution 
for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1855.  He  is  happy  to 
state  that  the  expenditures  have  fallen  a  little  short  of 
the  receipts,  after  carrying  to  the  credit  of  the  accumu- 
lating funds  the  interest  due  to  them.  The  only  change 
of  any  moment  in  the  investment  of  the  property  is  the 
terminating  the  policy  in  the  Massachusetts  Hospital 
Life  Insurance  Office,  for  some  twenty-five  thousand 
doUars,  which  has  been  so  placed,  on  adequate  security, 
that  it  may  be  drawn  upon  as  it  may  be  wanted  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  Chapel.  The  largest  accession  to  the 
property  of  the  College  during  the  year  has  been  the 
Manufacturing  Stocks,  valued  at  fifty  thousand  three 
himdred  and  seventy  dollars,  which  have  been  given  to 
the  CoUege  by  the  trustees  under  the  will  of  the  late 
Samuel  Appleton,  to  furnish  the  means  to  erect  a  suit- 
able Chapel,  an  accommodation  for  which  there  is  a 
pressing  and  growing  necessity.  This  munificent  dona- 
tion is  of  the  very  highest  importance  to  the  best  inter- 


ests  of  the  College  and  the  community,  and  deserves  the 
grateful  acknowledgments  of  all  its  friends. 

A  communication  has  heen  received  from  the  execu- 
tors of  the  late  James  Brown,  informing  the  Corpora- 
tion of  a  bequest  in  his  will  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  expended  by  his  executors  in  the  purchase  of  books 
relating  to  Natural  History  for  the  Public  Library  of 
the  University,  —  a  noble  gift  from  onr3  whose  life  was 
an  exemplification  of  the  noblest  qualities  of  the  mind 
and  heart. 

The  late  Samuel  B.  Walcott,  always  a  firm  friend  of 
Harvard,  has  bestowed  his  dying  blessing  upon  her  in 
giving  bonds  for  two  thousand  dollars  of  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Beading  Railroad  Company,  to  found  two 
scholarships  in  the  University  when  that  sum  shall 
have  been  raised  by  the  accumulation  of  interest  to 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

The  Class  of  1836  have,  during  the  past  year,  in- 
creased their  fund  for  a  Scholarship  by  the  addition  of 
four  hundred  and  ninety  dollars. 

By  the  death  of  the  daughter  of  the  late  Count  Rum- 
ford,  the  income  of  another  inscription  in  the  funds 
of  the  French  government  will  come  to  the  College, 
amounting  to  about  four  hundred  dollars  annually. 

The  Public  Library  has  been  enriched  by  a  donation 
of  all  the  publications  of  the  American  Sunday  School 
Union,  numbering  more  than  nine  hundred  volumes, 
a  donation  acceptable  as  showing  the  good-will  of  the 
government  of  that  Society,  as  well  as  for  its  intrinsic 
value. 

Mrs.  Susan  J.  Davis  has  presented  to  the  Library  all 
the  works  pertaining  to  classical  literature  belonging  to 


her  late  sod,  Thomas  Kemper  Davis,  well  known  in  his 
earlier  years  as  an  enthusiastic  student  of  the  ancient 
classical  languages. 

Two  very  valuable  portraits,  by  Copley,  of  Bev.  Dr. 
Nathaniel  Appleton  and  his  wife,  have  been  deposited 
in  the  gallery  of  Harvard  Hall  by  J.  J.  Appleton,  Esq., 
their  descendant  Dr.  Appleton  was  an  eminent  clergy- 
man of  Cambridge,  and  in  his  day  closely  connected  with 
the  College. 

A  very  liberal  donation  has  been  made  to  the  College 
for  the  advancement  of  the  Observatory  department, 
being  the  fulfilment  of  a  conditional  bequest  of  the 
Hon.  Josiah  Quincy,  Jr.,  of  Bevolutionary  memory,  of 
two  thousand  pounds  sterling  to  the  College.  The  con- 
dition having  failed,  the  bequest  was  of  course  annulled, 
but  the  present  representative  of  that  honored  name 
was  fmwilling  that  his  father's  purpose  should  fail  of 
accomplishment,  and  has  provided  for  the  payment,  in 
the  name  of  his  father,  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  publication  of  the  Annals  of  the 
Observatory,  and  has  already  engaged  to  furnish  eigh- 
teen hundred  dollars  for  the  cost  of  the  first  half- 
volume,  which  has  been  issued  from  the  press.  The 
Treasurer  feels  restrained  from  doing  more  than  simply 
stating  the  facts  in  this  case,  so  as  to  make  them  intel- 
ligible, by  the  earnest  request  of  the  immediate  instru- 
ment of  this  bounty  that  his  name  may  never  be  men- 
tioned in  connection  with  it

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REPORT. 


To  THE  HoifORABLB  AND  BeYBBEND, 

The  Oybbsbebs  of  Habvabd  College. 

The  undersigned  respectfully '  submits  his  fourth. 
Annual  Eeport  on  the  condition  and  prospects  of 
the  several  departments  of  the  University. 

In  the  Academical  Department  the  classes  have 
become  so  large  as  to  make  it  necessary  to  divide 
them  for  Recitation,  in  most  of  the  studies,  into  more 
sections  than  formerly.  This  has  added  materially 
to  the  work  of  instruction,  and  has  been  provided  for 
partly  by  assigning  more  work  to  several  of  the  in- 
structors, and  partly  by  the  appointment  of  a  new 
Tutor  in  Greek  and  Latin  for  the  Sophomore  Class. 
William  W.  Goodwin,  P.  D.,  has  been  appointed  to 
the  new  tutorship,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  at  the 
commencement  of  the  present  academic  year. 

At  his  own  request,  and  for  reasons  satisfactory  to 
the  Medical  Faculty  and  the  Corporation,  the  Erving 
Professor  of  Chemistry  has  been  released  from  the 
duty  of  delivering  Lectures  at  the  Medical  College 
in  Boston.    At  the  same  time,  the  amount  of  instruct 


tion  given  by  him  to  the  Undergraduates  has  been 
largely  increased. 

The  long  vacant  Professorship  of  History  has  been 
filled  by  the  appointment  of  Henry  W.  Torrey,  A.  M. 
He  is  now  travelling  in  Europe,  on  leave  of  absence, 
so  that  the  whole  instruction  in  this  branch  is  still 
given,  as  in  preceding  years,  by  the  Tutor. 

The  department  of  Modem  Languages  has  passed 
under  the  care  of  Professor  Lowell.  Mr.  Rolker  has 
resigned  the  office  of  Instructor  in  Grerman,  after 
having  filled  it  with  ability  and  success  for  eighteen 
years;  and  Mr.  George  A.  Schmitt  has  been  ap- 
pointed his  successor.  This  appointment  will  be  r 
submitted  at  the  earliest  opportunity  to  the  Over- 
seers for  their  approval.  By  a  new  arrangement, 
commencing  with  the  present  academic  year,  the 
French  is  no  longer  a  required  study  in  the  Sopho- 
more Class,  but  is  made  either  an  extra  or  an  elec- 
tive study  in  the  Sophomore  and  Junior  Classes, 
being  put  in  this  respect  on  a  like  footing  with  the 
other  modem  languages.  This  is  not  an  innovation, 
but  a  return  to  the  original  plan. 

John  Noble,  A.  B.,  and  Joseph  C.  Heywood,  A.  B., 
have  been  appointed  Proctors  in  place  of  Mr.  Can- 
field  and  Mr.  Hobbs,  who  resigned  at  the  close  of 
the  last  Term. 

In  accordance  with  the  modification  recently  intro- 
duced into  the  Statutes  and  Laws  of  the  College 
respecting  daily  prayers  in  the  Chapel,  the  evening 


service  has  been  discontinued.  At  the  same  time, 
measures  have  been  taken  to  give  greater  interest 
and  effect  to  the  morning  service,  especially  by  the 
introduction  of  singing.  Not  a  doubt  is  believed  to 
exist,  among  those  acquainted  with  the  facts,  as  to 
the  wisdom  of  this  change,  whether  regard  be  had 
to  discipline,  or  to  religion  itself.  The  apprehension 
entertained  by  some,  that  evil  would  arise,  especially 
in  the  winter  months,  from  not  calling  the  students 
together  at  a  sufficiently  late  hour  in  the  afternoon, 
has  been  more  than  obviated  by  the  introduction  of 
gas-light  into  the  recitation-rooms.  In  winter,  ac- 
cording to  the  present  plan,  the  Classes  are  engaged 
in  recitation  an  hour  and  a  half  later  than  the  time 
of  evening  prayers  as  formerly  attended.  Gas-light 
has  also  been  introduced,  by  way  of  experiment,  into 
Holworthy  Hall,  at  the  xmanimous  request  of  the 
occupants  of  that  building. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Ward  Nicholas  Boylston, 
a  bequest  was  made  to  the^  President  and  Fellows  of 
Harvard  College,  to  constitute  part  of  an  accumulat- 
ing fund;  the  whole  to  be  held  on  the  condition, 
that,  when  it  should  amount  to  thirty-five  thousand 
dollars,  a  building  should  be  erected  of  stone,  with 
proper  securities  against  fire,  containing  an  Anatom- 
ical Museum  and  a  Chemical  Laboratory.  At  pres- 
ent, according  to  the  Treasurer's  Statement,  this  fund 
amounts  to  a  little  less  than  twenty-three  thousand 
dollars;   but  as  subscriptions  have  been  obtained 
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which  will  raise  it  to  ahout  forty  thousand  dollars^  it 
is  proposed  to  go  on  with  the  building  without  fur- 
ther delay.  This  step  is  the  more  necessary  and  ur- 
gent, because  the  space  now  occupied  by  the  Chemi- 
cal Department  in  University  Hall  is  needed  for 
additional  recitation-rooms,  and  because  the  labo- 
ratory which  has  been  temporarily  fitted  up  in  that 
building  is  neither  convenient  nor  safa 

Mr.  Thomas  Lee,  besides  contributing  liberally  to 
the  fund  just  mentioned,  has  given  ten  thousand 
dollars,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  added  to  the 
present  salary  of  the  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy. 

Two  additions  have  been  made  to  the  foundation 
of  the  Flummer  Professorship ;  one,  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars,  from  an  unknown  benefactor,  and  the 
other,  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  from  the  Treas- 
urer, being  that  portion  of  his  salary  not  otherwise 
expended  for  the  benefit  of  the  Colk^. 

To  encourage  the  study  of  Mathematics,  Mr.  Uriah 
A.  Boyden  has  given  the  aum  of  five  hundred  dollars^ 
to  be  awarded  in  two  prizes^  one  of  three  hundred 
dollars,  and  the  other  of  two  hundred  dollars,  to  the 
two  pupils  in  the  University  who  shall  have  acquired 
the  greatest  skill  in  that  science  at  the  next  Com- 
mencement 

Meanwhile  Professor  Cooke  has  raised  by  subscrip- 
tion among  the  friends  of  the  College  about  two 
thousand  doUars  for  mcreasing  the  Minerological 
Cabinet ;  and  in  the  same  manin^,  FroaGessor  Gray, 


with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Jacob  Bigelow,  has  raised 
a  sum  sufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  and  handsome  fence  round  the 
Botanic  Garden. 

The  pressing  need  of  additional  instruction  in  the 
Divinity  School,  so  often  mentioned  in  former  Re- 
ports, has  not  been  supplied ;  but  the  undersigned  is 
happy  in  being  able  to  announce  that  a  movement  is 
on  foot  having  this  object  in  view,  which  will  prob- 
ably be  successful.  In  the  mean  time  an  important 
accession  has  been  made  to  the  Theological  Library, 
by  the  purchase  of  the  library  of  the  late  Professor 
Lucke  of  Gottingen,  comprising  upwards  of  four 
thousand  volumes.  It  includes  Greek  and  Latin 
Classics,  editions  of  the  Fathers,  and  historical  and 
philosophical  works ;  but  it  is  especially  rich  in  the 
recent  German  contributions  to  dogmatic  and  exe- 
getical  theology.  The  whole  expense  has  been  de- 
frayed by  subscriptions  among  the  friends  of  the 
School,  —  twelve  hundred  dollars,  the  original  cost 
of  the  library,  having  been  contributed  by  Colonel 
Benjamin  Loring.  In  acknowledgment  of  this  liber- 
ality, the  collection,  being  deposited  in  a  separate 
apartment  of  Divinity  Hall,  will  bear  his  name. 

The  Law  School  is  still  resorted  to  by  students 
from  every  section,  and  from  almost  every  College,  in 
the  United  States.  Its  Faculty  has  been  strengthened, 
and  its  means  of  instruction  and  superintendence 
materially  extended,  during  the  past  year,  by  the  in-

stitation  of  a  third  professorship,  and  hy  the  appoint- 
ment of  ex-Governor  Washburn  to  the  new  chair. 

In  fulfilment  of  the  purpose  of  its  founder,  and 
of  the  just  expectations  of  the  community,  the  Law- 
rence Scientific  School  continues  to  afford  thorough 
practical  instruction,  under  the  best  facilities  and 
advantages,  in  Chemistry  and  Engineering.  At  the 
last  Commencement,  the  number  of  students  admitted 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  in  Science,  after  having 
passed  with  credit  a  severe  public  examination,  was 
greater  than  on  any  former  occasion.  The  geologi- 
cal and  zoological  collections  of  Professor  Agassiz 
are  constantly  accumulating;  but  as  there  is  no 
proper  or  safe  place  for  their  reception,  the  need  is 
more  and  more  felt  of  a  spacious  Museum  of  Natural 
History,  such  as  would  be  an  honor  to  the  country, 
reflect  distinction  on  the  University,  and  essentially 
promote  the  cause  of  science  throughout  the  world. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Observatory  has  been 
separated  from  the  Lawrence  Scientific  School,  and 
constituted  into  a  distinct  Department  of  the  Univer- 
sity, —  this  change  being  understood  to  be  acceptable 
to  all  the  parties  interested,  and  also  in  accordance 
with  the  declared  wishes  of  Mr.  Lawrence  himself. 
The  various  series  of  astronomical  observations  have 
been  carried  on  without  intermission.  The  first  vol- 
ume of  the  Annals  of  the  Observatory  has  been 
completed  by  the  publication  of  the  Introduction, 
containing  a  full  and  circumstantial  history  and  de- 


scription  of  the  institution.  The  materials  for  the 
first  part  of  the  second  volume  are  also  ready  for  the 
press.  In  the  new  wing  of  the  Observatory  building 
an  apartment  has  been  fitted  up  and  furnished,  at 
the  expense  of  the  College,  for  the  reception  of  the 
Phillips  Library.  For  several  reasons  connected 
with  science  and  public  utility,  it  is  necessary  that 
the  Observatory  should  be  connected  with  the  great 
centres  of  telegraphic  communication  in  Boston.  A 
new  and  shorter  line  of  connecting  wires  has  just  been 
secured,  which  promises  many  advantages  over  that 
hitherto  used. 

The  Erving  Professor  having  been  released  from 
the  duty  of  delivering  the  Chemical  Lectures  at  the 
Medical  School  in  Boston,  John  Bacon,  M.  D.,  and 
Charles  W.  Eliot,  A.  M.,  were  appointed  Chemical 
Lecturers  for  the  present  course.  Dr.  Morrill  Wy- 
man's  resignation  of  his  office  as  Adjunct  Hersey 
Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic  has 
been  accepted ;  but  with  the  understanding  that  he 
would  continue  to  give  such  portion  of  the  instruc- 
tion in  that  department  for  the  present  winter  as 
might  be  required.  Dr.  John  C.  Warren,  Professor 
of  Anatomy  and  Surgery  Emeritus,  died  on  the  4th 
of  last  May.  He  had  been  connected  with  the  Uni- 
versity, as  Adjunct  Professor,  Professor,  or  Professor 
Emeritus,  fi^r  the  almost  unprecedented  period  of 
half  a  century,  and  has  left  a  name  which  will  long 
be  held  in  honor  by  the  Alumni  and  Mends  of  the 
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Medical  School,  for  his  distinguished  ability  as  a  lec- 
turer, and  for  his  many  other  services  and  benefac- 
tions. 

The  College  has  sustained  another  loss  in  the 
death  of  Dr.  Harris,  the  Librarian.  It  took  place 
on  Wednesday,  January  16th,  after  he  had  fiUed  that 
responsible  office  for  twenty-five  years,  with  a  fidel- 
ity and  constancy  which  have  never  been  exceeded. 
John  Langdon  Sibley,  A.  M.,  has  been  appointed 
his  successor;  and  Ezra  Abbot,  A.  M.,  Assistant 
Librarian,  with  exclusive  authority  in  classifying 
and  cataloguing  the  books. 

As  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Corporation 
for  making  additions  to  the  Library  are  so  inconsid- 
erable, there  is  the  more  occasion  for  gratefully  ac- 
knowledging the  gifts  of  individuals  and  public 
bodies.  Among  these  benefactors  it  may  be  proper 
to  mention  Charles  Sanders,  Esquire,  to  whom  the 
College  is  indebted  for  the  magnificent  work  of  Lep- 
sius  on  Egypt,  and  Messrs.  Ticknor  and  Fields,  to 
whom  it  is  indebted  for  copies  of  their  numerous 
and  valuable  publications* 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  important  acces- 
sions ever  made  to  the  Library  consists  of  the  splen- 
did collection  of  books  bequeathed  to  the  College  by 
the  late  Dr.  Henry  W.  Wales.  It  contains  about 
fifteen  hundred  volumes,  mostly  on  philology,  and  in 
German,  Italian,  and  Oriental  literature,  all  selected 
with  the  greatest  judgment  and  care,  of  the  best  and 
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most  costly  editions,  and  sumptuously  bound.  It  is 
also  provided  in  the  will  of  this  munificent  patron  of 
learning,  that,  after  the  death  of  two  persons  men- 
tioned therein,  the  College  shall  come  into  the  pos- 
session of  forty  thousand  dollars  for  the  foundation 
of  a  Professorship  of  the  Sanscrit  Language  and 
Literature. 

A  communication  has  been  received  from  the  exec- 
utor of  the  will  of  the  late  Leonard  Jarvis,  Esquire, 
of  Baltimore,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  property 
•bequeathed  by  him  to  the  College  is  apprised  at 
twenty-two  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars,  and  is 
now  under  rent  for  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum, 

—  the  legacy  to  take  effect  after  the  demise  of  his 
widow.  It  adds  to  the  value  of  this  noble  bequest, 
that  no  conditions  are  annexed.  A  large  proportion 
of  the  gifts  and  legacies  to  the  College  have  the  effect 
to  augment,  instead  of  diminishing,  the  current  ex- 
penses to  be  paid  from  the  General  Fund. 

During  the  past  year,  three  important  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  College  collection  of  portraits ; 

—  an  original  portrait  of  Franklin  in  early  life,  the 
gift  of  the  late  Dr.  Warren ;  a  fine  copy  of  the  origi- 
nal portrait  of  Franklin  painted  by  Chamberlin  in 
1762,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Joshua  Bates  of  London;  and 
an  original  portrait  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Greenwood 
by  Hayward,  the  gift  of  Dr.  George  Hayward. 

The   plans   of  the  Appleton   Chapel  have  been 
adopted,  the  contracts  have  been  made,  and  the 
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building  has  been  commenced  and  carried  up  to  the 
floor,  with  the  understanding  that  it  will  be  com- 
pleted before  the  next  winter. 

In  looking  back  on  the  past  year,  the  undersigned 
is  happy  in  being  able  to  say  that  order  and  disci- 
pline have  been  maintained  throughout  the  Univer- 
sity with  less  frequent  resort  than  usual  to  severe 
measures.  For  evidence  of  the  continued  prosperity 
of  the  institution,  he  would  refer  to  the  increased 
number  of  its  students,  to  its  many  recent  bene&c- 
tors,  and  to  other  indications  of  the  public  oonfi-  * 
dence  and  favor.  The  details  respecting  the  work 
done  by  the  several  instructors,  and  the  order  and 
distribution  of  the  studies,  are  given  in  the  Appendix. 

The  undersigned  cannot  conclude  his  Report  with- 
out allusion  to  the  recent  lamented  death  of  the  Hon. 
Samuel  Hoar,  a  distinguished  and  justly  influential 
member  of  this  Board,  —  venerable  alike  for  his  age 
and  his  virtues,  —  a  devoted  friend  to  the  College, 
which  he  has  been  able  to  serve  in  a  thousand  ways 
by  the  wisdom  of  his  counsels  and  the  weight  of  his 
character.

SUED  IN  THE  SEVERAL  DEPARTMENTS   OF  THE  UnIVERSITT 
DURING  THE  ACADEMICAL  YeAR  1855-56. 


I.    PROFESSIONAL  SCHOOLS. 
1.  Divinity  School. 

The  Divinity  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Rev.  Convers  Francis,  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Pulpit 
Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care;  and  the  Rev.  George  K. 
Nojes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental Languages,  and  Dexter  Lecturer  on  Sacred  Literature. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies 
three  years.  The  School  consists  of  three  Classes ;  the  Jun- 
ior, Middle,  and  Senior. 

Each  Professor  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the  Classes 
through  the  year.  The  course  of  instruction  is  divided  be- 
tween them  as  follows.  To  the  Parkman  Professor  are  allotted 
the  branches  of  Natural  Religion,  Christian  Ethics  and  Prac- 
tical Divinity,  Ecclesiastical  History,  Church  Polity,  the  Com- 
position and  Delivery  of  Sermons,  and  the  Duties  of  the  Pas- 
toral Office.  To  the  Hancock  Professor,  the  Evidences  of 
Christianity,  Dogmatic  Theology,  the  Principles  of  Criticism 
and  Interpretation,  the  Criticism  and  Interpretation  of  the  Old 
and  the  New  Testaments,  and  the  Hebrew  Language. 
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The  members  of  the  Senior  Glass  preach  on  Sunday  evening 
daring  part  of  the  year  in  one  of  the  churches  of  this  city. 
There  is  also  a  weekly  exercise  in  extemporaneous  speaking, 
attended  by  the  whole  School. 

The  present  number  of  students  (December,  1856)  is  22. 


2.  Law  School. 

The  Law  School  has  been,  during  the  year  1855  -  56, 
under  the  superintendence  of  Joel  Parker,  LL.D.,  Boy  all  Pro- 
fessor of  Law,  Theophilus  Parsons,  LL.D.,  Dane  Professor  of 
Law,  and  Emory  Washburn,  LL.D.,  University  Professor. 

The  Boyall  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Bail- 
ments, Constitutional  Law,  and  the  Jurisprudence  of  the 
United  States,  and  upon  Equity  Jurisprudence,  Pleading,  Evi- 
dence, and  Practice. 

The  Dane  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Blackstone's 
Commentaries,  Kent's  Commentaries,  the  Law  of  Insurance, 
the  Law  of  Bills  and  Notes,  and  the  Law  of  Partnership. 

The  University  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  the 
Law  of  the  Domestic  Belations,  the  Conflict  of  Laws,  the  Law 
of  Sales,  the  Law  of  Arbitration,  and  the  Law  of  Beal  Prop- 
erty. 

Ko  important  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  exercises,  or  in  the  condition  of  the  School,  since 
the  last  Beport.  Ten  Lectures  are  delivered  in  each  week,  and 
in  the  course  of  each  Lecture  such  examinations  are  made,  by 
inquiry  of  the  students  as  to  points  and  cases  presented  to  them 
in  relation  to  the  subject-matter  of  the  Lecture,  as  is  thought 
best.  We  repeat,  that  longer  experience  has  more  firmly  con- 
vinced the  Faculty  that  no  other  mode  of  examination  would 
be  so  well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  School. 

Two  Moot  Courts  are  held  each  week,  each  court  by  one 
of  the  Professors.  The  attendance  upon  them,  and  the  in- 
terest taken  in  them,  appears  to  increase  from  year  to  year  ; 
and  their  great  utility,  not  only  to  the  students  engaged  as 
counsel,  but  to  all  who  attend,  and  especially  to  those  who 
profit  by  the  opportunities  they  ofiier  to  learn  to  take  notes 
with  accuracy  and  fidelity,  is  not  doubted  either  by  the 
Faculty  or  by  the  students. 

The  Clubs  of  the  students  for  discussion  and  debate,  and 
the  argument  of  cases,  have  every  facility  and  encouragement 
offered  them  by  the  Faculty,  and  have  been  numerous,  and 
carried  on  with  great  energy  and  success. 

The  prizes  for  Dissertations  have  been  ^ven  as  before ;  and 
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again  the  committee  for  awarding  them  have  expressed  very 
strong  approbation  of  the  essays  offered. 

The  average  number  of  students  attending  in  the  course  of 
the  year  was  about  one  hundred  and  seventeen.  They  came 
from  twenty-eight  of  the  United  States,  the  Oregon  Terri- 
tory, the  District  of  Columbia,  and  from  Nova  Scotia. 

The  degree  of  LL.B.  was  conferred  at  Commencement  upon 
forty-seven  students. 


8.  Medical  School. 

This  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

Jacob  Bigelow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Materia  Medica,  and 
Lecturer  on  Clinical  Medicine ; 

D.  Humphreys  Storer,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Midwifery  and 
Medical  Jurisprudence  ; 

J.  B.  S.  Jackson,  M.D.,  Shattuck  Professor  of  Morbid  Anat- 
omy; 

Morrill  Wyman,  M.D.,  Adjunct  Hersey  Professor  of  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic  ; 

Oliver  W.  Holmes,  M.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Anatomy 
and  Physiology ; 

Henry  J.  Bigelow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Surgery ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  A.M.,  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

The  Medical  School  was  conducted  by  the  above-named  Pro- 
fessors, at  the  Medical  College  in  North  Grove  Street,  Boston. 
The  instruction  was  given  by  courses  of  Lectures,  delivered  by 
the  several  Professors  in  their  respective  departments.  The 
Lectures  begin  annually  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  November, 
and  continue  four  months,  or  seventeen  weeks.  The  students 
also  attend  the  practice  of  the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  students  attending  Medical  Lectures  in  the 
session  of  1855-56  was  122. 

The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusively  to  Medical  Stu« 
dents,  Undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 


4.  Laweencb  Scientifio  School. 

This  institution  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

Louis  Agassiz,  LL.D.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Zoology  and 

Geology ; 
Benjamin  Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy 

and  Itlfathematics ; 
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Asa  Gray,  M.D.,  Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History  ; 

Joseph  Lovering,  A.M.,  Hollis  Professor  of  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy ; 

Jefl&ies  Wyman,  M.I).,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy ; 

Henry  L.  Eustis,  A.M.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Engineering; 

Eben  Norton  Horsford,  A.M.,  Rumford  Professor,  and  Lec- 
turer on  the  Application  of  the  Sciences  to  the  Useful  Arts, 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  Erving  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Wn- 
eralogy. 

The  course  of  instruction  embraced  systematic  practical  ex- 
ercises in  the  several  Laboratories  of  Professors  Agassiz,  Wy- 
man,  Gray,  and  Horsford ;  instruction  in  En^eering  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Eustis ;  occasional  excursions  to  lo- 
calities* and  manufacturing  establishments  of  scientific  interest 
in  the  neighborhood ;  recitations  ;  and  Lectures. 

The  Lectures  have  been  as  follows :  — 

On  Geology,  and  on  the  Structure  and  Classification  of  the 
Animal  Kingdom,  by  Professor  Agassiz,  between  forty  and 
forty-five  Lectures  each  Term.  Scientific  excursions  were 
made  about  once  a  fortnight. 

On  the  Differential  Calculus,  twice  a  week,  thirty  Lectures ; 
and  on  Analytical  Mechanics,  three  times  a  week,  forty-five 
Lectures,  by  Professor  Peirce. 

On  the  Mechanical  Laws  of  Matter  as  applied  to  Solids, 
Liquids,  and  Gases,  including  Acoustics  and  Optics,  thirty-five 
Lectures,  by  Professor  Levering. 

Twenty-eight  Lectures  on  Comparative  Physiology  and  Em- 
bryology, illustrated  by  dissections  and  microscopic  observations, 
by  Professor  Wyman. 

The  Lectures  were  attended  by  members  of  the  Scientific 
and  Law  Schools,  and  by  the  Undergraduates. 

The  number  of  Special  Students  in  all  branches  of  science 
was  seventy-eight,  exclusive  of  the  members  of  the  other  Pro- 
fessional Schools,  and  of  the  Undergraduates,  who  attended 
the  Scientific  Lectures. 


5.   Astronomical  Observatory. 

During  the  past  year  the  Astronomical  Observatory  has 
been  separated  from  the  Lawrence  Scientific  School,  and  made 
a  distinct  Department  in  the  University.  It  is  under  the 
superintendence  of  William  C.  Bond,  A.M.,  Director  of  the 
Observatory,  and  George  P.  Bond,  A.M.,  Assistant  Observer. 

The  Observatory  was  not  founded  for  the  purpose  of  teach- 
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ing  Astronomy  and  the  kindred  sciences,  but  to  furnish  accu- 
rate systematic  observations  of  the  heavenly  bodies,  and  to 
co-operate  in  other  investigations  for  the  public  good.  In  this 
T¥ay  it  has  been  constantly  and  successfully  employed  durmg 
the  past  year.  It  is  ako  open,  and  frequently  resorted  to  by 
persons  wishing  to  accomplish  themselves  in  Practical  Astrono- 
my, and  especially  in  the  use  of  the  instruments  and  as  ob- 
servers. 


n.    ACADEMICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  Reliqious  Instruction. 

Instruction  in  ^^  Christian  Morals,"  and  in  the  ^^  Christian 
Evidences,"  has  been  regularly  given  by  the  Preacher  to  the 
University  and  Plummer  Professor  of  Christian  Morals.  Dur- 
ing the  First  Term  of  the  year  he  has  heard  recitations  from 
the  Freshman  Class,  twice  a  week,  in  Whately's  Lessons  on 
Christian  Morals  and  Christian  Evidences,  a  text-book  that 
has  been  substituted  for  Whewell  and  PaJey.  During  the 
Second  Term  he  has  heard  recitations  from  the  Senior  Class, 
twice  a  week,  in  Butler's  Analogy. 

Lectures  on  the  Special  Duties  and  Exposures  of  a  College 
life,  such  as  are  designed  to  be  hereafter  given  to  students 
near  the  time  of  their  admission  to  the  institution,  have  been 
delivered,  in  the  course  of  the  year,  by  this  Professor,  to  three 
classes. 

The  service  of  Daily  Prayers  has  been  attended  by  him,  in 
the  Chapel,  with  occasional  assistance  from  the  President. 
The  singing  of  a  hymn  has  been  made  a  part  of  this  service. 
He  has  also  been  responsible  for  the  supply  of  the  Chapel  Pul- 
pit on  Sundays. 

At  present,  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  students  have  leave 
of  absence  from  Cambridge  to  pass  Sunday  at  home ;  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy  attend  worship  in  the  College  Chapel ; 
and  fifty-eight  attend  other  churches  in  Cambridge. 

Other  religious  exercises,  at  which  the  attendance  is  volun- 
tary, have  been  conducted  by  the  same  officer. 


2.  Philosophy. 

.  The  means  of  instruction  in  this  Department  are  recitations, 
familiarly  illustrated  at  the  time  by  the  Professor,  public  Lec- 
tures, and  written  forensic  exercises. 
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During  the  last  academic  year,  the  Department  iras  nnder 
the  care  of  Francis  Bowen,  A.M.,  Alford  Professor.  During 
the  First  Term,  the  Junior  Class  recited  three  times  a  week 
in  Reid's  Essays  on  the  Intellectual  Powers  of  Man,  and 
Stewart's  Philosophy  of  the  Mind.  The  Senior  Class  recited 
three  times  a  week  in  Stewart's  Active  and  Moral  Powers, 
The  Federalist,  and  Documents  of  the  Constitution. 

During  the  Second  Term,  instruction  was  given,  as  before, 
to  the  Junior  Class  in  Intellectual  and  Moral  Philosophy ;  to 
the  Senior  Class  in  Political  Economy.  The  Juniors  recited 
three  times  a  week,  the  text-book  being  Bowen's  Metaphysics 
and  Ethics  applied  to  the  Evidences  of  Religion.  The  Seniors 
recited  three  times  each  week,  the  text-book  being  Bowen's 
American  Political  Economy.  Both.classes  recited  in  divisions, 
so  that  each  recitation  occupied  two  hours. 

Forensics  were  read,  throughout  the  year,  every  Thursday 
afternoon,  by  the  Seniors  and  Juniors  alternately,  half  of  one 
of  these  Classes  attending  each  week. 

Lectures  on  Constitutional  History  and  Law  were  delivered 
to  the  Senior  Class  in  the  Second  Term. 


8.  Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  Francis 
J.  Child,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  assisted 
in  the  teaching  of  Elocution  by  James  Jennison,  A.M. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  to  the  three  upper 
Classes,  by  exercises  in  Reading,  Speaking,  and  English  Com- 
position, and  by  recitations  in  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  and  Logic. 

The  Sophomores  recited  twice  a  week  from  Vernon's  Anglo- 
Saxon  Guide  and  Campbell's  Rhetoric,  during  the  First  Term. 

One  fourth  of  the  Class  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  criti- 
cal exercise  upon  them,  every  week  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Juniors  instruction  was  given  by  recitations^  three 
times  a  week,  during  the  Second  Term,  from  Whately's  Lo^c. 

They  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical  exercise  upon 
them,  once  in  four  weeks,  through  the  year. 

They  also  declaimed,  by  sections  of  nine,  every  week,  before 
the  Class  and  the  instructors. 

To  the  Seniors  instruction  was  given  by  exercises  in  Com- 
position, once  in  four  weeks.  Their  exercises  in  Speaking  oc- 
cupied a  like  time,  and  were  conducted  in  the  same  manner,  as 
those  of  the  Juniors.  They  also  attended  recitations  firom 
Whately's  Rhetoric  twice  a  week,  during  the  First  Term. 
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During  the  First  Tenn  the  Senior  Class  read  selections  from 
Chaucer's  Canterbury  Tales. 

The  inspection  of  performances  for  Commencement  and 
other  Public  Exhibitions  is  committed  to  this  Department. 

The  foregoing  statement  relates  to  the  duties  of  the  Pro- 
fessor. 

In  addition  to  the  ezercbes  in  Declamation  already  men- 
tioned, there  is  a  separate  course  of  instruction  in  Elocution^ 
irhich  is  wholly  under  the  care  of  the  Instructor  in  Elocution. 

Nine  Seniors  and  nine  Juniors  attended  him  every  week 
in  an  exercise  preparatory  to  the  weekly  Declamation  of 
their  respective  Classes. 

The  Sophomores  attended  him  once  every  week,  during 
the  year. 

He  superintended  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the 
Public  Exhibitions  of  the  year ;  the  final  rehearsal  for  each 
being  also  attended  by  the  Professor. 


4.  History. 

Instruction  was  given  in  this  Department,  during  the  last 
year,  by  James  Jennison,  A.M.,  Tutor  in  History  ;  in  the 
first  Term,  to  the  Junior  Class,  and  in  the  Second  Term,  to 
the  Senior  and  Freshman  Classes.  The  Junior  Class  had  two 
recitations  a  week  in  the  History  of  England.  The  Fresh- 
man Class  recited  also  twice  a  week  from  Smith's  History  of 
Greece.  The  Seniors  recited  three  times  a  week  in  the  His- 
tory of  the  United  States.  Their  lessons,  as  well  as  those  of 
the  Juniors,  were  assigned  by  periods,  or  topics,  and  prepared 
from  various  books.  Each  Class  passed  the  usual  Examination 
at  the  end  of  the  Term. 


5.  Latin. 


During  the  past  year  this  Department  was  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  George  M.  Lane,  University  Professor  of  Latin, 
assisted  by  Begintdd  H.  Chase,  A.M.,  Tutor.  The  instruction 
of  the  three  higher  Classes  was  conducted  by  Professor  Lane, 
that  of  the  Freshman  Class  by  the  Tutor. 

Instruction  was  given  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Lincoln's 
Selections  from  Livy,  the  Odes  of  Horace,  Cicero's  Tusculan 
Disputations,  and  in  writing  Latin. 

To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Brutus  of  Cicero  and  the

Satires  of  Horace,  one  hour  every  month  being  devoted  to 
writing  Latin. 

To  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Annals  of  Tacitus,  Book  Second, 
the  Amphitruo  of  Plautus,  and  the  Hercules  Furens  of  Seneca, 
and  in  writing  Latin  prose  and  verse  once  a  fortnight. 

To  the  Seniors,  in  the  Bacchides  and  Stichus  of  Plautus, 
and  Cicero's  Oration  for  Cluentius,  and  in  writing  Latin  prose 
once  a  fortnight. 

Li  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Classes  the  Latin  was  a 
required  study. 

The  number  of  the  Juniors  who  elected  the  Latin  was  twenty- 
four  ;  the  number  of  the  Seniors  was  twenty-one. 


6.  Greek. 

The  Grreek  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Cornelias 
Conway  Felton,  LL.D.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek  Literature, 
and  Evangelinus  A.  Sophocles,  A.M.,  Tutor  in  Greek. 

The  Freshman  Class  were  instructed  by  the  Greek  Tutor. 
They  were  divided  into  three  Alphabetical  Sections.  The 
text-books  during  the  First  Term  were  the  Alcestis  of  Euripi- 
des, and  Homer's  Odyssey  (three  books) ;  during  the  Second 
Term  the  Odyssey  (eight  books).  There  were  five  recitations 
a  week. 

The  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors  were  instructed  by 
the  Professor. 

The  Sophomores  were  divided  into  two  Alphabetical  Sec- 
tions, each  reciting  three  times  a  week.  The  text-books  were 
the  Panegyricus  of  Isocrates,  during  the  First  Term,  and  the 
Agamemnon  of  iBschylus,  during  the  Second  Term. 

The  number  of  Juniors  who  elected  the  Greek  was  twenty- 
two.  The  text-books  were  the  Philippics  of  Demosthenes,  for 
the  First  Term,  and  JEschines  contra  Ctesiphontem,  for  the 
Second. 

The  number  of  Seniors  who  elected  the  Greek  was  twenty- 
six.  The  text-books  were  Demosthenes  de  Corona,  for  the  First 
Term,  and  the  Gorgias  of  Plato,  for  the  Second. 

Every  member  of  each  of  these  Classes  wrote  exercises 
equivalent  to  one  in  each  month,  except  the  Seniors,  in  the 
Second  Term. 

The  Seniors,  Juniors,  and  Sophomores  attended  three  exer- 
cises each  week.  The  Professor  also  delivered  a  course  of 
public  Lectures  to  the  Junior  Class,  on  Greek  literature,  one 
lecture  being  delivered  each  week. 

The  Sophomores  and  Juniors  were  also  instructed  by  the 
Professor  in  Modem  Greek. 
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7.  Hebrew. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev. 
George  R.  Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  rrofessor  of  Hebrew  and 
other  Oriental  Languages ;  being  conducted  by  recitations  and 
oral  instruction,  given  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class  three 
times  each  week,  during  the  year.  Attendance  on  this  branch 
is  optional. 

8.  Modern  Languages. 

This  Department  is  under  the  superintendence  of  James  R. 
Lowell,  A.M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish 
Languages,  and  Professor  of  the  Belles-Lettres.  There  are 
in  the  Department  four  Instructors :  George  Adam  Schmitt, 
Instructor  in  German ;  M.  Emile  Amoult,  M.D.,  Instructor 
in  French ;  Santiago  Gancio-Bello,  LL.B.,  Instructor  in  Span- 
ish ;  and  Mr.  Luigi  Monti,  Instructor  in  Italian. 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  Department  are,  —  1.  All 
the  Modem  Languages  are  optional.  2.  A  student  commen- 
cing the  study  of  any  language  is  not  permitted  to  leave  it  before 
the  close  of  the  year.  3.  The  students  are  formed  into  Sec- 
tions, and  are  carried  forward  according  to  their  proficiency, 
without  reference  to  Classes.  4.  The  days  of  instruction  are 
Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

The  French  Language  was  taught  to  the  whole  Sophomore 
Class.  The  Class  was  divided  into  three  Sections,  two  of  which 
pursued  nearly  the  same  studies,  not  having  any  previous 
knowledge  of  the  language.  The  third  Section  was  composed 
of  such  students  as  had  already  studied  French.  One  hour  a 
day,  three  days  in  the  week,  throughout  the  year,  was  devoted 
by  the  Instructor  to  each  Section.  The  instruction  was  given 
by  translation  from  text-books,  written  exercises,  and  practice 
in  speaking  at  each  recitation. 

The  0-erman  Language^  being  an  optional  study,  is  confined 
to  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes.  The  whole  number  of  stu- 
dents attending  the  German  was  ninety-eight,  of  whom  fifty- 
two  belonged  to  the  Senior  Class  and  forty-four  to  the  Junior, 
and  two,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule,  to  the  Sophomore. 
They  attended  the  Instructor  three  times  a  week  during  the 
year,  in  two  divisions.  Besides  translating  from  German  into 
English  from  text-books,  the  students  wrote  exercises  from 
English  into  German  for  each  recitation,  making  three  written 
exercises  a  week  for  each  student,  which  were  corrected,  and 
then  recited  orally.  Mr.  Bernard  Rolker,  Instructor  in  Ger- 
man since  1838,  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  number  of  stadents  who  attended  the  Instructor  in  the 
Spanish  Language  was  twenty-four  from  the  Senior  Glass,  and 
twenty-eight  from  the  Junior  Class.  They  were  divided  into 
two  Sections,  each  of  which  recited  to  the  Instructor  three 
times  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Two  hours  were  also  de- 
voted weekly  by  the  Instructor  to  correcting  written  exercises. 

Students  of  the  Senior  Class  only  elect  the  Italian  Language, 
Fifty  chose  this  study,  and  attended  the  teacher  in  that  De- 
partment three  times  a  week  during  the  year.  The  instruc- 
tion was  given  by  translation  from  text-books,  written  exercises, 
and  practice  in  speaking. 

The  number  of  those  who  studied  the  Modem  Languages 
was,  in  French,  99 ;  German,  98 ;  Spanish,  52 ;  Italian,  50 ; 
total,  299. 

9.  Mathematics. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  was  conducted  by  Benjamin 
Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy  and  Mathe- 
matics, and  Charles  W.  Eliot,  A.S.,  and  James  Mills  Peirce, 
A.B.,  Tutors. 

Instruction  in  the  Freshman  year  was  by  recitations  from 
Peirce's  Geometry,  which  was  completed  in  the  Krst  Term. 
Peirce's  Trigonometry  occupied  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Instruction  was  continued,  in  the  Sophomore  year,  by  reci- 
tations in  Peirce's  Algebra  and  Peirce's  Analytical  Geome- 
try ;  and  in  the  Jimior  and  Senior  years,  by  Instruction  in  the 
Imaginary,  Integral,  and  Residual  Calculuses,  and  in  the  Math- 
ematical Theory  of  Mechanics  and  Astronomy. 

The  Freshman  Class  were  heard  in  four  Sections,  on  four 
days  of  the  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday,  and  Saturday, 
through  the  year. 

The  Sophomore  Class  were  heard  in  four  Sections,  three  days 
in  the  week,  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays,  through 
the  year. 

10.   Phtsics. 

During  the  past  academical  year,  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment was  conducted  by  Joseph  Levering,  A.M.,  Hollis 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  Senior  Class  attended  recitations  three  times  a  week 
during  the  First  Term,  and  read  and  reviewed  Optics  in  Lard- 
ner's  Natural  Philosophy.  This  Class  was  examined  at  the 
end  of  the  First  Term. 
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The  Junior  Claas  attended  recitations  three  times  a  week 
daring  the  First  and  Second  Terms  ;  and  read  Herschel's 
Oatlines  of  Astronomy,  and  the  part  on  Optics  in  Lardner's 
Course  of  Natural  Philosophy.  This  Glass  was  examined  at 
the  end  of  each  Term. 

Each  Class  was  divided  into  two  Diyinons ;  and  each  Divis- 
ion remained  with  the  instructor  one  hour  at  every  exercise. 

The  Senior  Class  attended  a  course  of  twenty-six  Lectures 
on  Physics  and  Experimental  Philosophy.  The  Junior  Class 
attended  a  similar  course  of  thirty-five  Lectures.  The  whole 
course,  which  extends  through  two  years,  consists  of  about 
sixty  Lectures  of  one  hour  each;  or  two  Lectures  to  each  Class 
for  every  week  of  the  last  Term. 


11.  Chemistry  and  Mineraloqt. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Josiah  P. 
Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor.  During  the  First  Term,  the 
Sophomore  Class  recited  twice  a  week,  from  the  first  half  of 
Stockhardt's  Elements  of  Chemistry,  and  attended  twenty 
Experimental  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry  of  the  Non-Metallic 
Elements.  During  the  Second  Term,  the  same  Class  recited 
twice  a  week,  firom  the  remainder  of  the  same  book,  and 
attended  a  course  of  twenty  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry  of  the 
Metallic  Elements.  Several  members  of  this  class  received 
instruction  in  the  Practice  of  Chemical  Analysis. 


12.  Natubal  History. 

This  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Asa  (xray,  M.D., 
Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  First  Term,  the  whole  Junior 
Class  were  instructed  in  Vegetable  Physiology,  by  recitations ; 
completing  the  course  of  study  which  had  been  commenced  in 
the  Second  Term  of  the  Sophomore  year.  These  exercises 
were  attended  by  the  Class  once  a  week,  namely,  on  Tuesday 
afternoons,  in  two  Sections,  each  recitation  occupying  an  hour. 

Throughout  the  Second  Term  the  whole  Sophomore  Class 
were  instructed  in  Vegetable  Physiology,  by  recitations  firom 
Gray's  Botanical  Text-Book,  with  informal  Lectures.  These 
exercises  were  attended  by  tiie  Class,  in  two  Sections,  twice  a 
week,  namely,  Tuesday  jand  Thursday  mornings ;  each  recita- 
tion  occupying  an  hour. 
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A  course  of  Lectures  on  the  Nature  and  Characteristics  of 
Vegetation,  and  its  relations  to  Climate,  and  upon  Systematic 
Botany,  consisting  of  two  Lectures  per  week  from  the  first  of 
April  to  the  end  of  the  Term,  was  delivered  to  those  students 
of  the  Junior  Class  who  elected  the  study.  The  average 
attendance  was  about  twenty.  From  the  middle  of  May  to 
the  end  of  the  Term,  private  lessons  were  given  by  the  Pro- 
fessor, four  times  a  week,  at  the  Botanic  Garden,  to  nine 
members  of  the  Class,  who  chose  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
privilege. 

The  course  of  Lectures  on  Geology,  delivered  by  Professor 
Agassiz,  during  the  First  Term,  and  that  upon  Zoology  during 
the  Second  Term,  were  open  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class. 


13.  Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

During  the  First  Term,  a  course  of  twenty-two  Lectures 
on  the  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Human  Body  was  de- 
livered to  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  by  Jeffiies  Wyman, 
M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy.  The  Lectures  were 
given  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays,  in  Holden  Chapel,  at 
10  A.  M.

TREASURER'S    STATEMENT 


The  Treasurer  herewith  presents  a  statement  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  finances  of  the  College,  the  transactions  of  the 
year  having  been  examined  by  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  Cor- 
poration and  the  Board  of  Overseers. 

It  will  appear  that  the  expenses  have  been  kept  just  within 
the  receipts  during  the  year. 

Early  in  this  year  a  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  was 
received  through  the  post-office,  with  a  request  that  it  should 
be  acknowledged  through  a  newspaper  in  Boston,  —  which 
amount  the  donor  requested  should  be  added  to  the  founda- 
tion for  the  Plummer  Professorship.  An  addition  was  also 
made  to  that  foundation  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  being 
a  portion  of  the  Treasurer's  salary.  Mr.  Uriah  A.  Boyden  has 
given  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  provide  two  prizes,  of 
three  hundred  and  of  two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  awarded  to 
the  two  pupils  in  the  University  who  shall  be  judged  to  have 
acquired  the  greatest  skill  in  Mathematics  at  the  Commence- 
ment in  A.  D.  1857,  —  three  hundred  to  the  first,  and  two 
hundred  to  the  second.  Through  the  instrumentality  of  Pro- 
fessor Cooke,  the  sum  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
has  been  collected  by  subscription,  to  supply  the  pressing 
wants  of  the  Mineralogical  Cabinet.  Mr.  Joshua  Bates  of 
London,  so  well  known  for  his  liberal  arrangements  for  the 
City  Library  of  the  city  of  Boston,  has  shown  his  interest  in 
the  University,  by  presenting  a  copy  of  a  valuable  portrait  of 
Franklin,  for  the  collection  of  Portraits,  an  elegant  frame  for 
which  was  supplied  by  the  liberality  of  ex-President  Sparks.

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REPORT. 


to  the  honobable  and  reterendy 

The  Oterseebs  of  Hartasd  College. 

The  undersigned  respectfully  submits  his  fifth 
Annual  Beport  on  the  condition  and  prospects  of 
the  several  departments  of  the  University. 

The  most  important  change  made  during  the  past 
year  in  the  means  for  instructing  the  Undergraduates 
consists  in  the  appointment  of  two  additional  Tutors 
in  Greek  and  Latin,  — one  for  the  Sophomore  and 
the  other  for  the  Freshman  Class.  This  step  had 
become  necessary,  partly  from  the  fact  that  the 
Classes  are  much  larger  than  formerly,  and  partly 
in  order  to  meet  the  demand  for  a  more  thorough 
classical  training.  Under  the  present  arrangement 
each  Class  recites  in  five  sections ;  more  time  is  also 
given  to  Greek  and  Latin  composition.  The  new 
Tutorships  are  filled  by  Ephraim  Whitman  Gumey, 
A.B.,  and  Edwin  Hale  Abbot,  A.B. 

A  complete  set  of  the  celebrated  models  of  Olivier 
has  been  procured  for  the  use  of  the  mathematical 
classes.    These  models,  of  which  there  are  above  fifty, 


are  curiously  contrived,  by  means  of  movable  parts 
connected  with  silken  cords,  so  as  to  illustrate  all 
the  higher  researches  in  Descriptive  Geometry,  pre- 
senting to  the  eye  of  the  pupil  obvious  solutions  of 
problems  upon  complicated  surfaces,  which  might 
even  exhaust  the  powers  of  the  higher  Analytic  Ge- 
ometry. The  cost  of  the  collection  was  about  a 
thousand  dollars,  the  whole  amount  having  been 
contributed  by  a  few  fiiends  of  the  College,  at  the 
instance  of  Professor  Peirce.  Large  additions  have 
also  been  made  to  the  collection  of  photographic 
illustrations  of  the  remains  of  ancient  Art,  for  the 
use  of  the  Classical  Department 

In  the  last  Annual  Beport  of  the  undersigned  men- 
tion was  made  of  what  had  then  been  done  towards 
the  erection  of  a  new  Anatomical  Museum  and  Chem- 
ical Laboratory.  The  buildmg  is  now  nearly  com- 
pleted,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupation  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  next  Term.  Professor  Cooke,  to  whom 
the  College  is  mainly  indebted  for  the  success  of  this 
undertaking,  has  written  a  letter,  giving  a  full  ac- 
count of  the  building,  and  of  the  accommodations  it 
wiU  afford,  which  is  appended  to  this  Keport 

According  to  a  vote  of  the  Overseers,  passed  March 
26,  the  Rules  and  By-Laws  respecting  the  examina- 
tions of  the  Undergraduates  before  the  committees  ap- 
pointed by  this  Board  have  been  materially  changed. 
Hereafter  these  examinations,  in  all  the  departments, 
are  to  be  annual,  and  in  writing ;  with  the  express 


provision,  however,  that  such  additional  and  oral 
examinations  shall  be  held  in  any  department  as  the 
committee  in  that  department  may  direct. 

Much  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  to  sup- 
ply a  want  of  additional  instructiopL  in  the  Divinity 
School,  which  has  long  been  felt.  Two  new  Profes- 
sorships have  been  established  in  the  School,  each 
for  the  term  of  six  years,  residence  at  Cambridge  not 
being  required  of  the  incumbent ;  and  these  places 
have  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Fred- 
eric H.  Hedge,  D.D.  as  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical 
History,  and  of  the  Rev.  George  E.  Ellis,  D.D.  as 
Professor  of  Systematic  Theology.  The  whole  ex- 
pense occasioned  by  this  temporary  arrangement  is 
to  be  defrayed  by  the  Society  for  Promoting  Theo- 
logical Education. 

The  Law  School  is  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
With  a  view  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  education  at 
this  School,  the  Brattle  House  has  been  purchased 
by  the  Corporation  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
students,  a  much  lower  rent  being  charged  for  the 
rooms  than  has  heretofore  been  paid  for  those  ob- 
tained in  the  village  or  in  the  College  buildings. 
The  basement  and  lower  story  have  been  rented  to 
the  keeper  of  a  boarding-house  and  public  restau- 
rant, open  to  the  whole  University,  where  board  may 
be  obtained,  either  in  the  common  way  or  on  the 
plan  of  those  eating-houses  where  the  charge  is  ac- 
cording to  what  is  ordered  at  the  time.    The  accu- 


mulated  funds  of  the  Law  School  have  been  invested 
in  this  purchase,  and  the  whole  establishment  has 
been  placed  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
Law  Faculty.  There  has  not  as  yet  been  sufficient 
opportunity  to  determine  how  far  the  experiment 
will  prove  successful. 

In  the  Lawrence  Scientific  School  there  has  been 
no  material  change  in  the  teachers,  or  in  the  methods 
and  success  of  the  teaching.  Large  accessions  have, 
however,  been  made  to  the  collections  of  Professor 
Agassiz  and  of  Professor  JeflFries  Wyman.  The  in- 
creased facilities  which  the  last-mentioned  officer  is 
soon  to  find  in  the  Boylston  Anatomical  Museum 
are  also  expected  to  give  a  new  impulse  to  his  de^ 
partment  of  study. 

As  the  whole  time  of  the  Erving  Professor  is  taken 
up  at  Cambridge,  it  has  been  judged  expedient  to 
found  a  University  Professorship  of  Chemistry  in  the 
Medical  School,  the  statutes  of  which  make  it  to  be 
the  duty  of  the  incumbent  to  give  all  the  chemical 
instruction  that  is  required  at  the  Medical  College 
in  Boston.  John  Bacon,  M.D.,  has  been  called  to 
the  new  chair ;  and  the  Laboratory  and  other  appur- 
tenances of  the  appointment  have  been  fitted  up  by 
him  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner.  The  Warren 
Anatomical  Museum  has  received  many  valuable  ad- 
ditions during  the  past  year ;  and  Professor  Jackson, 
the  Curator,  in  order  that  the  students  might  avail 
themselves  of  the  benefit  of  the  entire  collection,  has 


added  to  his  other  duties  a  course  of  demonstrative 
Lectures  on  the  specimens  it  contains. 

Several  important  improvements  have  been  made 
in  the  instruments  used  at  the  Observatory.  The 
great  Equatorial  has  been  employed  in  observations 
of  Saturn,  Jupiter,  and  Venus,  in  occasional  obser- 
vations of  the  smaller  asteroids  and  comets,  and  in 
photography.  The  experiments  in  photography  have 
opened  a  field  of  extraordinary  interest,  inspiring  the 
hope  that  they  will  ultimately  lead  to  new  and  better 
methods  of  determining  the  relative  magnitudes  and 
positions  of  the  stars.  For  the  success  of  these 
experiments  the  College  and  the  public  are  under 
great  obligations  to  the  distinguished  photographists, 
Messrs.  Whipple  and  Black,  of  Boston ;  especially 
as  they  have  received  no  pecuniary  compensation  for 
the  time  and  costly  materials  they  have  devoted  to 
this  object.  Mr.  Bond,  the  Director,  has  also  been 
in  correspondence  and  co-operation  with  various 
scientific  bodies  or  commissions  for  the  settlement 
of  important  astronomical  and  geographical  ques- 
tions ;  among  the  rest,  to  determine  the  longitudes 
of  the  principal  cities  in  British  North  America. 
Should  the  last-mentioned  results  be  adopted,  the 
Observatory  in  Harvard  University  will  have  become 
the  central  origin  for  the  longitudes  of  nearly  the 
whole  continent. 

During  the  past  year  the  first  part  of  the  second 
volume  of  the  Annals  of  the  Observatory  has  been 
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published,  at  the  expense  of  the  Quincy  Fund.  The 
current  expenses  of  the  Observatory,  including  the 
salaries  of  the  Director  and  his  Assistants,  and  the 
cost  of  instruments  and  books,  are  defrayed  from 
the  income  of  a  bequest  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  by  Edward  Bromfield  Phillips,  received  in 
1849.  Thus  far  the  only  public  recognition  on  the 
part  of  the  College  of  its  obligations  to  this  munifi- 
cent benefactor  consists  in  calling  the  Library  in  the 
Observatory  after  his  name  ;  but  the  Corporation 
have  in  purpose  an  expression  of  gratitude  more  in 
accordance  with  the  magnitude  of  the  gift 

Four  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-six  volumes, 
of  which  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four  were 
given,  have  been  added  to  the  Public  Library,  to- 
gether with  twenty-four  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
pamphlets,  exclusive  of  duplicates  and  periodicals,  — 
probably  the  largest  and  most  valuable  accession  ever 
made  in  a  single  year.  Part  of  it  consisted  of  the 
magnificent  bequest  of  Dr.  Henry  W.  Wales,  of 
which  mention  was  made  in  the  last  Eeport.  It 
is  proper  to  add  that  his  brother,  Mr.  Greorge  W. 
Wales,  acting  in  the  same  liberal  spirit,  has  not 
only  had  several  of  the  volumes  richly  bound  at  his 
own  charge,  but  defrayed  the  whole  expense  of  con- 
structing the  beautiful  cases  in  which  the  collection 
is  now  placed.  Important  and  costly  works  in  Nat- 
ural History,  purchased  in  fulfilment  of  the  bequest 
of  the  late  Mr.  James  Brown  for  that  purpose,  are 


beginning  to  come  in.  The  Library  is  also  indebted 
to  Dr.  Winslow  Lewis  for  a  number  of  rare  and 
curious  volumes,  several  of  which  were  printed  be- 
fore 1500.  While  we  still  deplore  the  want  of  a 
large  Library  Fund,  probably  at  present  the  most 
urgent  need  of  the  College,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  notice 
and  acknowledge  the  long  list  of  individual  contribu- 
tors who  are  doing  what  they  can  to  supply  the 
defect. 

In  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Francis  C.  Gray,  which 
took  place  December  29th,  1856,  the  College  lost  an 
enlightened  friend  and  liberal  benefactor.  For  ten 
years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Corporation,  and  no 
small  part  of  the  present  prosperity  of  the  institu- 
tion may  be  traced  to  the  wisdom  of  his  counsels, 
and  to  his  active  and  disinterested  service.  Nor  did 
this  service  cease  with  his  life.  His  large  and  choice 
collection  of  Engravings  was  given,  among  other  be- 
quests in  his  last  will,  to  William  Gray,  Esq.,  his  ex- 
ecutor and  residuary  legatee ;  but  with  the  request, 
expressed  in  a  letter  written  at  the  same  time,  that 
this  collection,  together  with  sixteen  thousand  dollars 
in  money,  should,  under  certain  conditions  and  limi- 
tations, and  dependent  on  the  consent  of  his  executor, 
be  presented  to  Harvard  College  at  the  end  of  two 
years  after  his  death.  ,  Mr.  William  Gray,  generously 
following  out  the  suggestion  of  his  uncle,  and  antici- 
pating the  period  indicated  above,  has  already  given 
to  the  College  the  Engravings,  together  with  three 
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hundred  and  fifty  volumes,  most  of  them  rare  and 
expensive,  to  illustrate  and  complete  the  collection, 
and  one  thousand  dollars  in  money.  The  letter  of 
gift,  and  the  votes  of  the  Corporation  in  acknowledg- 
ment of  the  same,  will  be  appended  to  this  Report. 

The  engravings,  three  thousand  in  number,  have 
been  collected  with  the  utmost  care,  judgment,  and 
taste,  and  at  an  aggregate  cost  of  not  less  than  thir- 
ty thousand  dollars ;  each  specimen  being  of  value 
either  for  its  rarity,  or  its  exquisite  beauty  and  finish 
as  a  work  of  art,  or  some  historical  significance. 
One  of  the  largest  alcoves  in  the  Library  has  been 
fitted  up  for  their  reception ;  where  they  have  been 
placed  and  arranged  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Louis  Thies,  through  whose  agency  most  of  them 
were  originally  procured  by  Mr.  Gray,  and  to  whose 
intelligence,  experience,  and  continued  and  generous 
solicitude  for  the  collection,  the  College  is  under  great 
obligations.  Measures  are  in  progress  for  printing  a 
catalogue  of  the  engravings,  and  for  carrying  into 
effect  the  other  conditions  of  the  gift. 

Various  causes,  entirely  independent  of  the  proper 
College  charges,  conspire  to  swell  the  expense  of  an 
education  at  Cambridge.  The  only  effectual  means 
of  obviating  or  materially  lessening  this  objection  to 
the  place  would  seem  to  be  by^adding  to  the  number 
of  scholarships,  or  to  the  other  provisions  in  support 
of  meritorious  students.  Aware  of  this,  the  late 
Mr.  John  E.  Thayer,  among  his  many  other  gener- 
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ous  and  munificent  deeds,  has  been  in  the  habit  for 
several  years  of  affording  pecuniary  assistance  to 
young  men  of  promise  in  straitened  circumstances, 
who  were  pursuing  their  studies  here.  At  his  death, 
which  took  place  September  29th,  1857,  he  be- 
queathed fifty  thousand  dollars  to  three  trustees, 
with  instructions  that  the  income  of  this  fund  should 
be  paid,  except  under  a  certain  contingency,  to  the 
ten  most  meritorious  scholars  in  Harvard  College 
needing  such  aid.  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of 
wealth  more  nobly  and  beneficently  bestowed. 

A  legacy  of  three  thousand  dollars  from  William 
Pickman,  Esq.  of  Salem,  unencumbered  with  any 
conditions,  is  also  to  be  gratefully  acknowledged. 

William  T.  Andrews,  Esq.  to  a  former  gift  of 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  has  added  another  of  the 
same  amount,  with  the  understanding  that  both 
should  go  to  augment  the  foundation  of  the  Plum- 
mer  Professorship. 

The  building  of  the  Appleton  Chapel  is  already 
in  such  forwardness  as  to  authorize  the  confident  ex- 
pectation that  it  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the 
commencement  of  the  Autumn  Term. 

To  complete  the  record  of  the  academic  year,  two 
important  changes  in  the  Corporation  must  be  no- 
ticed. Charles  G.  Loring,  Esq.  has  resigned  his 
place  as  Fellow  at  that  Board,  after  having  held  it 
for  twenty  years.  What  he  has  done  for  the  College, 
through  his  personal  influence  and  his  readiness  to 
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make  exertions  and  sacrifices  in  its  behalf,  and  this, 
too,  amidst  the  pressure  and  distractions  of  the  lar- 
gest and  most  responsible  professional  engagements, 
can  never  be  too  highly  appreciated.  The  place  has 
been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  Hon.  E.  Rock- 
wood  Hoar.  William  T.  Andrews,  Esq.  has  resigned 
the  office  of  Treasurer,  which  he  accepted  in  1853, 
leaving,  in  the  minds  of  all  who  have  been  conver- 
sant with  his  official  labors  and  his  repeated  benefac- 
tions to  the  College,  a  grateful  sense  of  his  generous 
and  active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  institution. 
His  successor  is  Amos  A.  Lawrence,  Esq. 

The  general  condition  and  prospects  of  the  College 
are  highly  satisfactory.  The  large  increase  of  the 
number  of  the  students  has  not  been  attended  by 
any  falling  off  in  study  or  discipline,  in  the  good 
understanding  between  the  teachers  and  the  taught, 
or  in  the  efforts  to  raise  and  keep  up  a  high  tone  of 
moral  and  religious  character. 

All  which  is  respectfdlly  submitted.

CORRESPONDENCE 


SUBMITTED  WITH  THE  FOREGOING  REPORT. 


I.    Letter  of  Professor  Cooke. 

Rev.  James  Walker,  President  of  Harvard  College. 

Dear  Sir:  — 

During  the  last  few  years  two  basement  rooms  at  the  north 
end  of  University  Hall  have  been  appropriated  for  a  Chemical 
Laboratory.  This  arrangement  has  always  been  regarded  as 
temporary,  for  not  only  are  the  rooms  entirely  unsuitable  for 
the  purpose,  but  there  is  also  a  manifest  incongruity  and  im- 
propriety in  placing  a  Chemical  Laboratory  in  immediate 
proximity  with  the  Chapel  and  recitation-rooms  of  the  College. 
With  the  growth  of  the  Chemical  Department  the  inconven- 
iences arising  from  these  circumstances  have  become  very 
great,  and  as  early  as  the  Spring  of  1856  led  to  a  project  of 
erecting  on  the  College  grounds  a  small  brick  building,  to  be 
used  solely  as  a  Chemical  Laboratory.  This  project  recom- 
mended itself  to  the  Corporation,  not  only  by  its  immediate 
object,  but  also  by  the  fact,  that,  on  account  of  the  greatly 
increased  number  of  undergraduate  students,  the  number  of 
recitation  and  lecture  rooms  had  become  inadequate  for  the 
daily  exercises  of  the  College,  so  that  the  rooms  temporarily 
occupied  by  the  Chemical  Department  were  greatly  needed  for 
other  uses.  During  the  Spring  and  Summer  of  1856  the 
plans  for  a  new  building  were  slowly  matured ;  and  estimates 
having  been  obtained,  it  was  found  that  it  would  cost  ten  thou- 
sand dollars.  In  order  to  raise  this  sum  by  subscription  an 
application  was  made  to  the  late  John  E.  Thayer,  Esq.,  whose 
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interest  in  the  College  was  well  known.  AVith  his  accustomed 
liberality,  Mr.  Thayer  very  warmly  seconded  the  project,  and 
promised  a  large  subscription ;  but  at  the  same  time  he  stated 
a  fact,  which  had  been  previously  overlooked,  that,  by  the  be- 
quest of  the  late  Ward  Nicholas  Boylston,  a  provision  was 
already  made  for  a  Chemical  Laboratory  in  connection  with  an 
Anatomical  Museum  and  lecture-rooms.  The  Boylston  fund, 
then  about  twenty-three  thousand  dollars,  would  not  mature  for 
at  least  ten  years ;  but  Mr.  Thayer  suggested  that  a  subscrip- 
tion should  be  raised,  suflBcient  to  increase  this  fund  to  forty 
thousand  dollars,  so  as  to  enable  the  Corporation  to  erect  the 
building  contemplated  by  Mr.  Boylston  at  once,  and  offered,  if 
the  suggestion  was  adopted,  largely  to  aid  the  enterprise.  The 
wisdom  of  this  suggestion  was  too  evident  to  admit  of  a  ques- 
tion, and  it  at  once  received  the. sanction  and  warm  encourage- 
ment of  the  members  of  the  Corporation.  Plans  for  a  new 
hall  were  obtained  from  Mr.  Paul  Schulze,  who  had  already 
been  employed  by  the  College  as  the  architect  of  the  Appleton 
Chapel.  When  his  plans  were  finished,  and  had  received  the 
approval  of  the  Corporation,  the  subscription  was  opened,  and 
prosecuted  with  such  success,  that  by  the  15th  of  January, 
1857,  the  whole  amount  required  had  been  subscribed,  and 
on  the  27th  of  the  same  month  a  contract  for  erecting  the 
building  was  closed  with  Mr.  Ebenezer  Johnson,  master- 
mason,  of  Boston.  By  the  1st  of  March,  1858,  it  is  expected 
that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  occupation. 

The  subscriptions  received  were  as  follows.  Mr.  John  E. 
Thayer  first  subscribed  two  thousand  dollars,  but  afterwards  in- 
creased his  subscription  to  three  thousand.  Subscriptions  of 
one  thousand  dollars  each  were  received  from  Thomas  Lee, 
Josiah  Bradlee,  James  Wigglesworth  and  family,  H.  H.  Hun- 
newell,  John  P.  Cushing,  James  M.  Barnard  and  friends,  and 
Josiah  P.  Cooke,  Jr.  Subscriptions  of  five  hundred  dollars 
each,  from  Martin  Brimmer,  Nathan  Appleton,  Joseph  Whit- 
ney, the  Revere  Copper  Company,  William  F.  Weld,  Jonathan 
Phillips,  James  Lawrence,  and  Josiah  P.  Cooke.  Subscrip- 
tions of  three  hundred  dollars  or  less,  from  Theodore  Lyman, 
Edward  Everett,   Peter  C.  Brooks,  Rufus  Wyman,   Morrill 
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Wyman,  Edward  Wyman,  Jarcd  Sparks,  J.  II.  Wolcott, 
George  B.  Blake,  Moses  Williams,  A.  Ilemenway,  Ozias  Good- 
"win,  Jeffrey  Richardson,  J.  M.  Forbes,  W.  S.  Bullard,  Ed- 
ward Cruft,  G.  K.  Russell,  William  Perkins,  J.  French,  F. 
Skinner,  Uriah  A.  Boyden,  Henry  D.  Sturgis,  G.  II.  Kuhn, 
C.  G.  Pickman,  Daniel  Staniford,  and  "  a  friend."  The  total 
amount  subscribed  was  seventeen  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

In  connection  with  this  subscription  it  is  a  pleasure  to  notice 
two  other  donations  of  great  liberality  to  which  it  gave  occa- 
sion. Mr.  Thomas  Lee,  on  hearing  of  the  inadequacy  of  the 
salary  of  the  Ilersey  Professor,  in  addition  to  the  one  thousand 
dollars  subscribed  by  him  towards  the  erection  of  the  building, 
made  a  donation  to  the  Corporation  of  the  College  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  sup- 
port of  this  Professorship,  and,  in  addition,  another  gentleman 
of  Boston  has  made  provision  for  the  payment  of  the  income 
of  a  similar  sum  to  the  present  incumbent  during  his  life. 

The  new  Boylston  Hall  is  one  hundred  and  seventeen  feet 
long  by  seventy  feet  deep,  and  has  two  stories,  the  first  seven- 
teen feet,  and  the  second  twenty-three  feet  high.  It  is  situated 
on  the  south  side  of  the  College  yard,  being  its  western  end 
on  a  line  with  the  western  face  of  University  Hall.  It  has 
been  built  of  split  granite  from  the  Rockport  quarries,  and  the 
granite  walls  lined  inside  with  vaulted  walls  of  brick.  All  the 
partitions  are  also  brick  walls  and  plastered  without  furring,  a 
mode  of  construction  which  renders  the  building  essentially 
fire-proof.  The  entrance,  which  is  from  the  middle  of  the 
northern  front,  opens  through  a  short  entry  into  an  ample  hall, 
which  occupies  the  centre  of  the  building,  and  in  which  a  broad 
staircase  ascends  to  the  second  story.  This  hall  is  li<'hted 
from  above,  and  all  the  principal  rooms  open  from  it ;  —  on  the 
first  floor,  the  Public  Laboratory,  the  Library,  the  Anatomical 
Laboratory,  a  large  lecture-room,  and  a  recitation-room ;  ,on  the 
second  floor,  the  Anatomical  Museum,  the  Mineralogical  Cabi- 
net, the  Cabinet  of  Apparatus,  and  a  second  large  lecture-room 
capable  of  holding  two  hundred  students.  In  addition  to  these 
there  are  several  smaller  rooms  accessory  to  the  lecture-rooms 
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and  laboratories.  The  building  has  been  constructed  through- 
out in  the  most  thorough  manner,  with  especial  regard  to  dura- 
bility, and  I  am  happy  to  bear  witness  to  the  faithfulness  with 
which  all  the  contracts  have  been  fulfilled,  for  the  masonry  by 
Mr.  Ebenezer  Johnson,  the  general  contractor  for  the  whole 
work,  for  the  carpentry  by  Mr.  Jonas  Fitch,  for  the  iron-work 
by  Messrs.  Smith  and  Felton,  for  the  plastering  by  Mr.  Thom- 
as Haviland,  for  the  painting  and  glazing  by  Mr.  John  Bates, 
and  for  the  furnaces  by  the  Messrs.  Stimpson^  all  master- 
mechanics  of  Boston. 

Boylston  Hall  is  an  important  accession  both  to  the  Colle- 
giate and  to  the  Scientific  Department  of  the  University. 
Besides  greatly  increasing  the  present  facilities  for  giving  the 
usual  instruction  to  Undergraduates  in  two  branclies  of  science, 
it  will  also  enable  the  Chemical  Professor  to  give  instruction,  in 
practical  Chemistry,  to  such  members  of  the  higher  classes  as 
wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege ;  and  I  need  not  dwell 
on  the  importance  of  such  instruction  in  training  the  powers  of 
observation.  In  connection  with  the  Scientific  School,  the  new 
building  will  furnish  ample  facilities  to  Professor  Wyman  for 
giving  special  instruction  in  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Physi- 
ology. Notwithstanding  the  insufficient  accommodations,  this 
department  of  the  School  has  been  increasing  during  the  last 
few  years,  and,  with  the  additional  facilities  it  will  now  possess 
of  giving  a  thorough  training  to  its  students  in  the  methods  of 
investigation,  it  is  expected  that  it  will  tend  materially  to  ad- 
vance the  interests  of  Medical  Science.  The  recent  and  rapid 
development  of  the  mineral  resources  of  this  country  has  created 
an  increasing  demand  for  instruction  in  Mineralogy,  Metal- 
lurgy, and  other  branches  connected  with  mining  engineering. 
A  limited  course  of  instruction  on  these  subjects  it  is  proposed 
to  give  in  the  new  Laboratory,  and  there  is  reason  to  hope  that 
from  this  small  beginning  may  be  developed  a  Mining  School, 
like  those  which  exist  in  England,  Germany,  and  France. 
The  incidental  advantages  which  will  accrue  to  the  College 
from  the  erection  of  Boylston  Hall  are  fully  as  great  as  the 
direct  benefits  already  mentioned.  The  two  departments  for 
which  it  is  intended  chiefly  to  provide  now  occupy  a  number 
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of  rooms  in  the  other  College  buildings,  ivhich  will  for  the  future 
be  used  for  the  literary  exercises  of  the  College.  These  rooms, 
together  with  those  which  can  be  made  from  the  present  Chapel, 
will,  as  is  hoped,  be  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  increasing 
numbers  both  of  students  and  instructors  for  many  years. 

I  should  ful  in  a  duty  both  to  myself  and  to  those  who  have 
been  associated  with  me  in  this  undertaking,  were  I  not  to  ex- 
press the  deep  sense  of  gratitude  and  obligation  which  we  all 
feel  for  the  liberality  which  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  record. 
No  exertions  will  be  wanting  on  our  part  to  secure  the  end,  that 
tins  liberality,  which  has  never  failed  to  supply  the  wants  of  the 
College,  may  be  suitably  rewarded  in  its  increasing  usefulness. 
In  closing  this  letter^  it  is  painful  to  remember  that  two  of 
those  who  we]:e  most  interested  in  the  undertaking,  and  who 
contributed  most  largely  towards  it,  have  not  lived  to  see  its 
completion.  To  one  of  these  we  were  indebted  for  the  ori^- 
nal  suggestion,  and  to  his  personal  exertions  and  advice  for 
ultimate  success.  The  other,  a  lady  whose  charities  will  long 
be  remembered  in  the  circle  in  which  she  moved,  was  one  of 
its  warmest  friends ;  and  one  of  the  last  acts  of  her  life  was  to 
solicit  a  subscription  for  the  object  which  she  had  so  much  at

II.    Letter  of  William  Grat,  Esq. 

Bo9t<yn^  January  26, 1857. 

To  THE  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College  :  — 

My  uncle,  Francis  C.  Gray,  among  other  bequests  in  his  last 
will,  gave  to  me  everything  not  entered  in  his  books  of  account 
as  property,  and  not  otherwise  disposed  of  by  him.    His  coUec- 
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tion  of  Engravings  is  not  so  entered*  He  also  made  me  his 
residuary  legatee. 

At  the  time  of  executing  his  will^  he  addressed  to  me  a  letter 
containing  this  paragraph :  — 

"  Afler  providing  fully  for  all  the  bequests  in  my  will,  in- 
cluding that  to  yourself,  if  there  shall  remain,  two  years  after 
my  death,  a  surplus  beyond  everything  given  in  my  wUl,  as 
above,  then  I  wish  you  would,  out  of  that  surplus,  and  not 
otherwise,  give  to  Harvard  College,  or  such  other  institution 
as  you  see  fit,  my  collection  of  Engravings,  with  all  books  re- 
lating to  that  subject,  including  Rosellini,  Audubon,  and  Wil- 
son, &c.,  together  with  sixteen  thousand  d(dlars,  of  which  one 
thousand  and  the  income  are  to  be  appropriated  in  the  first 
place  to  keeping  the  same  in  order,  and  to  publ]3hing  the  same 
as  I  leave  it." 

He  also  desires  me  to  impose  such  conditions  and  restrictions 
upon  the  donation  as  I  may  see  fit. 

It  would  be  unwise  in  me,  and  might  bo  onerous  to  the  Col- 
lege, were  I  to  prescribe  minute  regulations ;  but  some  general 
conditions  seem  to  me  so  reasonable,  that  I  trust  the  President 
•  and  Fellows  will  have  no  difiBculty  in  assenting  to  them. 

In  making  the  donation  at  this  time,  I  am  anticipating  the 
period  indicated  in  my  uncle's  letter,  and  I  do  not  commit 
myself  in  any  respect  beyond  the  donation  now  made. 

I  ofier  to  Harvard  College  the  collection  of  Engravings  re- 
cently owned  by  Francis  C.  Gray,  and  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  on  these  conditions :  — 

First.  That  the  collection  be  designated  as  the  Gray  Collec- 
tion of  Engravings. 

Second.  That  the  College,  within  a  reasonable  time,  prepare 
and  fit  up  suitable  rooms,  in  which  the  collection  shall  be 
securely  kept,  and  properly  arranged  for  inspection  and  exhi- 
bition. Especial  regard  is  to  be  had  to  security  against  fire 
and  other  injury,  as  well  as  convenience  of  access  for  visitors. 

Third.  That  the  College,  within  a  reasonable  time,  cause  a 
Catalogue  of  the  same  to  be  prepared  and  published,  which 
shall  contain  alphabetical  lists  of  the  painters  and  engravers, 
and  descriptions  of  the  works,  that  full  information  may  be 
given  to  visitors. 
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Fourth.  That  there  be  stated  days  in  each  week  throughout 
the  jear  on  which  visitors  shall  be  admitted,  under  such  regu- 
lations as  the  Corporation  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  of 
which  public  notice  shall  be  given  in  some  suitable  manner. 
Every  reasonable  facility  shall  be  given  at  all  times  to  artists  to 
see  this  collection,  but  no  work  or  engraving  is  to  be  loaned  or 
taken  from  the  rooms  where  they  may  be  kept. 

fifth.*  That  the  Corporation  enter  this  donation,  with  its 
conditions,  upon  their  records,  and  vote  to  accept  the  same. 

Upon  receiving  an  attested  copy  of  the  record,  I  will  com- 
plete the  ^ft.  I  intend  the  donation  of  one  thousand  dollars 
as  an  advance  on  my  part,  and  reserve  the  full  exercise  of  the 
discretion  confided  to  me,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  donation  of 
any  further  sum,  entirely  to  myself.

III.    Votes  of  the  Corporation  in  acknowledgment  of 

THE   ABOVE. 

At  a  stated  meeting  of  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard 
College,  in  Boston,  January  31, 1857 :  — 

Voted,  That  this  Board  gratefully  acknowledge  the  determi- 
nation of  William  Gray,  Esq.,  in  the  exercise  of  a  discretionary 
power  vested  in  him,  to  ^ve  to  the  College  the  large,  choice, 
and  magnificent  collection  of  Engravings  left  by  his  uncle, 
together  with  several  important  and  valuable  works  illustrative 
of  science  and  art,  and  one  thousand  dollars  in  money.  . 

Voted,  That  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College 
accept  this  donation,  on  the  terms  and  conditions  prescribed,  in 
the  letter  above  inserted  :  it  being,  however,  expressly  under- 
stood, that  until  the  College  can  obtain  the  means  of  enlarging 
Gore  Hall,  or  of  erecting  or  providing  a  separate  building,  an 
alcove  of  the  Library,  properly  fitted  up  for  the  purpose,  shall 
be  considered  as  afibrding  suitable  accommodations  for  the  col- 
lection ;  and  further,  that  this  Corporation,  until  more  ample 
and  complete  accommodations  are  provided,  are  to  judge  how 
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far,  and  under  what  regulations,  visitors  or  others  can  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  collection,  consistentlj  mth  the  safety  of  the 
same,  and  with  the  general  purposes  of  the  donor. 

Votedf  That  the  Corporation  of  Harvard  College  avail  them- 
selves of  this  occasion  to  express  their  profound  sense  of  the 
loss  which  this  community  has  sustained  in  the  recent  death  of 
the  Hon.  Francis  C.  Gray,  especially  in  relation  to  the  great 
public  objects  in  which  he  was  interested,  to  science  end  art, 
and,  above  all,  to  Harvard  College,  which  he  served  for  ten 
years  as  a  member  of  this  Board  with  eminent  ability  both  by 
lus  counsels  and  writings,  and  which  was  connected  in  his  last 
thoughts  with  two  munificent  benefactions. 

Voted,  That  the  President  be  requested  to  transmit  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  these  votes  to  William  Gray,  Esq.,  with  a  request 
that  the  last  vote  may  be  communicated  to  the  family  of  the  late 
Mr.  Gray.

Summary  Statement  of  the  Course  op  Instruction  pur- 
sued IN  THE  SEVERAL  DEPARTMENTS  OP  THE  UNIVERSITY 
DURING  THE  ACADEMICAL  TeAR  1856-57. 


I.    ACADEMICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  Religious  Instruction. 

Instruction  in  "  Christian  Morals,"  and  in  the  "  Christian 
Evidences,"  has  been  regularly  given  by  the  Preacher  to  the 
University  and  Plununer  Professor  of  Christian  Morals.  Dur- 
ing the  First  Term  of  the  year  he  has  heard  recitations  from 
the  Freshman  Class,  twice  a  week,  in  Whately's  Lessons  on 
Christian  Morals  and  Christian  Evidences,  a  text-book  that 
has  been  substituted  for  Whewell  and  Pal^y.  During  the 
Second  Term  he  has  heard  recitations  from  tiie  Senior  Class, 
twice  a  week,  in  Butler's  Analogy. 

Lectures  on  the  Special  Duties  and  Exposures  of  a  College 
Life,  such  as  are  designed  to  be  hereafter  given  to  students 
near  the  time  of  their  admission  to  the  institution,  have  been 
delivered,  in  the  course  of  the  year,  by  this  Professor,  to  three 
Classes. 

The  service  of  Daily  Prayers  has  been  attended  by  him,  in 
the  Chapel,  with  occasional  assistance  from  the  President. 
The  singing  of  a  hymn  has  been  made  a  part  of  this  service. 
He  has  also  been  responsible  for  the  supply  of  the  Chapel  Pul- 
pit on  Sundays. 

At  present,  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  students  have  leave 
of  absence  from  Cambridge  to  pass  Sunday  at  home ;  one  hun-

dred  and  sixty-six  attend  worship  in  the   College  Chapel ; 
and  fifty-nine  attend  other  churches  in  Cambridge. 

Other  religious  exercises,  at  which  the  attendance  is  volun- 
tary, have  been  conducted  by  the  same  officer. 


2.  Philosophy. 

The  means  of  instruction  in  this  Department  are  recitations, 
familiarly  illustrated  at  the  time  by  the  Professor,  and  written 
forensic  exercises. 

During  the  last  academic  year,  the  Department  was  under 
the  charge  of  Francis  Bo  wen,  A.M.,  Alford  Professor.  During 
the  First  Term,  the  Senior  Class  recited  four  times  a  week 
in  Bowen's  Political  Economy,  and  Documents  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. During  the  Second  Term,  the  same  Class  recited  four 
times  a  week  in  The  Federalist  and  Stewart's  Active  and  Moral 
Powers.  The  Class  recited  in  three  Divisions,  so  that  the  reci- 
tation of  each  day  occupied  three  hours. 

Forensics  were  read,  throughout  the  year,  every  Friday 
afternoon,  by  the  Seniors,  half  of  the  Class  attending  each 
week. 

The  same  Class  had  been  instructed  in  Metaphysics  and  the 
Evidences  of  Religion  during  their  Junior  year,  when  they  re- 
cited in  Reid's  Essays  on  the  Intellectual  Powers,  and  Bowen's 
Metaphysics  and  Ethics  applied  to  the  Evidences  of  Religion. 
At  present,  the  exercises  in  this  Department  are  held  only  in 
the  Senior  year. 

3.   Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  Francis 
J.  Child,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  assisted 
in  the  teaching  of  Elocution  by  James  Jennison,  A.M. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  to  the  three  upper 
Classes,  by  exercises  in  Reading,  Speaking,  and  English  Com- 
position, and  by  recitations  in  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  and  Logic. 

The  Sophomores  recited  twice  a  week  from  Vernon's  Anglo- 
Saxon  Guide  and  Campbell's  Rhetoric,  during  the  First  Term. 

One  fourth  of  the  Class  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  criti- 
cal exercise  upon  them,  every  week  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Juniors  instruction  was  given  by  recitations,  three 
times  a  week,  during  the  Second  Term,  from  Whately's  Rhet- 
oric. 

They  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical  exercise  upon 
them,  once  every  two  weeks,  through  the  year. 
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They  also  declaimed,  by  sections  of  nine,  every  week,  before 
the  Class  and  the  instructors. 

The  Seniors  attended  recitations  from  Whately's  Rhetoric 
twice  a  week,  during  the  First  Term. 

During  the  Second  Term  the  Sophomore  Class  read  selec- 
tions from  Chaucer's  Canterbury  Tales. 

The  inspection  of  performances  for  Commencement  and 
other  Public  Exhibitions  is  committed  to  this  Department. 

The  foregoing  statement  relates  to  the  duties  of  the  Pro- 
fessor. 

In  addition  to  the  exercises  in  Declamation  already  men- 
tioned, there  is  a  separate  course  of  instruction  in  Elocution, 
which  is  wholly  under  the  care  of  the  Instructor  in  Elocution. 

Nine  Juniors  attended  him  every  week  in  an  exercise  pre- 
paratory to  the  weekly  Declamation  of  the  Class. 

The  Sophomores  and  Freshmen  attended  him  once  every 
week,  during  the  year. 

Ho  superintended  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the 
Public  Exhibitions  of  the  year ;  the  final  rehearsal  for  each 
being  also  attended  by  the  Professor.  ^ 


4.   History. 

Instruction  was  given  in  this  Department,  during  the  last 
year,  by  James  Jcnnison,  A.M.,  Tutor  in  History  ;  in  the 
First  Term,  to  the  Senior  Class,  and  in  the  Second  Term,  to 
the  Senior  and  Freshman  Classes.  The  Freshman  Class  re- 
cited twice  a  week  from  Smith's  History  of  Greece.  The 
Seniors  recited  four  times  a  week ;  in  the  First  Term,  from  the 
same  History  of  Greece,  and  in  the  Second  Term,  from  Weber's 
Outlines  of  Universal  History.  Each  Class  passed  the  usual 
Examination  at  the  end  of  the  Term. 


5.  Latin. 

During  the  past  year  this  Department  was  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  George  M.  Lane,  University  Professor  of  Latin, 
assisted  by  Reginald  H.  Chase  and  William  W.  Goodwin,  Tu- 
tors. The  instruction  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes  was 
conducted  by  Professor  Lane,  that  of  the  Sophomore  Class  by 
Mr.  Goodwin,  and  that  of  the  Freshman  Class  by  Mr.  Chase. 

Instruction  was  given  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Lincoln's 
Selections  from  Livy,  the  Odes  of  Horace,  Cicero's  Tusculan 
Disputations,  and  in  writing  Latin. 
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To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Satires  of  Horace,  the 
Hercules  Furcns  of  Seneca,  and  the  First  Book  of  Livy,  one 
hour  every  month  being  devoted  to  writing  Latin. 

To  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Tenth  Book  of  Quintilian  and 
Tacitus,  and  in  writing  Latin  prose  and  verse  once  a  fortnight. 

To  the  Seniors,  in  Lucretius  and  Cicero  agamst  Verres, 
and  in  writing  Latin  prose. 

In  the  three  lower  Classes  the  Latin  was  a  required  study ; 
with  the  Seniors  it  was  elective. 


6.  Greek. 

The  Greek  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Cornelius 
Conway  Felton,  LL.D.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek  Literature, 
Evangelinus  A.  Sophocles,  A.M.,  Tutor  in  Greek,  and  William 
W.  Goodwin,  P.  D.,  Tutor  in  Greek  and  Latin. 

The  Freshman  Class  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Sophocles. 
Th^y  were  divided  into  four  alphabetical  Sections.  The 
text-books  during  the  First  Term  were  the  Alcestis  of  Euripi- 
des, and  Homer's  Odyssey  (three  books) ;  during  the  Second 
Term,  the  Odyssey  (eight  books).  There  were  five  recitations 
a  week  during  the  First  Term,  and  four  during  the  Second 
Term. 

The  Sophomores  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Goodwin.  They 
were  divided  into  three  alphabetical  Sections,  each  reciting 
twice  a  week  during  the  First  Term,  and  three  times  a  week 
during  the  Second  Term.  The  text-books  were  the  Ajax 
of  Sophocles  for  the  First  Term,  and  the  Philippics  of  Demos- 
thenes and  Thucydides  for  the  Second  Term. 

The  Juniors  and  Seniors  were  instructed  by  the  Professor. 

The  Seniors  and  Juniors  attended  three  exercises  each  week. 
The  Professor  also  delivered  a  course  of  public  Lectures  to 
the  Junior  Class,  on  Greek  Literature,  one  Lecture  being  de- 
livered each  week. 

The  Sophomores  and  Juniors  were  also  instructed  by  the 
Professor  in  Modem  Greek. 

The  Juniors  recited  in  three  alphabetical  Sections.  Li  the 
First  Term,  they  read  and  reviewed  the  Ajax  of  Sophocles ;  in 
the  Second  Term,  the  (Edipus  Tyrannus  of  Sophocles. 

A  Section  of  Seven  Seniors  selected  the  Greek  as  an  elec- 
tive study.  They  read  Demosthenes  de  Corona  in  the  First 
Term,  and  four  books  of  Aristotle's  Ethics  in  the  Second  Term. 
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7.  Hebrew. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev. 
George  R.  Noyes,  U.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and 
other  Oriental  Languages ;  being  conducted  by  recitations  and 
oral  instruction,  given  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class  three 
times  each  week,  during  the  year.  Attendance  on  this  branch 
is  optional. 

8.  Modern  Languages. 

This  Department  is  under  the  superintendence  of  James  R. 
Lowell,  A.M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish 
Languages,  and  Professor  of  the  Belles-Lettres.  There  are 
in  the  Department  four  Instructors  :  Emile  Amoult,  M.D., 
Instructor  in  French ;  Santiago  Cancio-Bello,  LL.B.,  Instruct- 
or in  Spanish  ;  George  Adam  Schmitt,  Instructor  in  German  ; 
and  Luigi  Monti,  A.M.,  Instructor  in  Italian. 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  Department  are,  —  1.  All 
the  Modem  Languages  are  optional.  2.  A  student  commen- 
cing the  study  of  any  language  is  not  permitted  to  leave  it  before 
the  close  of  the  year.  3.  The  students  are  formed  into  Sec- 
tions, and  are  carried  forward  according  to  their  proficiency, 
without  reference  to  Classes.  4.  The  days  of  instruction  are 
Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

The  French  Language  was  taught  to  twenty-nine  Juniors 
in  one  Section,  and  fifty-nine  Freshmen  in  two  Sections, — 
making  in  all  eighty-eight  students.  One  hour  a  day,  three 
days  in  the  week,  throughout  the  year,  was  devoted  to  each 
Section.  The  instruction  was  ^ven  by  translation  from  text- 
books, written  exercises,  and  practice  in  speaking  at  each 
recitation. 

The  whole  number  of  students  in  German  was  ninety,  of 
whom  twenty-five  were  from  the  Senior  and  sixty-five  from 
the  Junior  Class.  The  instruction  was  given  by  translation 
from  German  into  English  and  from  English  into  German,  the 
text-books  used  being  Gothe's  "Faust,"  Rolker's  "German 
Reader,"  and  Hawthorne's  "Tanglewood  Tales."  The  In- 
structor has  paid  especial  attention  to  grounding  the  students 
thoroughly  in  the  elements  of  the  language. 

The  number  of  students  in  Spanish  was  nineteen,  six  from 
the  Senior,  and  thirteen  from  the  Junior  Class.  They  recited 
in  two  Sections,  three  times  a  week  during  the  year.  In* 
struction  was  given  by  translation  from  text-books,  by  written 
exercises,  and  by  practice  in  speaking. 

In  Italian,  the  number  of  students  was  eight,  being  seven 
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Seniors  and  one  Junior.  They  recited  in  one  Section  three 
times  a  week  during  the  year.  The  instruction  was  given  by 
translation  from  text-book^  written  exercises,  and  practice  in 
speaking. 

Professor  Lowell  delivered  two  Courses  of  Lectures,  one  in 
each  Term  of  the  Academic  Year.  A  class  of  volunteer  stu- 
dents in  Italian  read  Dante  with  him  three  times  a  week  during 
the  Second  Term. 

The  whole  number  of  students  in  the  Modern  Languages  is 
two  hundred  and  five. 


9.   Mathematics. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  was  conducted  by  Benjamin 
Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy  and  Mathe- 
matics, and  Charles  W.  Eliot,  A.M.,  and  James  Mills  Peirce, 
A.M.,  Tutors. 

Instruction  in  the  Freshman  year  was  by  recitations  from 
Peirce's  Geometry,  which  was  completed  in  the  First  Term. 
Peirce's  Trigonometry  occupied  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Instruction  was  continued,  in  the  Sophomore  year,  by  reci- 
tations in  Peirce*s  Algebra  and  J.  M.  Peirce's  Analytic  Geome- 
try ;  and  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years,  by  Instruction  in  the 
Imaginary,.Integral,  and  Residual  Calculuses,  and  in  the  Math- 
ematical Theory  of  Mechanics  and  Astronomy. 

The  Freshman  Class  were  heard  in  four  Sections,  on  four 
days  of  the  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday,  and  Saturday, 
through  the  year. 

The  Sophomore  Class  were  heard  in  four  Sections,  three  days 
in  the  week,  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays,  through 
the  year. 


10.   Physics. 

During  the  past  academical  year,  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment was  conducted  by  Joseph  Levering,  A.M.,  Ilollia 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  whole  Junior  Class  attended  recitations  three  times  a 
week  during  the  First  and  Second  Terms  ;  and  read  Her- 
schel's  Outlines  of  Astronomy,  and  Bird's  Elements  of  Natural 
Philosophy.  This  Class  was  examined  at  the  end  of  each 
Term. 

Each  Class  was  divided  into  three  Divisions ;  and  each  Di- 
vision remained  with  the  instructor  one  hour  at  every  exercise. 

The  Senior  Class  attended  a  course  of  twenty-four  Lectures 
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on  Physics  and  Experimental  Philosophy.  The  Junior  Class 
attended  a  similar  course  of  twenty-four  Lectures.  The  whole 
course,  which  extends  through  two  years,  consists  of  about 
sixty  Lectures  of  one  hour  each ;  or  one  Lecture  to  each  Class 
for  every  week  of  both  Terms.  The  subject  last  year  was 
Electro-statics  and  Electro-dynamics.  These  Lectures  are  al- 
ways attended  by  some  members  of  the  Scientific  and  Profes- 
sional Schools. 


11.   Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Josiah  P. 
Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor.  During  the  First  Term,  the 
Sophomore  Class  recited  twice  a  week,  from  the  first  half  of 
Stockhardt's  Elements  of  Chemistry,  and  attended  twenty 
Experimental  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry  of  the  Non-Metallic 
Elements.  During  the  Second  Term,  the  same  Class  recited 
twice  a  week,  from  the  remainder  of  the  same  book,  and 
attended  a  course  of  twenty  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry  of  the 
Metallic  Elements.  Several  members  of  this  class  received 
instruction  in  the  Practice  of  Chemical  Analysis. 

The  Junior  Class  recited  twice  a  week  from  Graham's  Chem- 
istry during  the  First  Term.  That  portion  only  of  the  book 
was  studied  which  treats  of  the  Physics  of  Chemistry. 


12.  Natural  History. 

This  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Asa  Gray,  M.D., 
Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History. 

Throughout  the  Second  Term  the  whole  Sophomore  Class 
were  instructed  in  Vegetable  Physiology  and  Morphology,  by 
recitations  from  Gray's  Botanical  Text-Book,  with  informal 
Lectures  and  microscopical  demonstrations.  These  exercises 
were  attended  by  the  Class,  in  three  Sections,  twice  a  week, 
namely,  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays ;  each  recitation  occu- 
pying an  hour. 

A  course  of  Lectures  upon  Systematic  Botany,  consisting 
of  two  Lectures  per  week  from  the  first  of  April  to  the  end 
of  the  Term,  was  delivered  to  those  students  of  the  Junior 
Class  who  elected  the  study.  These  Lectures  were  attended 
by  about  thirty  Juniors  and  twelve  Scientific  Students.  From 
the  middle  of  May  to  the  end  of  the  Term,  private  practical 
lessons  were  given  by  the  Professor,  four  times  a  week,  at  the 
Botanic  Garden,  to  twelve  members  of  the  Class,  who  chose 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege. 
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The  course  of  Lectures  on  Geology,  delivered  by  Professor 
Agassiz  during  the  First  Term,  and  that  upon  Zoology  during 
the  Second  Term,  were  open  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class. 


13.  Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

During  the  First  Term,  a  course  of  twenty-eight  Lectures 
on  the  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Human  Body  was  de- 
livered to  the  members  of  the  Senior  Glass,  by  Jeffries  Wyman, 
M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy.  The  Lectures  were 
given  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays,  in  Holdcn  Chapel,  at 
10  A.  M. 


IL    PROFESSIONAL  SCHOOLS. 
1.  Divinity  School, 

The  Divinity  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Rev.  Convers  Francis,  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Pulpit 
Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care ;  and  the  Rev.  George  R. 
Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental Languages,  and  Dexter  Lecturer  on  Sacred  Literature. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies 
three  years.  The  School  consists  of  three  Classes ;  the  Jun- 
ior, Middle,  and  Senior. 

Each  Professor  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the  Classes 
through  the  year.  The  course  of  instruction  is  divided  be- 
tween them  as  follows.  To  the  Parkman  Professor  are  allotted 
the  branches  of  Natural  Religion,  Christian  Ethics  and  Prac- 
tical Divinity,  Ecclesiastical  History,  Church  Polity,  the  Com- 
position and  Delivery  of  Sermons,  and  the  Duties  of  the  Pas- 
toral Office.  To  the  Hancock  Professor,  the  Evidences  of 
Christianity,  Dogmatic  Theology,  the  Principles  of  Criticism 
and  Interpretation,  the  Criticism  and  Interpretation  of  the  Old 
and  the  New  Testaments,  and  the  Hebrew  Language. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  preach  on  Sunday  evening 
during  part  of  the  year  in  one  of  the  churches  of  this  city. 
There  is  also  a  weekly  exercise  in  extemporaneous  speaking, 
attended  by  the  whole  School. 

The  present  number  of  students  (December,  1857)  is  19. 
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2.   Law  School. 


During  the  academic  year  1856  -  57,  the  Law  School  has 
continued  under  the  superintendence  of  Joel  Parker,  LL.D., 
Royall  Professor  of  Law,  Theophilus  Parsons,  LL.D.,  Dane 
Professor  of  Law,  and  Emory  Washburn,  LL.D.,  University 
Professor  of  Law. 

The  Boyall  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  the  Law 
of  Agency,  Constitutional  Law,  Pleading  and  Practice,  and 
Equity  Jurisprudence. 

The  Dane  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Blackstone's 
Commentaries,  Kent's  Commentaries,  the  Law  of  Insurance, 
the  Law  of  Evidence,  and  the  Law  of  Contracts. 

The  University  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  the 
Law  of  the  Domestic  Relations,  upon  Criminal  Law,  upon 
Bankruptcy  and  Insolvency,  and  the  Law  of  Real  Property. 

Ten  Lectures  are  delivered  in  each  week,  generally  from 
text-books  designated ;  and  in  the  course  of  each  Lecture  ex- 
aminations are  made,  by  inquiry  of  the  students  as  to  cases  or 
principles  presented  to  them  in  connection  with  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  Lecture.  The  Faculty  continue  this  method  of 
examination,  being  convinced  that  no  other  would  meet  so  sat- 
isfactorily the  wants  of  the  School. 

One  or  two  Moot  Courts  are  held  each  week,  each  court  by 
one  of  the  Professors ;  and  continued  experience  strengthens 
the  confidence  of  the  Faculty  and  the  students  in  their  great 
utility  to  the  whole  School.  That  they  must  be  especially 
useful  to  the  students  engaged  in  them  as  counsel  is  obvious. 
But  they  are  almost  equally  profitable  to  others  who  investigate 
the  questions  presented,  and  indeed  to  all  who  attend  them, 
and  make  use  of  the  opportunities  they  offer  to  learn  to  take 
notes  readily  and  accurately. 

The  students  continue  to  form  many  Clubs  for  discussion 
and  debate,  and  for  the  argument  of  cases.  The  Faculty  re- 
gard these  Clubs  as  eminently  useful,  and  provide  rooms  for 
them,  and  books  and  attendance,  and  all  other  facilities  and  en- 
couragement in  their  power. 

Prizes  for  Dissertations  have  been  awarded  as  before ;  and 
the  gentlemen  awarding  them  have  again  expressed  very  strong 
commendation  of  the  essays  offered  for  their  consideration. 

The  average  number  of  students  attending  in  the  course  of 
the  year  was  about  one  hundred  and  fifteen.  They  came 
from  twenty-five  of  the  United  States,  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, and  Nova  Scotia. 

The  degree  of  LL.B.  was  conferred  at  Commencement  upon 
forty-six  students. 
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8.  Medical  School.

The  Medical  School  was  conducted  by  the  above-named  Pro- 
fessors, at  the  Medical  College  in  North  Grove  Street,  Boston. 
The  instruction  was  given  by  courses  of  Lectures,  delivered  by 
the  several  Professors  in  their  respective  departments.  The 
Lectures  begin  annually  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  November, 
and  continue  four  months,  or  seventeen  weeks.  The  students 
also  attend  the  practice  of  the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  students  attending  Medical  Lectures  in  the 
session  of  1856-57  was  118. 

The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusively  to  Medical  Stu- 
dents, Undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend.

Henry  L.  Eustis,  A.M.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Engineering ; 

Eben  Norton  Horsford,  A.M.,  Rumford  Professor,  and  Lec- 
turer on  the  Application  of  the  Sciences  to  the  Useful  Arts, 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  Erving  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Min- 
eralogy. 
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The  coarse  of  instruction  embraced  systematic  practical  ex- 
ercises in  the  several  Laboratories  of  Professors  Agassiz,  Wy- 
man,  Gray,  and  Horsford ;  instruction  in  Engineering  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Eustis ;  occasional  excursions  to  lo- 
calities and  manufacturing  establishments  of  scientific  interest 
in  the  neighborhood ;  recitations  ;  and  Lectures. 

The  Lectures  have  been  as  follows :  — 

On  Geology,  and  on  the  Structure  and  Classification  of  the 
Ammal  Kingdom,  by  Professor  Agassiz,  between  forty  and 
forty-five  Lectures  each  Term.  Scientific  excursions  were 
made  about  once  a  fortnight. 

On  the  Differential  Calculus,  twice  a  week,  thirty  Lectures ; 
and  on  Analytical  Mechanics,  three  times  a  week,  forty-five 
Lectures,  by  Professor  Peirce. 

Twenty-eight  Lectures  on  Comparative  Physiology  and  Em- 
bryology, illustrated  by  dissections  and  microscopic  observations, 
by  Professor  Wyman. 

The  Lectures  were  attended  by  members  of  the  Scientific 
and  Law  Schools,  and  by  the  Undergraduates. 

The  number  of  Special  Students  in  all  branches  of  science 
was  seventy-nine,  exclusive  of  the  members  of  the  other  Pro- 
fessional Schools,  and  of  the  Undergraduates,  who  attended 
the  Scientific  Lectures. 


6.  Astronomical  Observatory. 

During  the  past  year  the  Astronomical  Observatory  has 
been  under  the  superintendence  of  William  C.  Bond,  A.M., 
Director  of  the  Observatory,  and  George  P.  Bond,  A.M.,  First 
Assistant. 

The  Observatoryjwas  not  founded  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
primary  instruction  in  Astronomy  and  the  kindred  sciences, 
but  to  furnish  accurate  systematic  observations  of  the  heavenly 
bodies,  and  to  co-operate  in  other  investigations  for  the  public 
good.  It  is,  however,  open  to  persons  wishing  to  accomplish  them- 
selves in  Practical  Astronomy,  and  frequently  resorted  to  by 
them.  With  these  objects  in  view,  the  Transit,  Equatorial,  and 
other  instruments  have  been  employed  during  the  year  in  the 
usual  course  of  observation.  Much  attention  has  also  been  di- 
rected to  the  photographic  delineation  of  the  stars. 

In  ^the  course  of  the  year,  the  First  Part  of  the  Second  Vol- 
ume of  the  Annals  of  the  Observatory  has  been  printed  and 
distributed.

TREASURER'S    STATEMENT. 


It  will  appter  from  the  following  statement  of  tiie  financial 
condition  and  transactions  of  Harvard  College  for  the  past 
year,  that  the  receipts  from  the  ordinary  sources  of  income 
have  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenditures  and  leave  a 
small  surplus,  and  that  we  have  to  be  miteftd  for  many  in- 
stances of  bounty  on  the  part  of  her  friends  to  aid  and  encour- 
age her  in  the  future. 

Messrs.  Ticknor  and  Fields  have  very  liberally  placed  in  the 
University  Library  copies  of  all  their  publications,  amount- 
ing during  the  year  to  a  hundred  volumes. 

Uriah  A.  Boyden,  Esq.,  who  the  last  year  gave  five  hundred 
dollars  for  two  prizes  for  mathematical  essays,  has  this  year 
added  one  hundred  dollars  more  to  furnish  another  prize  for 
a  performance  of  very  high  merit,  which  would  have  other- 
wise failed  of  suitable  recognition. 

The  very  valuable  Theological  Library,  principally  the  do- 
nation of  Colonel  Benjamin  Loring,  has  been  received  from 
Germany,  and  placed  in  Divinity  HalL  It  is  to  be  kept  by 
itself,  and  to  be  called  the  Loring  Library. 

The  mamificent  library,  also,  which  was  bequeathed  by  the 
late  Henryj\  Wales,  has  been  received  and  deposited  in  ap- 
propriate cases,  which  were  furnished  by  the  bounty  of  George 
W.  Wales,  Esq.,  a  brother  of  the  testator ;  who  has  further 
shown  his  disposition  to  carry  out  the  intentions  of  his 
brother,  by  binoing  at  his  own  expense  many  volumes,  form- 
ing portions  of  sets,  in  a  corresponding  style  of  beauty  to  the 
others.  It  should  be  mentioned,  also,  that  the  late  Mr.  Henry 
B.  Wales,  in  addition  to  this  large  bequest,  has  provided  in 
his  will,  that,  on  the  occurrence  of  a  future  event,  forty 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  to  Harvard  College  for  the 
foundation  of  a  Professorship  of  the  Sanscrit  Language  and 
Literature,  a  study  in  wfai<^  that  learned  and  liberal  gentle- 
man was  much  interested. 

A  department  in  the  College,  filled  by  a  gentleman  of  the 
highest  scientific  character  and  fitness,  but  most  inadequately 
supported,  has  been  placed  on  a  favorable  footing,  by  a  dona- 
tion of  property  to  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  by 
Thomas  Lee,  &q^  the  income  of  whi<A  is  to  be  added  to  the 
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stipend  of  Dr.  Jeffries  WymaD,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy. 
It  is  interesting  also  to  mention,  that  another  friend  of  science 
has  provided  additional  resources,  to  repay  the  services  of  the 
same  eminent  Professor. 

The  fence  surrounding  the  Botanic  Garden  had  gone  to 
decay,  and,  owing  to  the  poverty  of  that  department,  the 
means  of  restoring  it  were  not  at  the  disposal  of  the  Corpora- 
tion. A  subscription,  however,  has  been  raised  of  one  thou- 
sand and  fifty  dollars,  through  the  instrumentality  of  Dr.  Gray, 
which  supplied  the  means  for  that  purpose.  It  is  very  much 
to  be  desired,  and  is  hoped,  that  the  friends  of  the  College 
and  of  that  interesting  branch  of  study  will  place  this  de- 
partment in  a  condition  of  greater  respectability  and  increased 
usefulness. 

A  portrait  of  the  late  Dr.  Francis  W.  P.  Greenwood,  a  be- 
loved and  respected  son  of  the  College,  was  presented  by 
Dr.  George  Hayward,  to  be  deposited  in  the  gallery  of  Har- 
vard Hall. 

The  Hon.  Francis  C.  Gray,  for  many  years  a  Fellow  of  the 
College,  and  always  its  strong  friend  and  advocate,  by  his  last 
will  bestowed  upon  the  College  his  collection  of  engravings, 
the  result  of  many  years  of  the  most  enlightened  zeal  and 
liberality  in  collecting  the  rarest  and  finest  specimens  of 
this  art.  The  cost  of  this  collection  was  very  large;  but 
by  extraordinary  efforts  and  good  fortune  many  engravings 
were  obtained  which  could  hardly  be  duplicated  at  any  ex- 
pense. This  valuable  collection,  which  should  be  kept  sa- 
credly from  diminution  or  damage,  he  has  confided  to  the 
College,  making  a  probable  provision  in  the  future  for  a  sum 
to  be  paid  to  the  College  adequate  to  that  end.  It  is  not  im- 
probable, also,  that  his  benefactions  will  eventually  be  made 
more  extensive  and  important 

The  late  venerable  Samuel  Hoar,  the  friend  of  Harvard 
College,  as  of  every  interest  of  religion  and  learning,  gave  to 
her  his  parting  blessing  in  a  bequest  of  one  thousand  dollars 
to  the  Divinity  School. 

Mrs.  Eliza  W.  Haven,  the  widow  of  the  late  Nathaniel  Ap- 
pleton  Haven,  Jr.,  gave  to  the  University  Library  his  valuable 
collection  of  books  in  the  ancient  classical  languages  and  lit* 
erature,  as  a  memorial  of  his  attachment  to  bis  Alma  Mater 
and  of  the  studies  in  which  he  delighted  and  reached  a  great 
proficiency, 

The  Theological  Department  of  the  University  has  been 
suffering  for  some  time  from  want  of  funds  to  furnish  a  proi>er 
amount  of  instruction  in  some  important  branches  of  study. 
This  want  has  been  temporarily  met  by  an  agreement  by  the 


Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Theological  Education  to  fur- 
nish, for  the  period  of  six  years,  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars  a  year,  to  be  paid  one  half  to  each  of  two  Professors  in 
addition  to  those  now  employed,  who  are  to  furnish  for  this 
stipend  instruction  in  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Systematic 
Theology. 

The  late  William  Pickman,  Esq.,  of  Salem,  has  bequeathed 
to  the  CoUcTO,  in  aid  of  its  general  funds,  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  dollars. 

The  late  Ward  Nicholas  Boylston  many  years  sioce  gave 
to  the  College  a  fund,  to  accumulate  by  interest  or  otherwise 
until  sufficient  to  erect  a  stone  building  for  a  Museum  of 
Anatomy  and  a  Chemical  Laboratory ;  which  fund,  by  the 
accumulation  of  interest  alone,  has  reached  the  amount  of 
twenty-three  thousand  dollars.  As  a  pressing  want  is  now 
felt  for  such  a  structure,  a  subscription  has  been  raised  of  sev- 
enteen thousand  dollars,  which  will,  added  to  that  fund,  nearly 
pay  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  which  will  be  completea 
at  an  earlv  day.  This  is  considered  an  important  addition  to 
the  facilities  of  instruction  at  Cambridge,  and  the  happy  re- 
sult is  owing  mainly  to  the  exertions  of  Professor  Cooke, 
aided  essentially  by  John  E.  Thayer,  Esq. 

Having  completed  about  the  term  during  which  I  contem- 
plated filling  this  office,  I  have  surrendered  the  trust  to  the 
Corporation,  with  a  grateful  sense  of  the  confidence  reposed 
in  me  and  the  constant  aid  and  kindness  extended  to  me  by 
them.  I  should  be  wanting  to  my  own  feelings  if  I  did  not 
also  express  my  thanks  to  my  clerk,  Mr.  James  S.  Barbour, 
whose  intelligence,  faithfulness,  and  integrity  have  almost  en- 
tirely relieved  me  from  any  feelings  of  anxiety  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  responsible  duties  of  my  office.

To  THE  HONOBABLE  AND  ReYEBEND, 

The  Overseebs  of  Habvabd  College. 

The  undersigned  respectfully  submits  his  sixth 
Annual  Report  on  the  condition  and  prospects  of 
the  several  departments  of  the  University. 

In  the  Academical  Department  there  has  been  no 
material  change  in  the  course  of  studies  during  the 
past  year.  In  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Chase  and  Mr. 
James  M.  Peirce,  the  College  regrets  the  loss  of  two 
able  and  faithful  teachers.  To  supply  their  places 
Solomon  Lincoln,  A.  B.,  has  been  appointed  Tutor  in 
Greek  and  Latin,  and  Edward  Pearce,  A.  B.,  Tutor 
in  Mathematics.  Francis  H.  Brown,  A.  B.,  and 
William  P.  P.  Longfellow,  A.  B.,  have  been  ap- 
pointed Proctors,  to  fill  vacancies  at  the  Parietal 
Board  occasioned  by  the  removal  of  Professor  Lane 
and  Professor  Eliot  from  the  College  buildings. 
Such  of  these  appointments  as  have  not  been  already 
confirmed  by  the  Overseers,  will  be  submitted  at 
their  first  meeting. 


A  new  office  intermediate  between  that  of  Tutor 
and  that  of  permanent  Professor  has  been  established 
in  the  College.  Under  this  provision  Charles  W. 
Eliot,  formerly  Tutor  in  Mathematics,  has  been  ap- 
pointed Assistant  Professor  of  Mathematics  and 
Chemistry. 

Professor  Felton  was  absent  from  the  country 
during  part  of  the  Second  Term  of  the  last  academ- 
ic year,  on  account  of  ill  health.  For  the  same 
reason.  Professor  Bowen  has  been  absent  during  the 
whole  of  the  First  Term  of  the  current  year.  Their 
places  as  instructors  have  been  supplied  in  each  case 
without  expense  to  the  College. 

The  new  regulation  adopted  by  this  Board,  requir- 
ing in  each  study  an  annual  examination  in  writing, 
has  been  carried  into  effect.  This  mode  of  examina- 
tion,  from  its  greater  thoroughness  and  entire  fair- 
ness, is  found  to  be  of  great  service,  whether  regarded 
as  a  motive  to  study,  or  as  a  test  of  scholarship. 
It  has  also  led  to  frequent  private  examinations  of 
the  same  kind,  which  have  greatly  added  to  the  care 
and  labor  of  the  instructors ;  but  it  is  thought  that 
no  care  or  labor  is  so  well  rewarded.  The  disposition 
of  the  student  to  think  chiefly  of  the  recitation  of 
the  day  is  corrected  by  the  necessity  under  which  he 
is  thus  placed  of  mastering  the  subject  or  the  author. 

To  express  his  interest  in  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant branches  of  study  in  the  University,  the 
Hon.  John  C.  Gray  has  given  five  hundred  dollars. 


"  to  be  divided  into  two  prizes  of  equal  value,  which 
are  to  be  awarded  to  such  members  of  the  Class  of 
1860  as  shall  be  found,  after  a  special  and  thorough 
examination,  to  have  made  the  greatest  proficiency 
in  the  study  of  pure  mathematics ;  the  prizes  to  be 
awarded  during  the  Second  Term  of  the  Senior  year." 
This  liberal  offer  cannot  fail  to  put  new  life  and 
vigor  into  the  efforts  of  those  who  mean  to  compete 
for  the  distinction. 

On  petition  of  the  Corporation,  with  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Overseers,  the  Legislature  has  passed  an 
Act  authorizing  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Har- 
vard College  to  resign  all  trusts  heretofore  assumed 
or  accepted  by  them  for  the  establishment  and  sup- 
port of  a  Divinity  School,  as  a  department  of  the 
University.  A  copy  of  the  Act  is  appended  to  this 
Report  The  preliminary  steps  necessary  to  carry 
the  same  into  effect  have  been  taken  by  the  Corporar 
tion,  and  will  be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Overseers 
for  their  consent  and  approval.  Meanwhile  the 
actual  condition  of  the  School  itself,  whether  regard 
be  had  to  the  means  of  instruction  or  to  the  number 
and  character  of  the  students,  is  highly  satisfactory. 

The  Law  School,  notwithstanding  the  multiplica- 
tion of  similar  institutions  throughout  the  country, 
and  the  flourishing  condition  of  several  of  them,  has 
not  declined  either  in  numbers  or  usefulness.  Some 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  appropriation  and 
management  of  the  Brattle  House  since  the  last 


Annual  Report ;  but  the  original  design  of  the  pur- 
chase has  never  been  lost  sight  of,  which  was  to 
reduce  as  far  as  may  be  the  expenses  of  a  legal  edu- 
cation at  Cambridge. 

The  aggregate  number  of  students  attending  the 
Lawrence  Scientific  School  is  increasing.  In  this 
department  of  the  University  the  several  professor- 
ships are  for  the  most  part  distinct,  and  independent 
of  each  other,  the  students  being  generally  special 
students,  each  one  giving  his  whole  time  and  atten- 
tion to  a  single  science.  The  admirable  accommo- 
dations afforded  Professor  Wyman  in  Boylston  Hall 
have  led,  as  it  was  expected  they  would  do,  to  a 
large  relative  increase  in  the  number  attending  his 
instructions. 

A  change  of  some  importance  has  been  made  in 
the  Chemical  Laboratory  by  discontinuing  the  sales^ 
room,  that  arrangement  having  been  found  to  be 
liable  to  serious  objections.  Hereafter  the  students 
are  to  be  supplied  with  the  necessary  apparatus  on 
loan,  the  same  to  be  returned  in  good  condition,  and 
a  reasonable  charge  paid  for  the  use  of  it. 

The  old  Conservatory  in  the  Botanic  Grarden  hav- 
ing become  nearly  useless  from  general  decay,  and 
from  faults  in  its  original  construction,  it  has  been 
taken  down,  and  a  new  one,  of  better  and  ampler 
accommodations,  has  been  built  on  the  same  sita 
It  has  cost  three  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  dollars.     Of  this  siun  the  executors  of  the  late 


Mr.  Thomas  Dowse  contributed  two  thousand  dollars, 
from  funds  left  by  that  gentleman  for  public  uses ;  and 
a  large  part  of  the  deficiency  has  been  made  up  by 
a  few  friends  of  the  College,  as  will  appear  from  an 
account  of  the  new  building  herewith  submitted. 
For  the  improved  condition  and  prospects  of  the 
Botanic  Garden  in  this  and  many  other  respects, 
the  College  is  under  great  obligations  to  the  activity 
and  personal  influence  of  Professor  Gray. 

Until  the  last  year,  the  Medical  School,  following 
the  example  of  similar  institutions,  confined  its  regu- 
lar course  of  instruction  to  the  lectures  given  by 
the  Professors  in  the  Winter  Term.  To  meet  the 
demand  for  a  more  thorough  medical  education,  a 
Summer  Term  is  now  added,  during  which  the  stu- 
dent is  taught  by  recitations  as  well  as  lectures, 
with  all  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  Li- 
brary, the  Museum,  and  daily  visits  at  the  Hospital. 
From  the  Treasurer's  Statement,  it  will  be  seen  that 
Mr.  William  Sturgis,  Mr.  John  P.  Cushing,  Mr. 
Thomas  Lee,  and  Mr.  Jonathan  Phillips  have  given 
five  thousand  dollars  each  in  aid  of  the  funds  of 
this  Department  of  the  University.  These  liberal 
subscriptions/  and  it  is  hoped  that  others  will  be 
obtained,  will  place  the  School  on  a  footing  of  in- 
dependence, and  greatly  increase  its  means  of  use- 
fulness. The  Faculty  and  the  friends  of  the  School 
have  occasion  sincerely  to  regret  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  John  Ware,  for  twenty-six  years  Hersey  Profes- 
sor of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic. 
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There  is  a  large  accumulation  of  observations  at 
the  Observatory,  the  immediate  publication  of  which 
would  be  of  importance  to  the  scientific  world; 
but  the  Corporation  has  no  disposable  funds  for 
that  purpose.  During  the  past  year,  the  Director 
and  his  assistants  have  continued  their  observar 
tions  on  the  fixed  stars,  and  on  several  comets,  and 
especially  on  the  remarkable  one  known  as  Donati*s 
Comet  for  1858.  Some  of  the  finiits  of  these  ob- 
servations have  been  given  to  the  public,  in  a  me- 
moir on  the  last-mentioned  Comet  by  the  Assistp 
ant  Observer,  Mr.  George  P.  Bond.  More  fully  to 
recognize  the  obligations  of  the  University  to  the 
late  Edward  Bromfield  Phillips,  the  great  benefactor 
to  the  Observatory,  it  has  been  ordered  tiiat  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Director  shall  hereafter  be 
Director  of  the  Observatory  and  Phillips  Professor 
of  Astronomy. 

The  great  want,  in  order  to  put  institutions  for 
the  highest  education  in  this  country  on  a  level 
with  those  of  Europe,  is  that  of  libraries  and  scien- 
tific collections  and  museums. 

The  undersigned  is  happy  in  being  able  to  give  a 
more  encouraging  account  of  the  prospects  of  the 
Public  Library  than  at  any  former  period.  During 
the  last  academic  year  nearly  three  thousand  vol- 
umes were  added  to  it,  not  including  duplicates, 
periodicals,  or  pamphlets ;  of  which  more  than  half 
were  given  by  individuals  or  associations.    Among 


the  largest  contributors,  we  find  the  names  of  Henry 
G.  Denny,  Esq.,  Messrs.  James  Munroe  &  Co.,  Messrs. 
Ticknor  and  Fields,  Winslow  Lewis,  M.  D.,  Samuel 
Sawyer,  M.  D.,  Samuel  A.  Green,  M.  D.,  and  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Norton.  Mr.  George  W.  Wales  has  made 
costly  additions  to  the  splendid  collection  of  books 
bequeathed  to  the  College  by  his  brother.  Miss 
Jane  Russell  Sever,  of  Kingston,  has  given  a  large 
and  valuable  collection  of  newspapers ;  some  of  the 
files  of  which  are  complete  in  themselves,  while 
others  will  help  to  complete  files  already  in  the 
Library. 

But  no  Library,  needing  to  be  supplied  with  the 
best  and  latest  works  in  all  the  departments  of  learn- 
ing, should  be  left  to  depend  on  the  accidental  con- 
tributions of  individuals,  however  numerous  and 
liberal.  For  this  reason,  the  Alumni  of  the  College 
have  appointed  a  committee  to  take  measures  for 
raising  a  large  library  fund,  and  much  is  expected 
from  this  movement.  In  the  same  spirit,  the  Hon. 
Stephen  Salisbury  of  Worcester  has  given  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  with  a  view  to  supply  the  deficiencies 
in  a  single  department  of  the  Library.  The  income 
of  this  wise  and  liberal  endowment  is  to  be  "  ex- 
pended in  the  purchase  of  books  in  the  Greek  and 
Latin  languages,  and  in  books  in  other  languages 
illustrating  Greek  and  Latin  books."  The  Library 
will  also  have  the  benefit  of  a  bequest  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars  left  to  the  College  by  the  late  Thomas 
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W.  Ward,  Esq.,  fonnerly  and  for  many  years  its 
able  and  faithful  Treasurer. 

A  bust  of  Benjamin  Waterhouse,  M.  D.,  the  first 
Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic  in 
the  University,  has  been  presented  by  his  widow, 
to  be  placed  in  Gore  "Hall.  She  has  also  given  a 
valuable  selection  of  books  from  his  library. 

Mention  was  made,  in  the  President's  last  Annual 
Report,  of  a  magnificent  collection  of  engravings 
given  to  the  College  by  William  Gray,  Esq.,  as  ex- 
ecutor and  residuary  legatee  of  his  uncle,  the  late 
Hon.  Francis  C.  Gray.  The  original  design  respect- 
ing these  engravings  has  been  folly  carried  out  by 
an  additional  gift  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  the  in- 
come of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  keeping  the  col- 
lection in  order,  to  preparing  and  printing  a  cata- 
logue of  it,  and  to  making  such  additions  to  it  as 
the  Corporation  shall  direct.  The  letter  of  Mr.  Gray, 
stating  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  the  offer 
is  made,  and  the  votes  of  the  Corporation  acknowl- 
edging and  accepting  the  same,  wiU  be  appended  to 
this  Report. 

A  second  communication  from  William  Gray,  Esq., 
which  is  also  herewith  appended,  declares  his  readi- 
ness to  fulfil  his  uncle's  munificent  purposes  in  re- 
spect to  the  College  to  their  whole  extent,  by  giving 
fifty  thousand  dollars  more,  the  income  thereof  to  be 
applied  to  establishing  and  maintaining  a  Museum  of 
Comparative  Zoology.     As  the  proposal  involves  the 
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necessity  of  some  measure  which  may  require  the  con- 
currence of  the  Overseers,  the  votes  of  the  Corpora- 
tion accepting  it  will  be  submitted  to  this  Board. 

If  we  add  these  donations  in  money  to  the  actual 
value  of  the  engravings  and  books  before  given,  the 
amount  which  the  College  will  receive  firom  the  es- 
tate  of  the  late  Francis  C.  Gray  will  probably  exceed 
a  hundred  thousand  dollars.  It  wiU  also  be  observed, 
that  the  final  determmation  of  the  whole  was  left  to 
William  Gray,  Esq.,  in  his  capacity  as  executor  and 
residuary  legatee.  Under  these  circumstances,  the 
liberal  conduct  of  that  gentleman,  and  his  generous 
r^ard  for  the  interests  of  the  University,  will  for 
ever  associate  his  own  and  his  uncle's  name  in 
these  noble  benefactions. 

At  the  same  time,  as  no  part  of  the  principal  or 
income  of  the  last-mentioned  fund  can  be  expended 
for  real  estate,  it  only  makes  the  need  of  a  suitable 
building  for  the  Museum  so  much  the  more  'urgent. 
To  the  fame  and  disinterestedness  and  untiring  ac- 
tivity of  one  of  the  greatest  living  naturalists  we 
are  indebted  for  a  zoological  collection  which,  from  its 
magnitude  and  completeness,  has  become  a  matter  of 
national  importance.  The  authorities  of  the  College 
would  therefore  press  it  on  the  community  to  provide 
ample  and  safe  acconunodations  for  the  same,  with  the 
more  earnestness,  inasmuch  as  it  is  not  an  interest  of 
the  College  alone,  but  belongs  rather  to  the  public 
and  the  honor  of  the  State. 
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The  need  of  greater  facilities  for  exercise  suited  to 
our  climate,  and  for  the  physical  education  of  stu- 
dents, has  long  been  felt,  and  is  felt  more  and  more. 
A  friend  of  the  College,  whose  name  is  not  divulged, 
has  given  eight  thousand  dollars  to  be  expended  in 
the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  Gymnasium,  for  the 
use  of  "  all  undergraduates  and  officers  of  the  College, 
and  such  other  persons  as  the  College  Faculty  may 
permit ;  subject  only  to  the  payment  of  such  reason- 
able fees  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  and  maintenance, 
and  to  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  use 
and  conduct  of  the  establishment,  as  the  Corporation 
or  College  Faculty  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe." 

The  Appleton  Chapel  was  first  opened  for  wor- 
ship on  Sunday,  the  17th  of  October.  The  organ 
ordered  for  it  is  not  yet  received,  and  some  further 
additions  or  changes  may  be  necessary;  so  that  a 
description  of  the  building,  and  an  exact  statement 
of  its  cost,  must  be  deferred  to  the  next  Annual  Re- 
port. 

For  the  distribution  of  the  studies,  and  other  de- 
tails of  instruction  and  government,  reference  is  made 
to  the  Appendix. 

The  aggregate  number  of  students  in  all  the  de- 
•partments  of  the  University  at  the  commencement  of 
the  present  academic  year  was  seven  hundred  and 
thirty,  considerably  exceeding  what  it  was  the  Term 
before.  The  undersigned  is  happy  to  add,  that  in  the 
moral  and  religious  condition  of  the  University  there 
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has  also  been  a  noticeable  improvement,  to  be  as- 
cribed, in  no  small  measure,  to  the  earnest  and  effi- 
cient ministrations  of  the  Professor  of  Christian 
Morals  and  Preacher  to  the  University,  and  showing 
the  wisdom  and  importance  of  that  appointment.

SUBMITTED  WITH  THE  FOREGOING  REPORT. 


I.  An  Act  to  allow  the  Prbsidbnt  and  Fellows  op 
Harvard  College  to  resign  their  Trusts  concerning 
Theological  Education,  and  the  Maintenance  of  a 
Theological  School. 

Be  it  enacted^  ^c,  a»  follows :  — 

Sect.  1.  The  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Overseers,  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered .  to  resign  the  trusts  heretofore 
assumed  or  accepted  by  them,  for  the  establishment,  mun- 
tenance,  or  support  of  a  Theological  School,  as  a  department 
of  the  said  College,  or  for  the  encouragement,  support,  or 
compensation  of  the  teachers,  professors,  officers,  or  students 
of  such  Theological  School,  or  for  the  support  of  theological 
education  in  s^d  College,  or  any  of  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  sitting  in  equity, 
within  and  for  either  of  the  counties  of  Suffolk  or  Middlesex, 
is  authorized  and  empowered,  upon  the  petition  of  said  Presi- 
dent and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers,  to  receive  and  accept  such  resignation, 
and  thereupon  to  appoint  '^  The  Society  for  the  Promotion  of 
Theological  Education,"  or  any  other  suitable  person  or  per- 
sons, or  corporation,  as  the  trustee  or  trustees  in  the  place 
of  the  said  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College,  and  to 
pass  all  suitable  orders  and  decrees  to  transfer  to  the  trustee 
or  trustees  so  appointed,  all  the  funds  and  property  now  held 
by  the  said  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College,  in  trust, 
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for  the  support  of  a  Theolo^cal  School,  or  the  olBScers,  teachers, 
or  students  thereof,  or  for  th«  support  or  promotion  of  the- 
olo^cal  education  in  said  College,  and  to  provide  for  the  due 
custody  and  administration  thereof,  as  nearly  as  possible,  ac- 
cording to  the  will  of  the  donors. 

Sbct.  3.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  the 
transfer,  to  any  new  trustee  or  trustees,  of  any  funds  which 
have  heretofore  been  used,  bequeathed,  or  g^ven,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  for  the  education  of  undergraduates. 

[Approved  March  27, 1858.] 


II.  The  New  Conseevatoey  at  the  Botanic  Gaedbn. 

To  THE  Rev.  Dr,  Walker,  President,  and  Hon.  A.  A.  Lawrence, 
Treasurer,  of  Harvard  University. 

Dear  Sies:  — 

I  have,  at  length,  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the 
Conservatory  of  which  you  authorized  me  to  superintend  the 
construction,  according  to  plans  adopted  for  the  purpose  in 
June  last,  was  covered  in  so  as  to  be  put  to  use  in  the  middle 
of  October,  and  is  now  completed. 

The  whole  is  durably  and  neatiy  constructed,  of  the  best 
materials,  and  is  furnished  with  all  needful  appliances  and  in- 
terior fittings.  The  glazing  (except  the  two  internal  par- 
titions) is  all  of  double-thick  German  glass ;  and  the  wood- 
work has  received  three  coats  of  lead  pamt.  A  cistern,  12 
feet  in  diameter,  and  6  feet  deep,  sunk  in  the  cellar  of  the 
low  shed  which  backs  the  Conservatory,  receives  the  water 
which  falls  upon  the  principal  part  of  the  roof.  The  build- 
ing is  84  feet  in  length,  the  main  body  24  feet  in  width, 
besides  the  shed  and  cellar  behind.  A  central  and  much 
higher  part,  or  transept,  projects  eleven  feet  beyond  the  main 
front,  and  forms  a  house  for  trees  and  other  large  plants, 
85  feet  deep,  and  22  feet  wide,  the  crown  of  the  roof  rising 
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21  feet  above  the  ground.  This  is  extended  back  over 
the  cellar  at  the  same  height,  yrith  a  slated  roof,  &c.,  and 
forms  a  good-sized  working-room.  One  of  the  side  houses 
is  a  hot-house,  the  other  a  cool  green-house.  AU  are  span- 
roofed. 

The  foundation  and  other  mason-work  was  laid  by  Mr. 
Henrj  Lamson ;  the  whole  superstructure,  including  glazing, 
painting,  &c.,  was  built  by  contract  with  Mr.  H.  W.  Macurdy, 
of  Watertown ;  and  all  has  been  done,  I  believe,  in  an  entirely 
satis£Bu;tory  manner. 

The  whole  is  heated  by  a  hot-water  apparatus,  consisting 
of  a  boiler  of  288  feet  of  wrought-iron  tubes,  and  a  circula- 
tion of  515  feet  of  four-inch  cast-iron  pipes.  This  was  fur- 
nished by  Messrs.  J.  J.  Walworth  &  Co.  of  Boston,  who  guar- 
antee ita  perfect  operation,  and  assume  all  repairs  for  five 
years.  This  apparatus  ^ves  complete  satisfaction,  and  prom- 
ises to  be  a  very  efficient,  permanent,  and  economical  mode 
of  heating. 

The  account  and  bills  annexed  show  that  the  whole  ex- 
pense incurred — including  the  removal  of  the  old  green- 
house, excavation,  grading,  and  draining,  cistern,  &c.  — 
amounts  to  $  3,885. 

This  exceeds  by  $  685  the  sum  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
by  the  Corporation ;  namely,  the  $  1,200  voted  by  the  Corpo- 
ration from  the  general  funds  of  the  College,  and  the  $  2,000 
given  for  the  purpose  by  the  executors  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas 
Dowse,  upon  the  receipt  of  which  the  erection  of  the  present 
structure  was  resolved  to  be  undertaken. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  this  excess  of  expenditure  — 
which  was  necessary  to  the  thorough  accomplishment  of  the 
object  in  view  —  has  been  made  good  by  the  generous  con- 
tributions of  a  few  friends  of  the  University,  as  follows. 
Thomas  Lee,  Esq.  has  ^ven  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars ;  the  Hon.  A.  A.  Lawrence,  one  hundred  dollars  ; 
the  Hon.  Josiah  Quincy,  N.  I.  Bowditch,  Esq.,  William  Gray, 
Esq.,  Nathaniel  Thayer,  Esq.,  and  the  Hon.  David  Sears, 
each  fifty  dollars ;  Josiah  Bradlee,  Esq.,  twenty-five  dollars  ; 
and  B.  C.  Hooper,  Esq.,  sixty  dollars.  The  amount  of  these 
supplementary  donations  is  herewith  transmitted. 
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In  view  of  the  liberal  donation  which  defrays  more  than 
half  of  the  cost  of  this  structure,  the  Corporation  will  per- 
haps authorize  it  to  be  derignated  as  ^^  The  Dowse  Conserva- 
tory." 

This  aflfords  all  the  conservatory  accommodation  which  the 
Botanic  Garden  needs,  or  is  likely  to  require  in  our  day. 

What  is  much  needed,  however,  is  a  low  propagating-house, 
such  as  (according  to  estimates  I  have  obtained)  may  be  con- 
structed, out  of  the  materials  of  the  old  house,  for  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars.  The  funds  of  the  Garden,  however,  will  not 
allow  even  of  this  small  expenditure.  For,  as  is  well  known  to 
you,  its  annual  income,  of  barely  a  thousand  dollars,  is  not 
quite  enough  merely  to  keep  the  establishment  alive  from  year 
to  year,  allowing  nothing  for  its  replenishment  and  for  bringing 
it  gradually  into  a  state  creditable  to  the  University,  and  truly 
useful  for  purposes  of  instruction  and  for  the  advancement  of 
science  in  the  country. 

Furnished,  as  we  now  are,  a  sum  of  about  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  added  to  our  capital  would  place  the  Botanic  Garden 

—  the  only  public  institution  of  the  kind  in  the  United  States 

—  upon  a  foundation  of  permanent  usefulness  and  of  credit  to 
the  country.  A  larger  sum  could  be  used  to  great  advantage ; 
a  smaller  sum  would  alleviate  pressing  needs,  but  would  not 
give  the  establishment  an  adequate  permanent  endowment.

At  a  stated  meeting  of  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Har- 
vard College  in  Boston,  December  24, 1858,  the  President 
read  the  following  communication  from  William  Gray,  Esq. :  — 

BoBTOir,  December  20, 1858. 

To  THE  President  and  Fellows  of  Haryakd  College:  — 

A  LETTER  from  me,  dated  January  26, 1857,  with  the  votes 
of  the  Corporation  of  Harvard  College  in  regard  to  it,  appears 
on  your  records  under  date  of  January  81, 1857. 

The  term  of  two  years,  mentioned  in  the  letter  of  my  uncle, 
Francis  C.  Gray,  which  was  the  subject  of  my  commumcation 
at  that  time,  will  expire  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  December 
current,  and  I  shall  then  be  prepared  to  complete  his  request 
as  to  the  collection  of  engravings  already  given  to  the  College. 

In  compliance  with  my  uncle's  request,  I  offer  to  give  to 
Harvard  College,  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  December  current, 
the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  on  these  conditions :  — 

First  That  the  same  be  kept  as  a  separate  and  distinct 
fund,  and  invested  from  time  to  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Corporation,  provided  that  no  part  thereof  shall  ever  be  invested 
in  real  estate,  or  in  the  shares  or  stock  of  any  incorporated  or 
joint-stock  company. 

Second.  The  income  is  not  to  be  subject  to  any  charges  of 
any  nature,  but  the  whole  amount  derived  from  the  fund  is  to 
be  applied,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
given  to  the  College  at  the  same  time  with  the  engravings,  — 

1.  To  keeping  the  same  in  order. 

2.  To  publishing  the  Catalogue  described  in  my  letter  of 
January  26, 1857. 

3.  To  making  such  additions  to  the  collection  as  the  Corpo- 
ration may  direct. 

And  after  the  Catalogue  shall  have  been  published,  at  least 
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one  half  of  the  income  of  the  fund  is  to  be  expended  for  such 
additions. 

Third.  In  case  of  the  loss  of  any  part  of  the  fund,  so  much 
of  the  income  as  may  be  requisite  for  this  purpose  shall  be  re- 
tained to  make  good  such  loss,  provided  that  not  more  than 
one  half  of  the  income  shall  be  so  retained  in  any  one  year. 

F(mrih.  This  donation  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions 
in  my  letter  of  January  26, 1857. 

Fifth.  That  the  Corporation  enter  this  donation,  with  its 
conditions,  upon  their  records,  and  vote  to  accept  the  same. 

Upon  receiving  an  attested  copy  of  the  record,  I  will  com- 
plete the  gift  at  the  time  indicated.

Votedy  That  this  donation  be  gratefully  accepted,  on  the 
terms  and  conditions  proposed  in  the  letter  above  recited. 

Votedj  That  the  President  be  requested  to  write  a  suitable 
letter  of  acknowledgments  to  Mr.  Gray,  for  this  addition  to  a 
former  ff&y  by  which  the  purposes  of  his  uncle,  the  late  Fran- 
cis C.  Gray,  respecting  his  splendid  collection  of  engravings, 
are  fully  carried  out,  and  the  safety  and  usefulness  of  this  foun- 
dation for  the  study  of  art  provided  for  and  secured. 
A  true  copy  of  record.

rv.    Second  Letter  op  William  Gray,  Esq. 

Boston,  December  20, 1858. 

To  THE  FrESIDEITT  AND  FeLLOWS  OP  HaRVAKD   COLLEGE:  — 

My  uncle,  Francis  C.  Ghray,  at  the  time  of  executing  his  last 
Tvill,  by  which  he  made  me  his  residuary  legatee,  addressed  to 
me  a  letter  mth  these  clauses :  — 

^^  After  providmg  fully  for  all  the  bequests  in  my  will,  in- 
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eluding  that  to  yourself,  if  there  shall  remain,  two  years  after 
my  death,  a  surplus  beyond  everything  given  in  my  will  as 
above,  then  I  wish  you  would,  out  of  that  surplus,  and  not  oth- 
erwise, give  to  Harvard  College,  or  such  other  institution  as 
you  see  fit,  my  collection  of  engravings,  with  all  books  relating 
to  that  subject,  including  Bossellini,  Audubon,  and  Wilson, 
&c.,  together  with  sixteen  thousand  dollars :  of  which  one 
thousand  and  the  income  are  to  be  appropriated,  in  the  first 
place,  to  keeping  the  same  in  order,  and  to  publishing  a  Cata- 
logue of  the  same  as  I  leave  it. 

^'  And  also  give,  out  of  such  surplus  only,  to  Harvard  Col- 
lege, or  such  other  institution  as  you  see  fit,  the  further  sum 
of  fifty  thousand  dollars ;  the  income  to  be  applied  to  estab- 
lishing and  msdntaining  a  Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology; 
not  to  be  appended  to  any  other  department,  but  to  be  under 
the  charge  of  an  independent  Faculty,  responsible  only  to  the 
Corporation  and  Overseers.  No  part  of  said  income  is  to  be 
expended  for  real  estate  or  the  payment  of  salaries." 

He  also  desires  me  to  impose  such  conditions  and  restric- 
tions on  these  donations  as  I  may  see  fit  The  two  years  men- 
tioned in  his  letter  will  expire  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  De- 
cember current. 

I  have  already  presented  the  collection  of  engravings  to  the 
College ;  and,  in  another  letter  of  this  date,  I  place  at  its  dis- 
posal the  fund  designated  in  the  first  of  the  clauses  cited  in 
this  communication. 

In  compliance  with  my  uncle's  request,  I  offer  to  give  to 
Harvard  College,  on  the  twenty-nmth  day  of  December  cur- 
rent, the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  on  these  conditions :  — 

Fint.  That  the  same  be  kept  as  a  separate  and  distinct 
fund,  and  invested  from  time  to  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Corporation,  provided  that  no  part  thereof  shall  ever  be  in- 
vested in  real  estate,  or  in  the  shares  or  stock  of  any  incor- 
porated or  joint-stock  company. 

Second.  No  part  of  the  income  of  said  fund  shall  ever  be 
expended  for  real  estate  or  the  payment  of  salaries. 

Third.  The  income  is  not  to  be  subject  to  any  charges  of 
any  nature,  but  the  whole  amount  derived  from  the  fund  is  to 
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be  applied  to  establishing  and  maintaining  a  Museum  of  Com- 
parative Zoology  at  Harvard  College. 

Fourth.  Neither  the  coUectionSy  nor  any  buildings  which 
may  contain  the  same,  shall  ever  be  designated  by  any  other 
name  than  the  Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology  at  Harvard 
College. 

Fifth.  The  Museum  shall  never  be  appended  to  any  other 
department,  but  is  to  be  under  the  charge  of  an  independent 
Faculty,  responsible  only  to  the  Corporation  and  Overseers. 

Sixth.  The  President  of  the  College  shall  be  the  President 
of  the  Faculty,  which  shall  be  composed  of  four  members  be- 
sides the  President.  In  case  of  vacancies  in  their  number, 
other  than  that  of  President,  the  Faculty  shaU  from  time  to 
time  nominate  to  the  Corporation  persons  to  fill  such  vacan- 
cies ;  and  if  confirmed  by  the  Corporation,  such  persons  are  to 
become  members  of  the  Faculty ;  if  rejected,  new  nominations 
shall  be  made  by  the  Faculty  to  the  Corporation. 

Seventh.  The  Faculty  are  not  to  be  at  liberty  to  expend 
any  part  of  the  income  of  the  fund,  unless  previously  placed  at 
their  disposal  by  the  Corporation. 

Mghth.  The  first  Faculty  shall  consist  of  Rev.  Dr.  James 
Walker,  President  of  the  College,  Professor  Louis  Agassiz, 
Director  of  the  Museum,  Dr.  Jacob  Bigelow,  Professor  Oliver 
Wendell  Holmes,  and  Professor  Jeffiries  Wyman. 

Ninth.  In  case  of  the  loss  of  any  part  of  the  fund,  so 
much  of  the  income  as  may  be  requisite  for  this  purpose  shall 
be  retained  to  make  good  such  loss,  provided  that  not  more 
than  one  half  of  the  income  shall  be  so  retained  in  any  one 
year. 

Tenth.  That  the  Corporation  enter  this  donation,  with  its 
conditions,  upon  their  records,  and  vote  to  accept  the  same. 

Upon  receiving  an  attested  copy  of  the  record,  I  will  com- 
plete the  gift  at  the  time  indicated.

SuMMABT  Statement  of  the  Course  of  Instruction  pur- 
sued IN  THE  SEVERAL  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
DURING  THE  ACADEMICAL  YeAR  1857-58. 


I.     ACADEMICAL  DEPAETMENT. 

1.  Religious  Instruction. 

Instruction  in  ^^  Christian  Morals,"  and  in  the  "  Christian 
Evidences,"  has  been  regularly  given  by  the  Preacher  to  tiie 
University  and  Plummer  Professor  of  Christian  Morals.  Dur- 
ing the  First  Term  of  the  year  he  has  heard  recitations  from 
the  Freshman  Class,  twice  a  week,  in  Whately's  Lessons  on 
Christian  Morals  and  Christian  Evidences,  a  text-book  that 
has  been  substituted  for  Whewell  and  Paley. 

Lectures  on  the  Special  Duties  and  Exposures  of  a  College 
Life  have  been  delivered  by  this  Professor  to  those  students 
that  have  been  admitted  to  tiie  institution  within  the  year. 

The  service  of  Daily  Prayers  has  been  attended  by  him,  in 
the  Chapel,  with  occasional  assistance  from  the  President. 
He  has  sJso  been  responsible  for  the  supply  of  the  Chapel  Pul- 
pit on  Sundays. 

At  present,  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  students  have  leave 
of  absence  from  Cambridge  to  pass  Sunday  at  home ;  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  attend  worship  in  the  College  Chapel ; 
and  forty-six  attend  other  churches  in  Cambridge. 

Other  religious  exercises,  at  which  the  attendance  is  volun- 
tary, have  been  conducted  by  the  same  officer. 
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2.  Philosophy. 

The  means  of  instruction  in  this  Department  are  lectures, 
recitations,  familiarly  illustrated  at  the  time  by  the  Professor, 
and  written  forensic  exercises. 

During  the  last  academic  year,  the  Department  was  under 
the  charge  of  Francis  Bowen,  A.M.,  Alford  Professor.  During 
the  First  Term,  the  Senior  Class  recited  four  times  a  week 
in  Beid's  Essays  on  the  Intellectual  Powers,  and  Bowen's 
Metaphysics  and  Ethics  applied  to  the  Evidences  of  Religion. 
During  the  Second  Term,  the  same  Class  recited  four  times 
a  week  in  Bowen's  Political  Economy,  and  Mill's  Logic.  The 
Class  recited  in  three  Divisions,  so  that  the  recitation  of  each 
day  occupied  three  hours. 

Forensics  were  read,  throughout  the  yoar,  every  Tuesday 
forenoon,  by  the  Seniors,  half  of  the  Class  attending  each 
week. 

The  same  Class  were  instructed  in  Ethics  by  the  President, 
reciting  to  him  twice  a  week  in  two  divisions  during  the  Sec- 
ond Term.  The  text-book  used  was  Jouffi:^y's  Introduction  to 
Ethics. 

All  the  instruction  in  this  Department  is  now  given  to  the 
Senior  Class. 


3.  Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  Francis 
J.  Child,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  assisted 
in  the  teaching  of  Elocution  by  James  Jenmson,  A.M. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  to  the  three  upper 
Classes,  by  exercises  in  Reading,  Speaking,  and  English  Com- 
position, and  by  recitations  in  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  and  Logic. 

The  Sophomores  recited  twice  a  week  from  Vemon'%  Anglo- 
Saxon  Guide  and  Campbell's  Rhetoric,  during  the  First  Term. 

One  fourth  of  the  Class  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  criti- 
cal exercise  upon  them,  every  week  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Juniors  instruction  was  given  by  recitations,  twice 
a  week,  during  the  Second  Term,  from  Whately's  Rhetoric. 

They  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical  exercise  upon 
them,  once  every  two  weeks,  through  the  year. 

They  also  declaimed,  by  sections  of  nine,  every  week,  before 
the  Class  and  the  instructors. 

The  Seniors  attended  recitations  from  Whately's  Rhetoric 
twice  a  week,  during  the  First  Term. 

During  the  Second  Term  the  Sophomore  Class  read  selec- 
tions from  Chaucer's  Canterbury  Tales. 
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The  inspection  of  perfonnances  for  Commencement  and 
other  Public  Exhibitions  is  committed  to  this  Department. 

The  foregoing  statement  relates  to  the  duties  of  the  Pro- 
fessor. 

In  addition  to  the  exercises  in  Declamation  already  men- 
tioned, there  is  a  separate  course  of  instruction  in  Elocution, 
-which  is  wholly  under  the  care  of  the  Instructor  in  Elocution. 

Nine  Juniors  attended  him  eyery  week  in  an  exercise  pre- 
paratory to  the  weekly  Declamation  of  the  Class. 

The  Sophomores  and  Freshmen  attended  him  once  every 
week,  during  the  year. 

He  superintended  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the 
Public  Exhibitions  of  the  year ;  the  final  rehearsal  for  each 
being  also  attended  by  the  Professor. 


4.  History. 

Instruction  was  giyen  in  this  Department  to  the  Senior 
Class,  during  the  last  acadepiical  year,  by  the  Professor  of 
History.  The  books  used  were  Guizot's  Lectures  on  the  His- 
tory of  Civilization  in  Europe,  Arnold's  Lectures  on  Modem 
History,  the  Introduction  to  Robertson's  Charles  Y.,  and  Shep- 
pard's  Constitutional  Text-Book.  The  Class  recited  four  times 
a  week  during  the  year,  and  were  examined  by  written  ques- 
tions at  the  end  of  the  Second  Term.  The  Freshman  Class 
recited  twice  a  week  during  the  Second  Term  to  Mr.  Jenni- 
son,  the  Tutor  in  History,  in  liddell's  History  of  Home,  and 
were  examined  by  written  questions  and  orally  at  the  end  of 
that  Term. 


5.  Latin. 


During  the  past  year  this  Department  was  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  George  M.  Lane,  University  Professor  of  Latin, 
assisted  by  Be^nald  H.  Chase,  Ephraim  W.  Gumey,  and 
Edwin  H.  Abbot,  Tutors.  The  instruction  of  the  Senior  and 
Junior  Classes  was  conducted  by  Professor  Lane,  that  of  the 
Sophomore  Class  by  Mr.  Gumey,  and  that  of  the  Freshman 
Class  by  Mr.  Chase,  and,  in  the  Second  Term,  by  Mr.  Abbot. 

Instmction  was  given  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Lincoln's 
Selections  from  Livy,  Cicero's  Tusculan  Disputations,  and  in 
writing  Latin,  once  a  fortnight. 

To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Satires  and  Epistles  of 
Horace,  and  the  Agricola  of  Tacitus,  one  hour  every  month 
being  devoted  to  writing  Latin. 
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To  the  Junior  Glass,  in  the  Annals  of  Tacitus  and  the 
Amphitruo  of  Plautus,  and  in  writing  Latin  prose  and  verse. 

To  the  Seniors,  in  the  Bacchides  and  Stichus  of  Plautus 
and  Propertius,  and  in  writing  Latin  prose. 

In  the  three  lower  Glasses  the  Latin  was  a  required  study  ; 
with  the  Seniors  it  was  elective. 


6.  Greer. 

The  Greek  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Gomelius 
Gonway  Felton,  LL.D.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek  Literature, 
and  Evangelinus  A.  Sophocles,  A.  M.,  William  W.  Goodwin, 
P.  D.,  Edwin  H.  Abbot,  A.  M.,  and  Solomon  Lincoln,  A.  B., 
Tutors. 

The  Freshmen  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Sophocles  and  Mr. 
Abbot  during  the  First  Term,  and  by  Mr.  Sophocles  and  Mr. 
Lincoln  during  the  Second  Term.  They  were  divided  into 
five  alphabetical  Sections.  The  text-books  during  the  First 
Term  were  Homer's  Odyssey  and  the  Oration  of  Lycurgus 
against  Leocrates ;  during  the  Second  Term,  the  Panegyricus 
of  Isocrates  and  the  Orations  of  Lysias  against  Eratosthenes 
and  Agoratus.  There  were  five  recitations  a  week  during 
each  Term,  besides  an  exercise  every  fortnight  in  Greek 
Prose  Gomposition. 

The  Sophomores  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Goodwin.  They 
were  divided  into  five  alphabetical  Sections  during  the  Rrst 
Term,  and  into  four  during  the  Second  Term.  Each  Section 
recited  three  times  a  week.  The  text-books  were  the  Orations 
of  Demosthenes  against  Aphobus,  Onetor,  and  Eubulides  during 
the  First  Term,  and  the  Oration  de  Falsa  Legatione  during  the 
Second  Term. 

The  Juniors  and  Seniors  were  instructed  by  the  Professor, 
excepting  during  three  months'  absence  on  account  of  illness, 
when  these  Glasses  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Sophocles. 

The  Seniors  and  Juniors  attended  three  exercises  each  week. 
The  Professor  also  delivered  a  course  of  public  Lectures  to 
the  Junior  Glass,  on  Greek  Literature,  one  Lecture  being  de- 
livered each  week  during  the  First  Term. 

The  Juniors  recited  in  three  alphabetical  Sections.  Li  the 
First  Term,  they  read  and  reviewed  parts  of  the  Iliad  of 
Homer ;  in  the  Second  Term,  the  Glouds  of  Aristophanes. 

A  Section  of  Ten  Seniors  selected  the  Greek  as  an  elec- 
tive study.  They  read  Demosthenes  de  Gorona  in  the  First 
Term,  and  Demosthenes  de  Falsa  Legatione  in  the  Second 
Term,  —  the  first  time  this  oration  has  ever  been  read  here. 
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7.  Hbbbew. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev. 
George  R.  Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  rrofessor  of  Hebrew  and 
other  Oriental  Languages ;  being  conducted  by  recitations  and 
oral  instruction,  given  to  members  of  the  Senior  Glass  three 
times  each  week,  during  the  year,  if  desired.  Attendance  on 
this  branch  is  optional.  During  the  past  year  two  members 
of  the  Senior  Class  have  pursued  the  study  of  Hebrew,  and 
have  made  satisfactory  progress. 


8.  Modern  Languages. 

This  Department  is  under  the  superintendence  of  James  R. 
Lowell,  A.M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish 
Languages,  and  Professor  of  the  Belles-Lettres.  There  are 
in  the  Department  four  Instructors  :  Emile  Amoult,  M.D., 
Instructor  in  French ;  Santiago- Gancio-Bello,  LL.B.,  Instruct- 
or in  Spanish ;  George  Adam  Schmitt,  Instructor  in  German ; 
and  Luigi  Monti,  A.M.,  Instructor  in  Italian. 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  Department  are,  —  1.  All 
the  Modem  Languages  are  optional.  2.  A  student  commen- 
cing the  study  of  any  language  is  not  permitted  to  leave  it  before 
the  close  of  the  year.  3.  The  students  are  formed  into  Sec- 
tions, and  are  carried  forward  according  to  their  proficiency, 
without  reference  to  Classes.  4.  The  days  of  instruction  are 
Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

The  French  Language  was  taught  to  thirty  Juniors  and 
one  Senior,  and  thirty-four  Sophomores  in  two  Sections, — 
making  in  all  sixty-five  students.  One  hour  a  day,  three 
days  in  the  week,  throughout  the  year,  was  devoted  to  each 
Section.  The  instruction  was  giiven  by  translation  from  text- 
books, written  exercises,  and  practice  in  speaking  at  each 
recitation. 

The  whole  number  of  students  in  German  was  ninety-six, 
of  whom  thirty-one  were  from  the  Senior  and  sixty-five  from 
the  Junior  Glass.  The  instruction  was  given  by  translation 
from  German  into  English  and  from  English  into  German,  the 
text-books  used  being  Gothe's  ^^  Faust,"  Follen's  ^^  German 
Reader,"  and  Hawthorne's  "Tanglewood  Tales."  The  In- 
structor has  pidd  especial  attention  to  grounding  the  students 
thoroughly  in  the  elements  of  the  language,  and  has  met  his 
class  one  evening  in  each  week  for  practice  in  conversation. 

The  number  of  students  in  Spanish  was  twenty-one,  eleven 
from  the  Senior,  and  ten  from  the  Junior  Glass.    They  recited 
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in  two  Sections,  three  times  a  week  during  the  year.  In- 
struction was  given  by  translation  from  text-books,  by  written 
exercises,  and  by  practice  in  speaking. 

In  Italian,  the  number  of  students  was  sixteen  Seniors. 
They  recited  in  one  Section  three  times  a  week  during  the 
year.  The  instruction  was  given  by  translation  from  text- 
books, written  exercises,  and  practice  in  speaking. 

Professor  Lowell  delivered  two  Courses  of  Lectures,  one  in 
each  Term  of  the  Academic  Year.  A  class  of  volunteer  stu- 
dents in  Italian  read  Dante  with  him  three  times  a  week  during 
the  year. 

The  whole  number  of  students  in  the  Modem  Languages  is 
one  hundred  and  ninety-four. 


9.  Mathematics. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Benjamin 
Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy  and  Mathe- 
matics, Charles  William  Eliot,  Assistant  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics and  Chemistry,  and  James  Mills  Peirce,  Tutor. 

The  Freshman  Class  recited  in  four  sections  on  four  days 
of  the  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday,  and  Saturday, 
throughout  the  year,  from  the  following  text-books :  namely, 
Peirce's  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry,  Peirce's  Algebra,  except 
Chapters  IV.  and  VIII.,  and  Peirce's  Plane  Trigonometry. 

The  Sophomore  Class  recited  in  four  sections,  on  three  days 
in  the  week,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  throughout  the 
year,  from  the  following  text-books  :  namely,  JPeirce's  Algebra, 
except  Chapter  VIII.,  and  J.  M.  Peirce's  Analytic  Geometry. 

The  full  course  in  this  Department  for  the  Freshman  and 
Sophomore  years  does  not  appear  from  the  above  statement, 
inasmuch  as  a  change  of  the  order,  in  which  the  text-books  are 
studied,  was  introduced,  for  the  first  time,  with  the  Freshman 
Class. 

Instruction  was  given  to  those  who  elected  Mathematics  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years  by  Lectures  and  Recitations,  on 
three  days  in  the  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday, 
throughout  the  year,  in  the  Imaginary,  Integral,  and  Residual 
Calcdnses,  and  in  the  Mathematical  Theory  of  Mechanics  and 
Astronomy. 


10.  Physics. 
During  the  past  acadenucal  year,  instruction  in  this  De- 
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partment  was  conducted  by  JcNseph  Lovering,  A.M.,  Hollis 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  whole  Junior  Glass  attended  recitations  three  times  a 
week  during  the  First  and  Second  Terms  ;  and  read  Her- 
schel's  Oui£nes  of  Astronomy,  and  Lardner's  Course  of  Nat- 
ural Philosophy.  This  Glass  was  examined  at  the  end  of 
the  Second  Term  in  both  books.  The  examination  was  both 
oral  and  written. 

Each  Glass  was  divided  into  three  Divisions ;  and  each  Di- 
vision remained  with  the  instructor  one  hour  at  every  exercise ; 
in  all  nine  hours  a  week. 

The  Senior  Glass  attended  a  course  of  twenty-four  Lectures 
on  Physics  and  Experimental  Philosophy.  The  Junior  Class 
attended  a  similar  course  of  twenty-four  Lectures.  The  whole 
course,  which  extends  through  two  years,  consists  of  about 
sixty  Lectures  of  one  hour  each ;  or  one  Lecture  to  each  Class 
for  every  week  of  both  Terms.  The  subject  last  year  was 
Mechanics,  applied  to  Solids,  Liquids,  and  Oases,  including 
Optics  and  Acoustics.  These  Lectures  are  always  attended 
by  some  members  of  the  Scientific  and  Professional  Schools. 


11.  Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Josiah  P. 
Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor.  During  the  First  Term,  the 
Sophomore  Glass  recited  twice  a  week,  from  the  first  half  of 
Stockhardt's  Elements  of  Chemistry,  and  attended  a  course  of 
Experimental  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry  of  the  Non-Metallic 
Elements.  During  the  Second  Term,  the  same  Class  recited 
twice  a  week,  from  the  remainder  of  the  same  book,  and 
attended  a  course  of  about  twenty  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry 
of  the  Metallic  Elements. 

The  Junior  Class  recited  twice  a  week  from  Oraham's  Chem- 
istry during  the  First  Term.  That  portion  only  of  the  book 
was  studied  which  treats  of  the  Physics  of  Chemistry. 

The  opening  of  Boylston  Hall  at  the  beginning  of  the  Second 
Term  furnished  this  Department  with  ample  accommodations 
and  greatly  enlarged  facilities  for  ^ving  instruction  in  Practical 
Chemistry.  During  the  Second  Term  a  class  of  about  fifteen 
members  received  instruction  in  the  Practice  of  Qualitative 
Chemical  Analysis  in  the  Laboratory,  and  a  similar  class  at- 
tended a  course  of  instruction  in  Mineralogy  at  the  Mineralogi- 
cal  Cabinet.  The  attendance  on  both  of  these  courses  was 
voluntary,  and  the  classes  were  composed  of  members  both  of 
the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes. 
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12,  Natural  History. 

This  Deparkment  was  under  the  care  of  Asa  Gray,  M.D., 
Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History. 

Throughout  the  Second  Tenn  the  whole  Sophomore  Class 
were  instructed  in  Vegetable  Physiology  and  Morphology,  by 
recitations  from  Gray's  Botanical  Text-Book,  with  informal 
Lectures  and  microscopical  demonstrations.  These  exercises 
were  attended  by  the  Glass,  in  four  Sections,  twice  a  week, 
on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Saturdays. 

A  course  of  Lectures  upon  Systematic  Botany,  consisting 
of  two  Lectures  per  week  from  the  first  of  April  to  the  end 
of  the  Term,  was  delivered  to  those  students  of  the  Junior 
Glass  who  elected  the  study.  These  Lectures  were  attended 
by  about  thirty-five  Juniors  and  a  few  Scientific  Students. 
From  the  middle  of  May  to  the  end  of  the  Term,  private 
practical  lessons  were  given  by  the  Professor,  twice  a  week,  to 
twenty  members  of  the  Glass,  who  chose  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  privilege. 

The  course  of  Lectures  on  Geology,  delivered  by  Professor 
Agassiz  during  the  First  Term,  and  that  upon  Zoology  during 
the  Second  Term,  were  open  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class. 


13.  Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

During  the  First  Term,  a  course  of  twenty-eight  Lectures 
on  the  Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Human  Body  was  de- 
livered to  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  by  Jeffiies  Wyman, 
M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy.  The  Lectures  were 
given  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays,  in  Holden  Chapel,  at 
10  A.  M. 


IL    PROFESSIONAL   SCHOOLS. 

1.  Divinity  School. 

The  Divinity  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Rev.  Con  vers  Francis,  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Pulpit 
Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care ;  the  Rev.  George  R. 
Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental Languages,  and  Dexter  Lecturer  on  Sacred  Literature  ; 
the  Rev.  Frederick  H.  Hedge,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Ecclesiasti- 
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cal  History ;  and  Rev.  George  E.  Ellis,  D.D.,  Professor  of 
Systematic  Theology. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies 
three  years.  The  School  consists  of  three  Glasses ;  the  Jun- 
ior, Middle,  and  Senior: 

Each  Professor  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the  Classes 
through  the  year.  The  course  of  instruction  is  divided  be- 
tween them  as  follows.  To  the  Parkmikn  Professor  are  allotted 
the  branches  of  Natural  Religion,  Christian  Ethics,  and  Prac- 
tical Divinity,  Church  Polity,  the  Composition  and  Delivery  of 
Sermons,  and  the  Duties  of  the  Pastoral  Office.  To  the 
Hancock  Professor,  the  Principles  of  Criticism  and  Interpre- 
tation, the  Criticism  and  Interpretation  of  the  Old  and  the  New 
Testaments,  and  the  Hebrew  Language.  The  Professor  of 
Ecclesiastical  History  and  the  Professor  of  Systematic  Theol- 
ogy give  instruction  in  the  branches  of  Theology  which  their 
titles  designate. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  preach  on  Sunday  evening 
during  part  of  the  year  in  one  of  the  churches  of  this  city. 
There  is  also  a  weekly  exercise  in  extemporaneous  spealdng, 
attended  by  the  whole  School. 

The  present  number  of  students  (December,  1858)  is  25. 


2.  Law  School. 

During  the  academic  year  1857  -  58,  the  Law  School  has 
continued  under  the  superintendence  of  Joel  Parker,  LL.D., 
Royall  Professor  of  Law,  Theophilus  Parsons,  LL.D.,  Dane 
Professor  of  Law,  and  Emory  Washburn,  LL.D.,  University 
Professor  of  Law.  ' 

The  Royall  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  the  Law 
of  Bailments,  Practice,  Constitutional  Law,  and  the  Jurispru- 
dence of  the  United  States,  and  Equity  Jurisprudence,  Plead- 
ing, and  Evidence. 

The  Dane  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Blackstone's 
Commentaries,  Kent's  Commentaries,  the  Law  of  Insurance, 
the  Law  of  Evidence,  and  the  Law  of  Bills,  Notes,  and  Part- 
nerships. 

The  University  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  the 
Law  of  the  Domestic  Relations,  upon  Criminal  Law,  upon 
Sales,  Conflict  of  Laws,  Bankruptcy  and  Insolvency,  and  the 
Law  of  Real  Property. 

Ten  Lectures  are  delivered  in  each  week,  generally  from 
text-books  designated ;  and  in  the  course  of  the  Lectures  ex- 
aminations are  made,  by  inquiry  of  the  students  as  to  cases  or 
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principles  presented  to  them  in  connection  with  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  Lecture.  The  Faculty  continue  this  method  of 
examination,  being  convinced  that  no  other  would  meet  so  sat- 
isfactorily the  wants  of  the  School. 

A  Moot  Court  has  been  held  each  week  by  one  of  the  Pro- 
fessors ;  and  continued  experience  strengthens  the  confidence 
of  the  Faculty  and  the  students  in  the  great  utility  of  these 
courts.  That  they  must  be  especially  useful  to  the  students 
engaged  in  them  as  counsel  is  obvious.  But  they  are  almost 
equally  profitable  to  others  who  investigate  the  questions  pre- 
sented, and  indeed  to  all  who  attend  ^em,  and  make  use  of 
the  opportunities  they  offer  to  learn  to  take  notes  re9,dily  and 
accurately. 

Clubs  for  discussion  and  debate,  and  for  the  argument  of 
cases,  have  been  continued  by  the  students.  The  Faculty 
regard  them  as  eminenUy  useful,  and  provide  for  them  all  the 
facilities  and  encouragement  in  their  power. 

Prizes  for  Dissertations  have  been  awarded  as  before ;  with 
the  usual  strong  commendation  of  the  essays  by  the  Committee. 

The  average  number  of  students  attending  in  the  course  of 
the  year  was  one  hundred  and  forty-three.  They  came  irom 
twenty-seven  of  the  United  States,  and  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia. 

The  degree  of  LL.B.  was  conferred  at  Commencement  upon 
fifty-nine  students. 


8.  Medical  School. 

This  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

John  Ware,  M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Prac- 
tice of  Physic ; 

D.  Humphreys  Storer,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Midwifery  and 
Medical  Jurisprudence ; 

J.  B.  S.  Jackson,  M.D.,  Shattuck  Professor  of  Morbid  Anat- 
omy ; 

George  C.  Shattuck,  Adjunct  Hersey  Professor  of  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Physic ; 

Oliver  W.  Holmes,  M.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Anatomy 
and  Physiology ; 

Henry  J.  Bigelow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Surgery ; 

Edward  H.  Clarke,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Materia  Medica ; 

John  Bacon,  M.D.,  University  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

The  Medical  School  was  conducted  by  the  above-named  Pro- 
fessors, at  the  Medical  College  in  North  Grove  Street,  Boston. 
The  instruction  was  given  by  Courses  of  Lectures,  delivered  by 
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the  seyeral  Professors  in  their  respectiye  departments.  The 
Lectures  begin  annually  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  Noyember, 
and  continue  four  months,  or  seyenteen  weeks.  The  students 
also  attend  the  practice  of  the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  students  attending  Medical  Lectures  in  the 
session  of  1856-67  was  107. 

The  aboye  School  is  deyoted  ezclusiyely  to  Medical  Stu- 
dents, Undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 


4.  Lawrence  Scientific  School. 

This  institution  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

Louis  Agassiz,  LL.D.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Zoology  and 
Geology ; 

Bei^amin  Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy 
and  AJathematics ; 

Asa  Gray,  M.D.,  Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History  ; 

Joseph  layering,  A.M.,  Hollis  Professor  of  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy ; 

Jeffiies  Wjrman,  M.I).,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy ; 

Henry  L.  Eustis,  A.M.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Engineering ; 

Eben  Norton  Horsford,  A.M.,  Rumford  Professor,  and  Lec- 
turer on  the  Application  of  the  Sciences  to  the  Useful  Arts, 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  A.M.,  Erying  Professor  of  Chemistry  and 
Mineralogy. 

The  course  of  instruction  embraced  systematic  practical  ex- 
ercises in  the  seyeral  Laboratories  of  Professors  Agassiz,  Wy- 
man,  Gray,  and  Horsford ;  instruction  in  Engineering  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Eustis ;  occasional  excursions  to  lo- 
calities and  manufacturing  establishments  of  scientific  interest 
in  the  neighborhood ;  recitations  ;  and  Lectures. 

The  Lectures  have  been  as  follows :  — 

On  Geology,  and  on  the  Structure  and  Classification  of  the 
Animal  Kingdom,  by  Professor  Agassiz,  between  forty  and 
forty-fiye  Lectures  each  Term.  Scientific  excursions  were 
made  about  once  a  fortnight. 

On  the  Differential  Calculus,  twice  a  week,  thirty  Lectures ; 
and  on  Analytical  Mechanics,  three  times  a  week,  forty-fiye 
Lectures,  by  Professor  Peirce. 

Twenty-eight  Lectures  on  Comparatiye  Physiology  and  Em- 
bryology, illustrated  by  dissections  and  microscopic  obsenrations, 
by  Professor  Wyman. 

The  Lectures  were  attended  by  several  members  of  the 
Scientific  and  Law  Schools,  and  by  the  Undergraduates.

The  number  of  Special  Students  in  all  branches  of  science 
was  ninety-seven,  excluave  of  the  members  of  the  other  Pro- 
fessional Schools,  and  of  the  Undergraduates,  who  attended 
the  Scientific  Lectures. 


5.   Astronomical  Observatory. 

During  the  past  year  the  Astronomical  Observatory  has 
been  imder  the  superintendence  of  William  G.  Bond,  A.M., 
Director  of  the  Observatory,  and  George  P.  Bond,  A.M.,  First 
Assistant. 

The  Observatory  was  not  founded  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
primary  instruction  in  Astronomy  and  the  kindred  sciences, 
but  to  furnish  accurate  systematic  observations  of  the  heavenly 
bodies,  and  to  co*operate  in  other  investigations  for  the  public 
good.  It  is,  however,  open  to  persons  wishing  to  accomplish  them- 
selves in  Practical  Astronomy,  and  frequently  resorted  to  by 
them. 

With  these  objects  in  view,  the  Transit,  Equatorial,  and 
other  instruments  have  been  employed  during  the  year  in  the 
usual  course  of  observation.  Much  attention  has  also  been  di* 
rected  to  the  photographic  delmeation  of  the  stars  ;  progress 
has  also  been  made  in  the  zone  catalogue  of  stars ;  to  which 
are  to  be  added  the  discovery  of  several  comets,  extensive 
observations  on  the  great  comet  of  Donati,  and  a  revision  of 
the  exact  position  of  all  the  stars  visible  in  the  great  nebula  of 
Orion.

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TREASURER'S    STATEMENT 


The  property  of  the  Corporation  has  remained  secure 
during  the  disasters  of  the  past  year,  and  the  income 
from  investments  has  not  been  materially  diminished. 

The  West  Boston  Bridge  Annuity,  long  since  rendered 
valueless,  has  been  charged  oiF  our  books ;   leaving  a 
deficiency  in  the  final  results  of  the  year's  transactions 
•  of  ;Sf  1,142.71. 

The  Boylston  Museum  has  been  completed,  at  a  cost 
of  $  50,002.25. 

The  late  Thomas  Wren  Ward,  for  many  years  the 
Treasurer,  and  always  an  efficient  friend  of  the  College, 
bequeathed  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  purchase  of 
books ;  which  has  been   received  from  his  executors. 

Mr.  William  Turell  Andrews,  on  resigning  the  office 
of  Treasurer  last  year,  gave  the  sum  of  $  2,500  to  in- 
crease the  Plummer  Fund,  having  previously  given  the 
same  amount  for  the  same  purpose. 

Mr.  Thomas  Lee,  always  a  liberal  and  judicious  bene- 
factor, has  given  $  350  for  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  Alford  Professorship. 

A  subscription,  commenced  by  Mr.  William  Sturgis, 
Mr.  John  P.  Gushing,  Mr.  Thomas  Lee,  and  Mr.  Jona- 
than Phillips,  of  five  thousand  dollars  each,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Medical  Department,  still  remains  open, 
and  its  progress  will  be  noticed  hereafter. 

Though  the  property  of  the  Corporation  is  large  and 
has  been  well  invested,  the  accounts  herewith  presented 


show  that  the  whole  of  the  income  of  the  general  fund 
is  required  for  the  regular  disbursements,  and  that  no 
provision  exists  for  the  expansion  of  any  department 

The  advance  of  science,  the  demands  of  the  country, 
the  wishes  of  friends  and  benefactors,  and  the  desire  of 
those  who  have  controlled  the  aflFairs  of  the  College  to 
maintain  its  present  position  and  its  ancient  renown, 
have  led  to  the  adoption  of  important  plans. 

The  vast  Zoological  Collection  of  Professor  Louis 
Agassiz,  made  from  all  parts  of  the  world  during  many 
years  of  labor,  in  some  departments  already  the  most 
complete  in  any  country,  remains  unseen  and  almost 
useless  in  a  temporary  building,  and  liable  to  many 
accidents.  Nor  should  it  be  forgotten,  that  the  learned 
man  who  has  made  this  collection,  standing  at  the  head 
of  all  living  zoologists,  while  he  has  refused  the  over- 
tures of  universities  and  of  governments,  is  devoting 
his  life  to  the  advancement  of  natural  science  in  this 
country.  While  this  devotion  is  gratefully  acknowl- 
edged by  the  country,  and  by  Harvard  College  especially, 
there  exists  no  adequate  provision  for  his  support,  no 
means  of  enabling  him  to  prosecute  his  researches,  nor 
even  of  preserving  the  collection  which  he  oflFers  to  the 
Corporation.  Were  this  Collection  made  available.  Pro- 
fessor Agassiz  believes  that  he  would  attract  to  Cam- 
bridge students  of  natural  science  even  from  the  coun- 
tries of  Europe. 

The  executors  of  the  late  Thomas  Dowse  have  pro- 
posed* to  give   two   thousand   dollars  to  rebuild  the

Conservatory  in  the  Botanical  Garden.  This  Depart- 
ment has  no  adequate  source  of  income  to  sustain  its 
expenses.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  Chemical 
Department;  the  expenses  of  which  have  for  several 
years  been  chiefly  defrayed  by  the  private  means  of  the 
present  Erving  Professor. 

A  committee  of  graduates  have  made  known  the 
deficiencies  of  the  Library. 

The  high  cost  of  living  renders  all  the  salaries  of  the 
officers  of  instruction  and  government  in  the  College  a 
meagre  support,  and  an  inadequate  compensation  for 
the  learning  and  labor  bestowed  by  these  gentlemen. 
Without  other  resources,  they  cannot  provide  for  the 
maintenance  of  their  families  when  they  shall  become 
disabled.
